U.K. offers Ulster 
plan on home rule 


LONDON (AP) — The 
British government un¬ 
veiled a plan Wednesday to 
give up some of its political 
control over Northern Ire¬ 
land in a bid for peace, and 
appealed to the people of 
the violence-plagued re¬ 
gion to see it as a “con¬ 
structive ap^oach.” 

As expected. Prime Min¬ 
ister Margaret Thatcher’s 
proposal to set up an 80- 
mernber assembly in place 
of direct control from Lon¬ 
don—the arrangement for 
the last six years—re¬ 
ceived a mixed reaction in 
Northern Ireland and the 
Irish republic. The plan 
does not address the cru¬ 
cial problem of how the 
Roman Catholic minority 
would share in governing 
Northern Ireland alongside 
the Protestant majority. 

In Northern Ireland, both 
the Social Democratic and 
Labor parties—which rep¬ 
resent the Catholic minor¬ 
ity—and the middle-of-the- 
road Alliance party said 
they were “carefully con¬ 
sidering” the plan. 

But in the Irish republic, 
Prime Minister Charles 
Haughey and his cabinet 
made it clear the British 
proposals did not go far 
enough. Haughey asked for 
a role in deciding the future 
of Northern Ireland. 

“We are ready to play a 
constructive part in any 
program of discussion that 
may be proposed,” he said. 

Haughey and his ad¬ 
visers were reported to 
want a stronger declara¬ 
tion by Britain encouraging 
Irish unity if Northern Ire¬ 
land consented. 


Mrs. Thatcher’s proposal 
is the latest in a long line of 
attempts to restore politi¬ 
cal stability in Northern 
Ireland. Guerrillas of the 
largely Roman Catholic 
Irish Republican Army 
have been fighting to unite 
the region with the predo¬ 
minantly Catholic Irish re¬ 
public to the south. 

Every effort by earlier 
governments has failed to 
end the sectarian blood¬ 


shed, whith began almost 
11 years ago and has taken 
more than 2,000 lives.

TEHRAN (CP) — Ira¬ 
nian Foreign Minister Sa- 
degh Ghotbzadeh on Wed¬ 
nesday attacked the Soviet 
Union for espionage activi¬ 
ties and declared that in the 
future the number of Soviet 
and Iranian diplomats in 
each other’s capitals 
should be equal. 

Currently there is a 
heavy imbalance in the 
number of Soviet diplo¬ 
mats in Tehran. 

Ghotbzadeh’s remarks 
came 48 hours after a So¬ 
viet diplomat was expelled 
from Iran for spying.

Deadly heat 
pushes toll 
near to 120

The relentless heat wave 
baking the Southwest with 
sizzling 40-degree-plus 
weather for the past 10 
days has contributed to 
nearly 120 deaths, forced 
water rationing in some 
areas, disfigured roads and 
destroyed crops in five 
states, authorities said 
Wednesday. 

Some 450.000 chickens 
were virtually broiled in a 
henhouse near Stilwell, 
Okla., when the fans mal¬ 
functioned—filling them 
all in 10 to 15 minutes—and 
officials in the state 
blamed the heat for the 
deaths of several hogs and 
a horse. Dust pneumonia 
blamed on the hot, dry 
.weather afflicted Texas 
cattle. Meterologists said 
they believed the three mil¬ 
lion residents of the 
sprawling Da I las-Fort 
Worth area had suffered 
the longest, hottest period 
of any metropolitan area 
that large in American his¬ 
tory.. 

The temperature in 
Wichita Falls, Texas, rose 
to 45.5 Celsius, breaking 
the 1969 record of 40. In 
Dallas-Fort Worth, the 
thermometer hit a high of 
43. breaking the 1978 record 
of 40. It was the 10th con¬ 
secutive day the area’s rec¬ 
ord highs were shattered. 

In the Southwest states of 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Missouri and Arkansas, at 
least 119 deaths were linked 
directly or indirectly to the 
heat. Sixty-five of the heat- 
related deaths occurred in 
Dallas-Fort Worth. 

In Missouri, thunder¬ 
storms packing 128-kilo- 
metre-an-hour winds 
spawned at least five tor¬ 
nadoes that unroofed build¬ 
ings and damaged a hospi¬ 
tal. 

At Osage Beach, an 
eight-year-old boy was se¬ 
riously injured when wind 
tore the roof off a wing of 
his parents’ motel and 
dropped it on him. 


Widespread heat damage 
to crops was reported in all 
five states and caused cat¬ 
tle-feeding problems in 
Texas. 

The first signs of a water 
shortage prompted offi¬ 
cials to begin phasing in 
water rationing in Tulsa, 
Okla; Shannon Hills, Ark.; 
Liberty, Mo.; and Sher¬ 
man, Tex. 

Three men were found 
dead Wednesday in their 
stifling rooms in a Fort 
Smith, Ark., boarding 
house.

Deprogramming purely political? 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Friends 
describe Susan Wirth as committed. Her 
parents say she is obsessed. 

Police have been working on her case 
since.June 24, when a fellow-teacher 
reported seeing Miss Wirth dragged 
screaming into a van by two men. Offi¬ 
cials said the van had been rented by her 
mother. 

Dorothy Ehrlich, executive director of 
the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California, said the case was the 
first in memory that might involve the 


abduction of a person for deprogramming 
for political reasons.

Miss Wirth is a 35-year-old with a PhD 
in Spanish, a widely travelled teacher of 
English as a second language and an 
activist in leftist political causes. She 
is head of the Coalition to Fight the Death 
Penalty and a member of the Afri¬ 
can People’s Solidarity Committee. 

FRIENDS DESCRIBE her as a 
‘‘warm, dyriamic. enthusiastic, deeply 
committed and hard-working woman.” 

Her father, Clifford Wirth of Lans- 


downe. Pa., says she is a member of 
“political cults.” 

Friends and police believe that by now, 
Miss Wirth is in the hands of a depro¬ 
grammer, a person who commonly works 
with families whose children have be¬ 
come involved in religious sects. 

Their methods are controversial, and 
almost all work underground. 

“This is an extension of what we con¬ 
sider to be a very dangerous practice,” 
Ehrlich said. “You can’t take action into 
your own hands.” 

Said Sgt. A1 Matteoni, working on the 
case, “She’s 35 years old. She’s got a 


PhD. You can’t say she’s incompetent. 
That is kidnapping.” 

POLICE SAY they are unsure whether 
Miss Wirth is still in the area. Wirth, 60, 
says he hasn’t heard from his wife in 
about two weeks. He said his wife, 
Maria, had been distraught over her 
daughter’s “personality change” and had 
hired deprogrammers. 

He said his daughter was obsessed. 

“She was beginning to get a myopic 
viewpoint and trying to sell this stuff, on 
the fringe of radical, to anyone who would 
listen,” said Wirth.

• To give any party re¬ 
presented in the assembly, 
and winning a certain pro¬ 
portion of the popular vote, 
a seat in the governing ex¬ 
ecutive body. 

• To give the majority 
party—almost certainly a 
Protestant grouping—sole 
control of the executive. 
But this would be balanced 
by another body, the Coun¬ 
cil of the Assembly, on 
which Catholics would 
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have "an effective voice in 
decision-taking.” 

The Thatcher govern¬ 
ment is believed to prefer 
the first option for guaran¬ 
teed cabinet-level seats in 
any regional administra¬ 
tion. That comes closest to 
meeting the demands of 
Northern Ireland’s main 
Catholic parties.

Scary night in New York 
as airport computer fails 


NEW YORK (UPI) — 
The computer system used 
by air traffic controllers at 
the major New York metro- 
politan airports broke 
down Wednesday night, 
and controllers said the re¬ 
sulting confusion led to a 
number of “near misses.” 

The computer system 
used to identify planes on 
the radar screen failed 
during the evening's peak 


air traffic period. A spokes¬ 
man for the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration said he 
did not know when the ser¬ 
vice would be restored. 

Before the computer 
broke down completely, it 
began feeding the control¬ 
lers erroneous informa¬ 
tion, according to Paul 
Amato, president of the 
professional air traffic 
controllers organization. 


One of the errors, Amato 
said, involved incorrect in¬ 
formation about the loca¬ 
tion of a small aircraft the 
controllers were tracking. 

“It went through the path 
of six or seven very large 
jets before we discovered 
the error,” he said. “Right 
after that, the computer 
failed totally. We were 
very lucky tonight.” 
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for 2 Vi hours and never got 
anything at all. He’d been 
in perfect health.

Pope donates ring 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) 
— Pope John Paul, stand 
ing just 100 metres from 
some of the world’s cost 
liest real estate, lambasted 
the rich Wednesday and 
gave his gold papal ring to 
the parish of a shantytown 
overlooking Rio’s spec 
tacular shoreline. 

The pope, on the third 
day of a 12-day visit to 
Brazil, accompanied the 
gesture with the pledge 
that “in the whole world, 
the church wants to be the 
church of the poor.” 

Not everyone was happy 
with the pope's 75-minute 
visit to the slum town 
known as Vidigal. Said one 
resident: “He’s in the Vati¬ 
can rolling with gold. He 
can come. But things here 
won't change much.’’ 

To the sound of a special¬ 
ly composed samba blaring 
over loudspeakers, the 
white-robed pope climbed 


through the shacks of the 
favela, or shantytown, to 
bless a tiny chapel built by 
the slum-dwellers. He ad 
dressed an applauding 
group of 150 barefoot ehil 


dren and adults jammed 
among the cramped wood¬ 
en homes. 

He assailed the rich 
“whose idol is profit and 
pleasure." 


Key official held 
—Afghan rebels 

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (UPI) — Rebel forces near 
the Afghan capital of Kabul captured a ranking govern¬ 
ment official and killed more than 300 troops, some 
of them Soviet, attempting to secure the perimeter 
outside the city, the Islamic Front said. 

Large caches of arms and ammunition were also 
seized in intense fighting during the past week, said 
the Front, quoting delayed reports inside Afghanis¬ 
tan. 

The rebels’ claims could not be confirmed indepen¬ 
dently, but appeared to substantiate travellers’ re¬ 
ports of fierce clashes in the Parwan Mountains around 
Kabul. 


“May the truth disturb 
them,” the pope said. 

Ending his brief talk in 
front of the slum chapel of 
St. Francis of Assisi, the 
pope in an apparently un¬ 
planned gesture said in 
Portuguese, “I want to 
leave my ring with your 
parish,” and slipped off the 
gold cross which had 
adorned his finger since he 
was elected 20 months ago. 

The slum residents stood 
silently in shock, then ap¬ 
plauded politely as Rev. 
Italo Coelho passed the ring 
to the parish priest, Broth¬ 
er Benjamin. 

John Paul later ascended 
to the Christ the Redeemer 
statue on Corcovado peak 
and blessed Rio from the 
renowned viewpoint. 

Today, he goes to Sao 
Paulo, South America’s 
biggest city, with a metro¬ 
politan-area population of 
nearly 12 million. 


Draft objectors girding up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Anti-draft groups vowed 
Wednesday to protest and 
—in some instances—ac¬ 
tually resist President 
Carter’s new order to begin 
registration of 19- and 20- 
year-olds for possible mili¬ 
tary conscription. 

But one group of stu¬ 
dents, the College Demo¬ 
crats of America, issued a 
statement through the 
Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee, saying, “If stu 
dents really think about 
how fortunate they are to 
live in one of the greatest 
nations on earth, where 
freedom, prosperity, 
equality, and democracy 
are the rule and not just 
occasionally adhered to, 
they will have no qualms 
with Selective Service reg¬ 
istration.” 

Draft protest groups, 
after a half-year campaign 
in Congress against regis¬ 
tration, have long accepted 
the inevitability of Carter’s 
proclamation. 

But they said they in¬ 
tended to make it as diffi¬ 
cult as possible for the ad¬ 
ministration to implement 
the plan, and a number of 
groups said the registra¬ 
tion process would be a 
"fiasco” and a “failure.” 

Militants 
seize UN 
officers 

GUATEMALA CITY 
(UPI) — Leftist militants 
Wednesday announced 
they had raided a UN insti¬ 
tute on nutrition and kid¬ 
napped its head and a U.S. 
employee and were holding 
them as “hostages of the 
people.” 

The leftist Revolutionary 
Party of Central American 
Workers said five party- 
militants staged the raid on 
the Institute of Nutrition of 
Central America and Pan¬ 
ama and took several peo¬ 
ple hostage but kept only 
the two men. The kidnap 
pers did not say when the 
raid took place. 

They identified the men 
being held as institute 
president Dr. Carlos Teja¬ 
da Valenzuela and Dr. Ri 
chard Newman, a U.S. citi¬ 
zen who is the institute’s 
administrative officer. 

The kidnappers said the 
hostages would remain in 
captivity until the Institute 
met their demand for 
worldwide publication of 
their allegation that the 
Guatemalan government 
was “repressive.” 


Most opponents also re¬ 
iterated their belief that 
registration was unneces¬ 
sary. 

“President Carter did no 
better in explaining the 
need for registration now 
than he did five months ago 
in the State of the Union 
address,” said Rev. Barry 
Lynn, chairman of the 
Committee Against Regis¬ 


tration and the Draft, a 
coalition of more than 50 
religious, peace, student 
and other groups. 

The American CiviF Li- 
beeties Union is challeng¬ 
ing the draft in legal cases 
in Philadelphia and Wash¬ 
ington. On Tuesday, a 
three-judge panel heard 
arguments on a Vietnam- 
era challenge that a male- 


only draft discriminated 
against men. 

Tom Palmer, a spokes¬ 
man for the Student Liber¬ 
tarian Society, said his 
group "certainly intends to 
do everything we can to 
make sure the program 
does not work, and our 
members are willing to 
stand up to the state and 
refuse their bodies."

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An ugly scene, 
but not a symbol 

Coming as they did on the eve of Canada’s 
official birthday, the news stories about the 
ugly confrontations in the small Okanagan 
community of Osoyoos made depressing read¬ 
ing. At a time when Canadians across the land 
were preparing to take part in ceremonies 
stressing national unity, here were young 
itinerant fruit pickers from Quebec complain¬ 
ing that they were being verbally and even 
physically abused by local residents — and 
immediately countering with accusations of 
racism. 

At least one newspaper account seems to 
portray the Osoyoos situation as another ex¬ 
ample of bigoted Westerners venting their 
hostilities against French Canadians. But was 
it? At this distance and relying only on media 
reports it’s impossible to say, but we like to 
think that’s much too glib and simplistic a 
conclusion. 

The residents themselves vehemently 
deny any racist attitudes, and claim it is the 
general behavior of the young people they 
dislike: their nude swimming, rowdy antics 
and the fact that some have been charged with 
shoplifting. 

That’s no justification, of course, for beat¬ 
ing up the outsiders — as one gang of thugs did 
with baseball bats and chains. It’s no excuse 
for refusing to serve them in restaurants or in 
any way treating them like pariahs. But the 
ccmiment of one Osoyoos resident, a restau¬ 
rant owner, seems to set the whole nasty scene 
in its proper perspective. 

In one of the less enlightened quotes of the 
year, he explained: “It’s not because they’re 
French but they’re, you know, smelly, and 
they look bad to our other customers.” 

Yes, unfortunately we do know. Those 
words or something like them were used time 
and again in the late 1960s and early 1970s, as 
thousands of long-haired, hitch-hiking youths 
bummed their way around North America in 
search of new experiences and a nonconform¬ 
ist lifestyle. Many of them were hassled as the 
young Quebecers have been in Osoyoos, but 
not even the instant psychologist could claim 
that racism was behind the hatred and vio¬ 
lence. 

Here in Victoria, a former city alderman 
suggested only a little more than a decade ago 
that hippies and layabouts in Centennial 
Square should be whipped. 

Small-minded viciousness and stupidity 
aren't the exclusive property of small com¬ 
munities. And let’s not make the mistake of 
assuming that one isolated manifestation of 
loutishness represents the West’s view of Que¬ 
bec. 


Nose for trouble 

One of the more peculiar passions of the 
human race in recent years has been its 
enthusiasm for records — for eating snails, 
sitting in snakepits, walking backwards and 
other such feats of superb irrelevance. Sure as 
one inane record is established, a challenger 
emerges determined to beat it. 

Which brings us to Dr. Michael Levitt, a 
gastroenterologist at the Veterans Adminis 
(ration Hospital in Minneapolis. In an editorial 
in the New England Journal of Medicine, Dr. 
Levitt speculates that increasing interest in 
the subject of flatulence (intestinal gas) may 
“result in a new sub-speciality of medicine, 
flatology...” 

Fascinating. It’s about time this whole 
delicate problem was given a thorough airing 
by the medical profession. 

But Dr. Levitt had to go and spoil our 
appreciation by referring to a former patient 
who passed gas 110 times a day. “The doctor 
believe* this is a world record,” stated one 
news report. 

We do wish he hadn’t said that. 


The Baltic nations four decades later 



LONDON — Forty years ago last 
month, as the world’s horrified gaze 
was fixed on the spectacle of Hitler’s 
tanks rolling into 
Paris, Stalin gave a 
few orders and three | 
small countries at the 
other end of Europe I 
silently submerged. 

They have not sur¬ 
faced again to this 
day. 

Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania are 
still physically there, 
of course, but they 
are no longer countries. Today they 
are merely three of the 15 “repub¬ 
lics” of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. They did not join as volun¬ 
teers. 

The Baltic nations were simply 
re-absorbed in 1940 by the Russian 
empire, from whose control they had 
escaped after the First World War. 
Moscow got them back as part of the 4 ' 
Nazi-Soviet pact of August 23,1939, in 
which Hitler assigned them to the 
Soviet sphere of influence in return 
for a free hand against Poland. 

On June 16, 1940, while the fall of 
France distracted the world’s atten¬ 
tion, Moscow delivered an ultimatum 
to the three little countries demand¬ 
ing the formation of governments 
acceptable to the U&SR. The next day 
the Red Army rollea in, and that was 
that. 

It was a shameless act of con¬ 
quest, and the Lithuanians, Latvians

and Estonians certainly do not feel 
warm affection towards the Rus¬ 
sians. But they have now been back 
under Moscow’s rule for 40 years — 
twice as long as they were indepen¬ 
dent. Are these countries still seeth¬ 
ing with nationalism and the desire 
for independence today? 

Strong nationalist sentiment there 
certainly is with its focus on lan¬ 
guage, culture, and—in Lithuanian 
least — religion. But separatism? As 
an articulated political goal, that 
scarcely exists even amongst the 
most alienated intellectual dissidents 
of one of the Baltic republics. 

Apart from the sheer impossibil¬ 
ity of independence, one reason for 
this is that the Baltic republics are 
more prosperous than any other part 
of the Soviet Union. Given the severe 
restrictions on foreign travel by So¬ 
viet citizens even within Eastern Eu¬ 
rope, this is the only standard of 
comparison most Balts have. Scarce 
consumer goods are more readily 
available there, and the three capi¬ 
tals, Talinn, Rige and Vilnius, are the 
most “Western-looking” of the Soviet 
cities. 

There is also more cultural free¬ 
dom than elsewhere in the Soviet 
Union — perhaps because a greater 
degree of liberty for the Protestant

gets the free enterprise ‘spirit’

True, they were Cana¬ 
dians, employed by the em¬ 
bassies. But the RCMP has 
reported that the traffic in 
embassy liquor is heavy 
and goes on year-round, 
which could scarcely hap¬ 
pen without the knowledge

and — who knows? — the 
permission of the diplo¬ 
matic bosses. 

The Customs and Excise 
Branch of the RCMP has 
disclosed that it has been 
investigating the situation 
for "several years,” and 
that these will be only the 
first of more arrests to 
come. 

Embassies traditionally 
have been contemptuous of 
laws and taxes. They are 
free and clear of all taxes 
— from income, through 
the whole money-gobbling 
maze to liquor — and they 
enjoy what the striped- 
pants trade knows as “dip¬ 
lomatic immunity’’ from 
criminal charges up to and 
including manslaughter. 

Of the thousands of traf¬ 
fic tickets issued in and 
around Ottawa, only the 
British, Americans and 
Australians, pay. The 
others laugh and tear them 
up. Some have been seen 
to do it even in the faces of 
frustrated traffic officers. 

Abuse of diplomatic 
privilege is an old story — 
and sometimes funny. 

There was the day, years 
ago, when Mrs. C.D. Howe, 
wife of Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King’s “Minis¬ 
ter of Everything,” called 
an Ottawa newspaper and 
claimed that her neighbor, 
a South American ambas¬ 
sador — from the Argen¬ 
tine, in fact, she said — 
each night the moon was 
full came out into his rear

Latvians and Estonians and the deep¬ 
ly Catholic Lithuanians, each speak 
ing a different language, helps keep 
them quiet and presents little danger 
of infection amongst the Slavic mass 
of the Soviet population, with its Or¬ 
thodox background. 

Especially in Estonia, whose cul¬ 
tural and linguistic links with nearby 
Finland are very close, things impo§ 
sible elsewhere are commonplace. 
There are Estonian translations of 
books by Sartre, theatres showing 
plays like Waiting for Godot, and the 
Talinn Opera has produced works 
by Benjamin Britten and Igor Stra¬ 
vinsky. 

Attracted there by the greater 
prosperity and the expanding indus¬ 
tries, Russians now amount to 30 per 
cent of Latvia’s 2.5 million people, 25 
per cent of Estonia’s 1.5 million, and 
almost nine per cent of Lithuania’s 
3.3 million. Anxiety about this pro¬ 
cess has led to a deliberate cutback on 
further industrialization to discour¬ 
age immigration, and to a sullen 
despair about creeping “Russifica¬ 
tion” amongst some nationalist intel¬ 
lectuals. (An Estonian poet once told 
the American journalist Hedrick 
Smith: “We are like your Indians, a 
dying breed.”) 

But this concern is contradicted by 
the sheer vigour of national cultural 


life in these countries. In Lithuania, 
moreover, it may actually have sti¬ 
mulated the renewed interest in the 
Catholic church (which is as closely 
tied to the national identity there 
as it is in Poland), and to a remark 
able growth of underground publica¬ 
tions devoted to the defence of the 
rights of the Church, the nation and 
private individuals. 

Official Soviet government policy 
in recent decades has usually been 
quite sensitive, however, in not push¬ 
ing the minority nationalities too far. 
Most newspapers, radio stations and 
television channels are in the native 
language in each of the Baltic repub¬ 
lics, and the Russian monopoly on 
supreme power is well concealed be¬ 
hind a facade of Latvian, Lithua 
nian and Estonian officials. 

In all their history the Baltic na¬ 
tions, conquered repeatedly by Ger¬ 
mans, Swedes, Poles and Russians, 
have known only two decades of inde 
pendence. Only those over 50 may 
have any real memory of that time, 
and they remember also the poverty, 
the political upheavals and the catas¬ 
trophes of wartime, when they were 
“liberated” first by the Russians, 
then by the Germans, and then by the 
Russians again. 

In an ideal world, of course, Esto¬ 
nia, Latvia and Lithuania would be 
prosperous, secure and independent. 
But the world is not yet perfect, andin 
the meantime most of the citizens of 
the Baltic states will settle for being 
secure and relatively prosperous.

people during the recent 
summit in Venice you will 
realize that we are on the 
downhill side of that crisis. 

It will not disappear offi¬ 
cially for a long time. It 
probably will not disappear 
from United States cam¬ 
paign rhetoric until after 
election day, since the “So¬ 
viet menace” is a useful 
campaign slogan for both 
Republicans and Demo¬ 
crats. But mounting ten¬ 
sion has given way to de- 
clining tension. A 
deliberate defusing of the 
crisis is under way. 

One symptom of the de¬ 
fusing was that at the press 
conference that concluded 
the formal summit, Presi¬ 
dent Carter was the only 
principal to stress the Af¬ 
ghan matter. The others let 
it go unmentioned or 
brushed it off lightly. 

Also, Carter withdrew 
his objections to the visit of 
German Chancellor Hel¬ 
mut Schmidt to Moscow 
and made his peace with 
French President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing, who al¬ 
ready had visited with Mos¬ 
cow’s Leonid Brezhnev, 
thus breaking the conver¬ 
sational boycott Carter had 
attempted earlier to im¬ 
pose on the Western allies. # 

Moscow made a small 
contribution to the defusing 
process by announcing a 
withdrawal of one military 
unit, said to be an armored 
division, from Afghanis¬ 
tan. This is only a token

withdrawal, a diplomatic 
gesture that does not weak¬ 
en the Soviet military grip 
on Afghanistan. 

But it was a token prof¬ 
fered at the strategic mid¬ 
point of the Western sum¬ 
mit in Venice and thus 
opened the way for some 
reciprocal token that might 
mark the reopening of nor¬ 
mal diplomatic traffic be¬ 
tween East and West. 

On his stop off in Yugo¬ 
slavia Carter did provide a 
way out for the Soviets 
when he offered them a 
transitional arrangement 
on Afghanistan to accom¬ 
pany any complete pull¬ 
back of Soviet troops. 

Two other items are 
worth mentioning in the 
above context. 

On the day before the 
opening of the Venice sum¬ 
mit, June 23, the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment authorized U.S. 
grain dealers to resume 
grain sales to the Soviets, 
provided they were selling 
foreign-grown grain. 

Also when U.S. Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie 
was asked about the pros¬ 
pects of a complete Soviet 
withdrawal from Afghanis¬ 
tan, he said it might take a 
long time and added that 
"it took us 10 years to with¬ 
draw from Vietnam.” 

When great powers 
launch a military venture 
into some other country, 
they find it difficult to call 
it off, even when it is prov¬ 
ing to be a poor investment. 
The Soviet venture into 
Afghanistan is a poor in¬ 
vestment. It has blocked 
SALT II, severely dam¬ 
aged “detente,” startled 
the West Europeans, set 
back Soviet influence and 
prestige among the Islamic 
countries and caused casu¬ 
alties to the Soviet armed 
forces. 


But Soviet prestige is in 
volved, and prestige is im¬ 
portant to a great power. 
How to get out without ad¬ 
mitting failure? Former 
U.S. Sen. George Aiken of 
Vermont once proposed to 
President Lyndon Johnson 
that he declare a victory in 
Vietnam and get out. Was 
Brezhnev following the 
senator’s advice in a differ¬ 
ent context? He told the 
Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communist Party 
assembled in Moscow that 
a “serious defeat” had 
been imposed on imperial¬ 
ist interventionists in Afgh¬ 
anistan. 

Brezhnev’s version of 
events inside Afghanistan 
rests, so far as any Wes¬ 
terner can discover, on my¬ 
thology. There was no “im¬ 
perialist intervention" in 
the beginning, but a fiasco 
for the puppet regime the 
Soviets'had set up. Trouble 
developed between two 
factions of that regime. 
Neither the first nor the 
second puppet regime was 
able to obtain the loyalty of 
any significant segment of 
the population. 

It was the failure of a 
Soviet political operation, 
not outside intervention, 
that plunged Afghanistan 
into chaos. So the Soviets 
sent their armed forces in 
to restore order. The first 
result was the defection of 
large segments of the Af 
ghan army. There has been 
nasty guerrilla fighting 
ever since. 

Is Brezhnev looking 
around for a way to get out 
of the Afghan venture with 
out heavy loss of prestige? 
If so, the Aiken formula 
can serve the purpose at 
home. Claim a victory, re¬ 
duce your troops enough to 
reopen diplomatic traffic 
with the West and hope that 
everyone soon will forget 
about Afghanistan.

Lawyers’ anti-Zia zeal

LAHORE — Pakistan’s lawyers 
have taken the initiative to try to 
bring about the downfall of the coun¬ 
try’s military ruler, General Zia ul- 
Haq, who enters his third year in 
power this month. 

Four thousand lawyers from 
throughout Pakistan attended a re¬ 
cent convention in Lahore, the vola¬ 
tile capital of the Punjab, and passed 
a series of stern resolutions which the 
convention’s main organizer said was 
the beginning of a mass movement 
against the martial law regime. 

The lawyers have called for a 
general strike July 5, the third anni¬ 
versary of Zia’s rise to power, and are 
appealing for support from all politi¬ 
cal parties and Pakistanis to bring 
the country to a standstill. 

The pro-government president of 
Lahore High Court, Ahmed Saeed 
Kirmani, who attempted to side¬ 
track the convention from its strong 
anti-government stand, was shouted 
down. 

Kirmani, who had been facing 
several charges, including alleged 
embezzlement during his time as am¬ 
bassador in Egypt in the mid-1970s, 


had all charges but one dropped two 
months ago. 

The lawyers’ anti-Zia sentiment 
came to a head in May when Zia 
imposed constitutional amendments 
which totally undermined the power 
of civil courts and prevented any 
legal challenge to his military courts 
and tribunals. 

The lawyers’ resolutions call for 
the withdrawal of these decrees, the 
abolition of martial law, and an end to 
the severe restrictions on political 
activity. 

They have demanded the holding 
of general elections within three 
months. Some left-wing activist 
groups have said they will march on 
Islamabad and seize power if they do 
not get elections. 

The convention, the largest politi¬ 
cal rally here for two years, was the 
first sign of co-operation between 
Pakistan’s diverse political parties. 
Lawyers from executed Prime Min¬ 
ister Bhutto's Pakistan People's 
Party and the Tehrik-i-Istiqlal Party 
believe that the Lahore convention 
could be the first of a series of 
demonstrations to force Zia to step 
down.

Happy birthday and all that, 113 years old and 
you'd think with such age should come the maturity 
of co-existence and co-operation. But how in the 
name of goodness can we be anything more than 
deux nations when we can’t even have the same 
national anthem—or anything resembling close¬ 
ness? 

One set of wbrds for English Canada, an entirely 
different set for French Canada and in this discus¬ 
sion, remember the French version came first. 
There are those who would have you believe a 
national anthem is inconsequential and should not 
be made into a national problem. But again, it is a 
sad note when we have to have separate lyric 
versions of the same tune. 

And rather difficult to co-exist when one part of 
Canada depicts another part of the same country as 
greedy and uncaring for Canada as a whole. In this 
argument, Bill Bennett, premier of B.C., lashes out 
at the federal government for such tactics and is 
immediately pictured as a politician warming up for 
a fast election. 

I played a round of golf with the premier at 
Royal Colwood in the Chinese Community’s annual 
golferama last week, and can safely report to you he 
is not letting the affairs of state slip because of too 
much time spent on his game. His swing can best be 
described as a motion to kill snakes. Anyway and 
while the specific subject of election never arose, I 
came away without any impression of an impending 
call to the polls. 

BUT REGARDING the confrontation between 
the centralist federal government and Alberta and 
British Columbia (and possibly all of Western 
Canada,) I gained the view of a man who doesn’t 
want any part of confrontation but who, if chal¬ 
lenged, will, not be stared down by Trudeau or any 
other politician. 

The Feds have already put Alberta Premier 
Peter Lougheed right up there with Rene Levesque 
and halitosis and if Bennett resists the federal 
government’s avowed intention of taxing natural 
gas exports, he will be accorded the same verbal 
abuse. 

I asked Bennett about his fight with Trudeau 
and while he downplayed the suggestion that it was 
indeed a fig,ht, he did admit Trudeau’s centralist 
stance is far removed from his own ideas for a 
strong Canada. At the same time, he wants no part 
of any name-calling, mud-slinging outing with the 
prime minister. 

Yet, any time he does speak out on the issue, 
Bennett is accused of provincial politicking, of 
rallying the troops for yet another round with the 
NDP. That round will come soon enough, but with 
better than three years left on the present mandate, 
I hardly think Bennett and the Soereds will test the 
waters this year or even next. 

I WOULD ALSO GUESS there is little actual 
difference between the present Bennett stand on 
continued federalism, and the stand Dave Barrett 
would take on the same subject. I go back to a 
meeting of finance ministers in Ottawa a number of 
years ago—a meeting at which Barrett left no doubt 
as to the depth of Western Canada alienation, 
concerning, in particular, the federal government’s 
proposal to remove, as a tax deduction, the royalties 
paid by oil and gas companies. 

“The federal government,” Barrett told that 
meeting, “through its taxation policies, is en¬ 
couraging greater alienation and frustration 
amongst a great number of Canadians. These 
federal budgetary measures have almost overnight 
destroyed nearly two years of some progress and 
development emanating from the Western Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunities Conference. I’ve always said 
I’m a Canadian first and a British Columbian 
second, but ...” 

Bennett has similar feelings when he says: ‘‘We 
don’t want to be left out. We want to be included. We 
don’t want to be considered a far-distant part. We 
want to be part of the centre.” 

Bennett knows only too well that the federal 
government has many times set up the rules of the 
game only to renege on them at a later date. And he 
also knows that even Canada-firsters can have 
second thoughts when the dirty end of the stick is the 
norm rather than the exception. 

But it doesn’t mean he’s going to call an election 
because of it. And a happy 113th birthday to you. 
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“The movie industry doesn’t corrupt everybody. I 
was in Hollywood 23 years and never took a nickel 
that wasn’t mine in some way or other.” 


Regional care 
can present 
future tragedy 

I am writing to express my dismay and upset over 
your interpretation of the hospital situation as stated 
in the June 24 editorial. 

We certainly are speaking about “people” when 
we speak of pediatric and obstetrical care—we are 
speaking for our babies and children who cannot speak 
for themselves. 

When you talk about a handful of high-risk births, 
you are talking about the known cases, which should 
automatically get the essential care and the increased 
facilities to prevent tragic deaths or brain-damaged 
infants. These mothers and their babies should already be 
in the hospital prior to delivery, given our excellent 
standards of prenatal care in Canada. They should, of 
course, be carefully monitored and most likely will 
be. 

It is the normal delivery that stands to present the 
future’tragedies where a regional centre means time 
lost. Normal babies do not wait for traffic jams, late 
doctors, car accidents or distressed parents. Oxygen 
and suction equipment are not readily available in 
taxis or automobiles. Complications of delivery, such 
as cords around the infant’s neck or newborns choking on 
their own mucus, to name only two of an infinite variety 
of possibilities, are last-minute emergencies that happen 
unannounced and require proper equipment and medical 
expertise. This is why mothers worry about getting to hos¬ 
pital in time. 

Hopefully this is the kind of motivation for the doc¬ 
tors of our community when they share their con¬ 
cern. These are the kinds of situations which can result 
in brain damage and worse to a healthy newborn if not 
handled immediately and correctly. There certainly 
is more than money to be saved! 

As for pediatrics, it is my understanding that the la¬ 
test thinking emphasizes the great importance of parental 
care and participation in the healing process for children. 
This is why all communities have the right to easy access 
to their sick babies and children. Bad enough to have a 
sick child without accompanying transportation difficul¬ 
ties and expense. New open visiting hours encourage a 
mother to be with her sick child, participating in the hos¬ 
pital care—at meal times and during baths, offering 
support and love during pain and separation. 

If a mother has other children to care for or can¬ 
not get to the hospital easily by bus, the sick child 
suffers and the mother experiences unneeded anguish and 
guilt. 

We most certainly must not be forced “too get on 
with it!” The doctors and people of our communities 
deserve to be heard and their very valid concerns 
must be acted upon to provide proper obstetrical and 
pediatric care for all our communities.

At long last, steps are being taken to deal with the 
problem of street kids. 

It’s been a year or more since Aid. Robin Blencoe 
got a lot of ink for his campaign to help those street 
kids who still can be salvaged, and that’s most of 
them. 

But after the initial outburst of publicity, nothing 
much happened and it looked as if the issue was being 
buried under a mountain of red tape. 

All this time, however, Aid. Gretchen Brewin had 
been working quietly behind the scenes to get a 
program off the ground that would benefit some of the 
youngsters who are alienated from their parents and 
society, and whose home has become the street. 

And finally, she was able to put it all together. A 
streetworker from the human resources ministry and 
a police officer will attack the problem as a team. 
They will deal wit|i the youngsters in the street and try 
to refer them to appropriate existing social agencies. 

Needless to say the effort would have been 
doomed to oblivion if it weren’t for the new police 
chief’s determination to engage his force in preventive 
policing methods. 

BILL SNOWDON IS CONVINCED that the pro¬ 
gram will work and that some of the street kids can be 
helped. 

That should also please the downtown business 
community which has been complaining bitterly about 
the street kids, although 1 suspect that they would 
prefer different' methods of dealing with the prob¬ 
lem. 

There’s no reason why the program shouldn’t 
be at least a moderate success. As Snowdon said, it 
isn’t as if we were dealing with thousands of kids. 

The problem is comparatively small, although in 
terms of human misery and society’s obligations, one 
street kid is as big problem as a hundred. 

But it isn’t anything like the late 60s when thou¬ 
sands of youngsters were on the move, hostile toward 
a society which had given them materialistic values 
only. 

That was the time, if I may remind you, when a 
Victoria alderman proposed to equip the police with 
bullwhips to drive the hippies out of town. 

FORTUNATELY, THE CITY didn’t act on that 



advice and Victoria was one of the more peaceful 
towns in that decade of campus unrest. Vietnam war 
protests, flower movement and general disillusion¬ 
ment of our youth. 

I’m sure the social worker and police officer team 
will be able to deal with the existing problem of street 
children quite effectively. And don’t forget, we’re not 
\alking about the hard-core drug element that hangs 
out near the Bastion Inn. 

The street kids are youngsters in their teens who 
either don’t have parents or can’t get along with them. 
They are somewhat jaded and hostile towards society, 
but they shouldn't be considered criminals. 

There are existing agencies to deal with such 
cases and it’ll be the social worker’s and the police 
officer’s job to gain the confidence of the youngsters 
and steer them towards these agencies for help.

UNDER THE HEADING of odds and ends comes 
the seemingly continuing saga of beer in Royal Ath¬ 
letic Park. I thought allowing beer drinking in the east 
end of the park was a good compromise, until Reg 
Reynolds of our sports department said he’d like to 
draw a diagram of Royal Athletic Park for me.

Facts not tied to Quebec euphoria 


The euphoria generated by the Quebec referendum 
is hardly warranted by the facts. 

Of the Quebec votes cast about 2,086,000 were No and 
1,410,000 Yes. The No votes; however, included about 90 
per cent of the 20 per cent English speaking,minority 
which has no place in a Quebecois referendum; this 90 per 
cent amounts to 630,000 and the true No votes thus become 
1,456,000 as against Levesque’s 1,410.000 Yes men. It is 
hardly an impressive rejection of separatism, with half of 
the Quebecois for Quebec Libre and half for the Ryan 
-Trudeau new federalism. 

To Ryan and Trudeau the referendum gave the nod to 
more special status for Quebec and the entrench¬ 


ment of French in the constitution. So. subject to 
Quebec’s next eruption. Canada's disparate duality 
endures with its huge deficits, new tax burdens (to 
come), the pirating of provincial resources and so on 
ad nauseam. 

Strange, isn’t it, that the French Canadian minority, 
through the Liberals, virtually governs all Canada 
while the “Anglo” minority in Quebec, very little less 
proportionately, appear to have the status of second 
class citizens.

Export taxes 
anti-Canadian 


Export taxes are highly discriminatory. They pe¬ 
nalize the producing provinces and encourage con¬ 
sumption in the rest of the country. They are wasteful 
and they are divisive. They are anti-Canadian because 
they give western separatists another argument for 
breaking up the country. 

If Ottawa slaps an export tax on natural gas it would 
take $2 billion a year from Alberta and more than $300 
million annually from British Columbia, (e.g. reduce 
the income of the B.C. government by as much as 10 
percent!) 

In other words, it would cut back the funds which 
we now use to build hospitals, schools and highways 
in the West. And it would be used to buy high-priced 
foreign oil instead. 

Alberta first ran into a massive oil export tax in 
1974. Now that our oil production is on the decline 
Ottawa is turning to natural gas. It wants to tap our 
provincial resource revenue because its own spend¬ 
ing program is out of control. 

What would that accomplish? Alberta’s $5 billion 
Heritage Fund wouldn’t last more than a month in 
the hands of a federal government which spends more 
than $60 billionya year. British Columbia’s $300 million 
natural gas surplus account wouldn’t last three days at 
Ottawa’s current spending rate! 

An export tax adds insult to injury. For decades 
westerners have paid 20 per cent more than the world 
price for goods manufactured in Ontario and Quebec. Now 
they are being asked to sell their raw materials at half 
price at home and abroad. This is a “resource rip off” 
which we westerners won’t tolerate from a federal 
government which treats us like'strangers in our own 
land. 

Taxation without representation is bad enough. 
Being plundered without any thought of compensa¬ 
tion is robbery. It is a crime which five million Cana¬ 
dians won’t tolerate for long!

CALGARY (CP) — The 
federal tax system is mak¬ 
ing dramatic contributions 
to oil industry finances, an 
Ottawa official said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Through tax deferrals 
and other incentives, Ot¬ 
tawa provided $750 million 
of the $H50 million spent 
last year on frontier ex¬ 
ploration, said David 
Scrim, director-general of 
financial analysis for the 
federal energy depart¬ 
ment. 

WHILE provincial gov¬ 
ernments usually get im¬ 
mediate royalties from pe¬ 
troleum projects, the 
federal government helps 
with early tax incentives, 
then must wait for its 
share, he told the Society of 
Management Accountants. 

Scrim said Ottawa’s per¬ 
centage of revenues from 
the oil industry could even 
decline if the Canadian 
price rose to $20 a barrel 
from the current $14.75. 

THAT COULD happen, 
he said, as industry rein¬ 
vestment of its additional 
revenues shields those 
revenues from federal 
taxes. 

The $7-billion Alsands 
project in Alberta’s oil 
sands, for example, could 
expect a real rate of return 
of 18.4 per cent if it were 
completely free of taxes 
and royalties, he estimat¬ 
ed. 

WITH THE federal tax 
system in effect — but not 
provincial royalties — the 
real return on investment 
would be even higher, 
Scrim said. 

Comparing petroleum in¬ 
centives with those given in 
other industries, Scrim 
said an exploration dollar 
costs an oil company only 
37 cents in after-tax money, 
while a $1 manufacturing 
investment costs the manu¬ 
facturer 55 cents. 

OVER ALL, he said, Ot¬ 
tawa’s share of oil and nat¬ 
ural gas revenues has held 
fairly steady at nine to 10 
per cent, while strong 
growth in the provincial 
share has come at the ex¬ 
pense of the industry 
share. 

That, he emphasized, 
does not mean industry 
revenues have declined in 
absolute terms. They had, 
in fact, jumped over an 
eight-year period to $4 bil¬ 
lion annually from $1 bil¬ 
lion. 

SCRIM ALSO noted that 
rising world energy prices 
have raised the value of 
Canada’s exports of elec¬ 
tricity, uranium and natu¬ 
ral gas, producing a $4-bil- 


lion energy trade surplus 
even after deducting the 
cost of importing oil. 

“We are substantially 
benefitting, quite frankly, 
as a nation from higher 
energy prices.” 

MEANWHILE, he said, 
Ottawa would lose money 
over the next decade if it 
continued the previous sys¬ 
tem of $1 price increases 
every six months. 

Higher corporate tax 
revenue from such in¬ 
creases would not match 
the costs of extra equaliza¬ 
tion payments to provinces 
without oil wealth and of 
subsidies on imported oil. 

SCRIM AGREED, how 
ever, with a questioner that 
Ottawa would have net 
gains if it allowed Cana¬ 
dian oil prices to rise faster 
and match world prices, 
thus eliminating the import 
subsidy. 

But he partially disa¬ 
greed with another ques¬ 
tioner who suggested the 
$750 million in financing for 
frontier exploration is off¬ 
set by the value to Ottawa 
of taxes on economic activ¬ 
ity generated by the ex¬ 
ploration. 

“If it wasn’t spent on oil 
and gas, it would have been 
spent somewhere else,” 


Scrim said. ”You cojld 
spend $750 million on shoe 
manufacture.”

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-CAR OUTPUT SAGS BY 36%-n 


DETROIT (UPI) - U S tar pro¬ 
duction in June sagged an estimated 36 
per tent below the same month last 
year amid indications the auto Indus 
try will keep output at conservative 
levels through 1980. 

Forecasts by Ward’s Automotive 
Reports, an authoritative industry sta¬ 
tistical journal, indicated U.S. car pro¬ 
duction this year may come in as low as 
6.6 million units, slightly lower than 6.7 
million in the recession year 1975. 

Ward's said U.S. automakers plan 
to cut car output in the July-September 
quarter to about 1.37 million units, a 


17 per-cent decline from the depressed 
third quarter last year and the lowest 
for the quarter since 1970. 

Recent car sales have been running 
at an annual rate of about 5.8 million or 
less. 

Indefinite layoffs of U.S. hourly au¬ 
toworkers currently stand at about 
245,000, and thousands more have been 
idled in temporary production cut¬ 
backs. 

Meanwhile, the Chrysler Corp. on 
Wednesday announced it will close a 
truck plant in Warren, Mich., today, 
laying off 4,200 hourly workers. 


Foreign firms probe backed 


Signs pointing upward 
—U.S. industry expert 


CHICAGO (UPI) — A 
composite of economic in¬ 
dicators shows the indust¬ 
rial economy in the U.S. is 
levelling off and about to 
embark on a dramatic up¬ 
swing, the publisher of an 
industrial magazine says. 

“There are an awful lot 
of strong signs out there 
that things are on their way 
back up. in terms of the 
industrial aspects of our 
economy,” said William G. 
Sbordon, publisher of Mod¬ 
ern Materials Handling. 

SBORDON cited figures 
contained in the “Cahners 


Early Warning Forecast,” 
which analyzes several 
leading economic indica¬ 
tors to predict trends in the 
industrial economy. The 
forecast has proven ex¬ 
tremely reliable in past 
business cycles, he said. 

‘‘It is turning the cor¬ 
ner,” he said. ‘‘Many of our 
indicators are already on 
the way up.” 

SBORDON SAID indust 
rial production, “a key in¬ 
dicator,” will be down 
about 3.5 per cent this year, 
in terms of real dollars, but 
will begin to revive in the 


third and fourth quarters. 

Industrial production 
then will begin an upward 
spiral of 2 per cent, 5 per 
cent and 3 per cent in 1981, 
1982 and 1983, respectively. 

REAL GROSS national 
product — with inflation 
factored out — will prob¬ 
ably drop to between zero 
and 0.5 per cent by the end 
of this year but will rise 2.5 
per cent in 1981 and 3.5 per 
cent in 1982, Sbordon said. 

Other economic indica¬ 
tors used in the Cahners 
Index, such as materials 
handling bookings, elec¬ 
tronics and contracts and 
orders for new plants and 
equipment, show similar — 
if not more positive — im¬ 
provement.

the Commons on Wednesday to extend the Bank Act until f MATTHEWS AGENCIES l 
the end of November, giving MPs five more months to 
debate changes to rules governing bank operations. 

The Bank Act, which must be revised every 10 years, 
has already been extended three times since it expired in 
1977. 


TORONTO (CP) - Can 
ada’ft small businessmen 
want sweeping changes in 
the mandate of the Foreign 
Investment Review 
Agency and they arenH 
going to let the federal Lib¬ 
eral party forget it, says 
John Bulloch, president of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business. 

Results of a coast-to- 
coast survey released by 
the federation on Wednes¬ 
day show that 66 per cent of 
businessmen replying to 
the questionnaire want a 
review of major foreign- 
owned firms in Canada. 

The questionnaire was 
Sent to 56,000 people and 
15,000 replied. Twenty-five 
per cent argued against 
wider powers for FIRA and 
nine per cent were undecid¬ 
ed. 

Many multinationals 
have been operating here 
before the Foreign Invest¬ 
ment Review Agency was 
set up in 1973 and Bulloch 
said no review has ever 
been done to determine 
whether their activities are 
of significant benefit to 
Canada. 

Multinationals tend to 
make their purchases in 
their countries of origin but 
there is no reason why they 
can’t purchase 75 per cent 
of their needs here and 


stimulate Canada's econ¬ 
omy at the same time, Bul¬ 
loch said. 

He said reviewing the ac¬ 
tivities of foreign-owned 
companies was a key Lib¬ 
eral election plank but 
nothing has been done since 
the election. 

On other issues; 67 per 
cent were against proposed 
changes in Unemployment 
Insurance Commission 
regulations which would 
make people who work 15 
hours or who earn $58 a 


week eligible for partial 
benefit* 

Bulloch said the results 
of that question came as no 
surprise because small 
businessmen “get hurt 
when part-time workers 
are pulled out of the mar¬ 
ket” because of more gen¬ 
erous UIC payments. 

Sixty-five per cent were 
opposed to the use of cou¬ 
pons as a consumer incen¬ 
tive. Bulloch said coupons 
are a nuisance for many 
small businessmen. 

Respondents were al¬ 


most equally divided on 
whether Canada’s major 
oil firms should be restrict¬ 
ed f rom opening more com¬ 
pany-operated. self-serve 
gasoline stations. 

Although the company- 
operated, self-serve sta¬ 


tions are an efficient way 
to market gasoline, some 
businessmen contend the 
oil companies already hav e 
excessive power in the 
marketplace and could 
force independent service 
station operators out of 
business.

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Skelly weighing libel suit against Socred editors 


MLA Bob Skelly (NDP— 
Albemi) is seeking legal 
advice regarding the possi¬ 
bility of suing the Social 
Credit newsletter for libel. 

The May 9 issue, pre¬ 
pared by Social Credit 
party workers, referred to 
Skelly as the “no growth 
party member from Alber- 
ni“ and quoted him as say¬ 
ing he was against bringing 
energy to Vancouver Is¬ 
land and that “instead of 


turning on the light you 
could use a candle or oil 
lamp." 

Skelly pointed out in the 
Legislature last week that 
the quotes attributed to 
him were actually made by 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
William Vander Zalm in a 
speech attempting to ridi¬ 
cule Skelly for his constant 
appeal for caution in the 
development of power on 
Vancouver Island. 


At that time, Skelly 
asked Deputy Speaker 
Walter Davidson to rule 
that the false and mislead¬ 
ing quotes had violated his 
privileges as an MLA and 
were in effect libellous. 

He called for the com¬ 
mittee on privileges to rule 
on the matter or to have the 
issue debated in the house. 

Davidson ruled on Wed¬ 
nesday that he was not 
equipped to pass judgment 


on matters of libel afld that 
as the newsletter had been 
published on May 9 and 
Skelly had not brought the 
matter to his attention until 
the last week in June “thfc 
matter has not been raised 
at the earliest possible mo¬ 
ment" as required by house 
rules. 

NDP house leader Frank 
Howard challenged that 
ruling, referring to a pri¬ 
vate conversation in Da¬ 


vidson’s office on the after- 
noon the offending 
newslette%came into Skel¬ 
ly’s possession. 

He said outside the house 
that he was assured at that 
time that if Skelly brought 
the matter up immediately 
following question period 
on the day following the 
conversation it would be 
regarded as the earliest 
possible moment. 

On his challenge to the 


chair, the government 
benches upheld the deputy 
speaker’s ruling by 29 votes 
to 24. 

Earlier, Skelly had made 
his own appeal to David¬ 
son, noting that he had 
brought the erroneous re¬ 
port to the attention of the 
house and the deputy 
speaker as soon as possible 
after it was brought to his 
attention. < 


Outside the house, Skelly 
expressed disappointment 
at Davidson’s ruling but 
said he intended now to 
pursue the matter through 
legal channels. 

He said he had forwarded 
all materials, including an 
offer of an apology, to his 
lawyer in Port Albemi and 
would make a final deci¬ 
sion on future action after 
he receives his advice. 


The editors of the news 
letter have offered to cor 
rect the original error bui 
made no mention of an 
apology to Skelly 

Skelly said he was deter 
mined to obtain a full apol 
ogy and that he would soon 
submit the wording of what 
he felt was an adequate 
apology in the hopes that 
the Social Credit editors 
would publish it. 


Accept blame, premier urged

Premier Bennett should 
get down to the business of 
governing B.C. and quit at¬ 
tacking everybody else for 
problems he’s created. Op¬ 
position Leader David Bar¬ 
rett said Wednesday. 

Barrett, just back from a 
two-week trip to Japan, 
said Bennett is a “very 
scared man in office.” 

Last week, Bennett said 
part of the blame for 
slumping natural gas reve¬ 
nues lay with the NDP. He 
criticized the former gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to 
eliminate the take-or-pay 
provision from contracts to 
gas to the U.S. 

The slumping revenues 


have forced the provincial 
government to re-evaluate 
its fiscal position and re¬ 
sulted in a call from Fi¬ 
nance Minister Hugh 
Curtis to his cabinet col¬ 
leagues to do some belt¬ 
tightening. 

Barrett said Bennett is 
losing control of his per¬ 
ception of reality. 

“They’ve been in power 
for five years,” he said. ‘‘If 
they didn’t like the gas con¬ 
tracts, they should have 
done something about it.” 

Bennett can’t enjoy the 
revenues and the success of 
the B.C. Petroleum Corp. 
and then try “to rewrite 
history,” Barrett said.

Bennett also has accused 
the NDP of trying to scuttle 
northeast coal develop¬ 
ment with negative com¬ 
ments. 

‘‘If anyone is being nega¬ 
tive it’s Bill Bennett,’’ Bar¬ 
rett said. ‘‘He’s constantly 
attacking everyone for 
eveprthing except looking 
to himself for the problems 
he’s created. 

“You can’t go through 
life blaming everyone else 
for your problems, or 
blaming everyone else for 
not takihg on your responsi¬ 
bility.

Injury rise linked 
to drop in checks

Workers’ Compensation Board statistics which show 
that worksite inspections declined in 1979 while deaths and 
injuries increased prove the board is more concerned with 
saving money than preventing accidents, Karen Sanford 
(NDP—Comox) said Wednesday. 

Sanford said Labor Minister Jack Heinrich should 
instruct the board to increase the number of inspections. 

She said complete worksite inspections declined to 
16,690 in 1979 from 18,164 the previous year. Deaths 
increased to 260 from 208 and injuries to 187,268 from 
161,860. 

Heinrich said the figures are misleading because 
they don’t take into account the increasing workforce. 
Deaths in relation to the number of persons in the 
workforce actually declined, he said. 

Heinrich also said worksite inspections now are being, 
concentrated in jobs where the highest risks are.

School aid 
rises 25%, 
from Hydro 

B.C. Hydro paid about 25 per cent more in 
school taxes and municipal grants in Greater Vic¬ 
toria in 1979 than in 1978. 

A total of $2,042,588 was paid to seven municipali¬ 
ties in the region, compared with $1,646,034 in 1978. 

Total payments, with 1978 figures in brackets, were: 
Victoria, $922,532 ($762,590); Saanich, $754,074 ($555,519); 
Central Saanich, $80,516 ($68,229); North Saanich $60,260 
($58,228); Esquimalt $145,663 ($130,997); Oak Bay $54,550 
($47,568); Sidney $24,984 ($22,903). 

THE AMOUNTS WERE PART of a total of $62 million 
which Hydro paid to 121 cities, municipalities and 
villages throughout B.C. and to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment for installations in unorganized rural areas. 

School taxes, which Hydro pays in most areas on the 
same basis as other taxpayers, accounted for $51 million 
of the total. 

Although Hydro is exempted by the B.C. Hydro 
and Power Authority Act from paying municipal taxes, it 
makes grants to municipalities in lieu of these taxes. 

THESE ARE CALCULATED ON the previous year’s 
general and local improvement rates applied to all land 
and most buildings owned by Hydro, plus one per cent of 
the gross revenue from Hydro’s sales of electricity 
(and gas where applicable) in each area. 

For 1979 grants in lieu of taxes totalled about $11 
million. 

FOR UNINCORPORATED RURAL areas the provin¬ 
cial surveyor of taxes collects and disburses the pay¬ 
ments, which in 1979 accounted for $1.1 million of the $11 
million in grants and $27.1 million of the $51 million in 
school taxes. 

Included in the grants handled by the surveyor of 
taxes are payments for local improvement districts and 
for unincorporated rural portions of regional districts.

Ferry skippers 
praise RCMP 


Increased RCMP patrols of Active Pass in the Gulf 
Islands are making life easier for captains of B.C. 
Ferries, RCMP inspector Bruce Terkelsen said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

“The increased patrols have definitely ctsl down 
incidents of small boats impeding >fcrries,” Terkel¬ 
sen said in a telephone interview. 

“The ferry skippers tell us that as long as we’re 
there, the (sports) fishermen will stay out of our 
way.” 

Ferry captains had complained about small boat 
operators getting in the way in the narrow channel, 
and RCMP increased to two from one the number of 
patrol boats operating out of its detachment at Sid¬ 
ney, about 25 kilometres north of here. 

The increased patrols, however, have produced man¬ 
power problems. The force is short a couple of navigators 
and a traffic division sergeant had to be shanghaied for 
marine patrol for the Canada Day holiday. 

Terkelsen, who expects the manning problems to 
be rectified later this month, said there was only 
one complaint of a pleasure craft being in the way of 
the Sidney-Tsawwassen ferry Tuesday, but a num¬ 
ber of boaters were charged with breaches of small 
vessel regulations. 

Sports fishermen in the pass have been issued 140 
warnings for interfering with ferries and 11 boaters 
have been charged. Maximum penalty is a $500 fine, 
six months in jail or both. 

Last year, the Queen of Albernirran aground at the 
western entrance to the pass although an inquiry conclud¬ 
ed sports fishermen were not to blame for the accident.

In fiis letter to council, 
McKenzie said Blencoe’s 
allegations raised a num¬ 
ber of questions. 

“Who manipulated the 
APC? How was the APC 
manipulated? And if man¬ 
ipulations occurred, has 
that resulted in improper 
recommendations made to 


council?’’ he asks in his 
letter 

McKenzie also wants to 
know what actions should 
be taken to correct the de¬ 
cisions made as a result of 
the alleged manipulation of 
the APC 

McKenzie sent a copy of 
his letter to William Long, 
deputy minister of muni¬ 


cipal affairs and inspector 
of municipalities 

Blencoe said Wednesday 
he was a little bewildered 
by McKenzie’s letter. 

“All I pointed out was 
that secret meetings foster 
manipulation. With the 
public and the press pres 
ent, manipulation is diffi¬ 
cult,” he said.

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Picker problem 
report ordered

Discrimination against 
Fnmh-Canadians or any 
other kind of Canadian is 
unacceptable in B.C., At¬ 
torney-General Allan Wil¬ 
liams said Wednesday. 

Williams, replying to 
questions in the Legisla¬ 
ture about incidents dur- 
ing the last week at 
Osoyoos in the Okanagan 
Valley, said he has asked 
for a full RCMP report on 
the events. 

The incidents, which in¬ 
cluded the beating of a 
group of fruit pickers 
mostly from Quebec by a 
gang of five or six men last 
Friday, resulted in allega¬ 
tions of racism against the 
townspeople of Osoyoos. 

RCMP have charged one 
man, Mark Kelly Revesz, 
21, formerly of Osoyoos 
but now of Calgary, with 
mischief in connection with 
the beatings and damage to 
tents and vehicles owned 
by the fruit pickers. More 
charges are to be laid. 


Williams said the inci¬ 
dent was “inappropriate” 
for B.C. “Conduct of that 
kind is unacceptable.” 

“It is against the law to 
discriminate in this prov¬ 
ince whether it is against 
French-Canadians or any 
other kind of Canadian,” he 
said outside the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

“I have asked the RCMP 
to give a full report to de¬ 
termine what action is ap¬ 
propriate to solve the prob¬ 
lem.” 

The minister said he was 
sure the investigation 
would determine whether 
there had been violations of 
human rights as well as 
acts of violence. 

Williams also said he 
welcomed the “apology” of 
Osoyoos Mayor Robert 
Frost. However, Ftost has 
insisted he has not apolo¬ 
gized. Osoyoos residents 
said some of the 200 fruit 
pickers, mostly 18 to 25, 
have been guilty of improp¬ 


er behavior such as nude 
swimming. 

Meanwhile, RCMP Ser¬ 
geant Lou Turcotte said 
news reports about an at¬ 
mosphere of fear and ra¬ 
cial violence in Osoyoos 
were exaggerated. He said 
pickers and residents con¬ 
tinue to work and socialize 
together. 

Turcotte said the prob¬ 
lem started because some 
fruit growers do not have 
proper housing and sani¬ 
tary facilties for the work¬ 
ers. 

As a result, the pickers 
went into town to use the 
facilities and merchants 
became upset over their 
appearance. 

A private businessman 
has offered to provide lum¬ 
ber to build outhouses, the 
village council will provide 
machinery and the RCMP 
has asked the Fruit Grow¬ 
ers Association to donate 
$100 for the project.

30 Metis leaders from 
across Canada staged a sit- 
in on Parliament Hill to 
protest the government’s 
refusal to discuss land 
claims and financial sup¬ 
port for a national eco¬ 
nomic development pro¬ 
gram. 

The sit-in began Wednes¬ 
day following a two-hour 
meeting in a parliamen¬ 
tary committee room be¬ 
tween the Metis and eight 
cabinet ministers including 
Justice Minister Jean 
Chretien, who heads a cabi¬ 
net committee on Indian 
and social affairs. 

Metis leader Harry Dan¬ 
iels said: “They don’t want 
to give us the $3 mil¬ 
lion . . and they won’t 

deal with our statement of 
claim. That’s totally unac¬ 
ceptable to us.”

They 
get funds from the prov¬ 
inces and grants from the 
federal secretary of state.

Disease risk 
‘horrible’ 
at Cordova 

Substantiated cases of hepatitis exist in one part 
of Cordova Bay and an outbreak of the infectious dis¬ 
ease many be simmering in many other areas of the 
community, Saanich council’s committee-of-the whole 
was told Wednesday. (Another story, Page 57.) 

Marilyn Berry Grant, former head of the bacteri¬ 
ology department at Victoria General Hospital, said she 
was prepared to camp on Mayor Mel Couvelier’s doorstep 
until steps were taken to rectify “this horrible situa¬ 
tion.” 

The possibility of what could happen “really scares 
me,” she told a public meeting discussing the Cordova 
Bay local area plan. 

Mrs. Grant, resident of the community for seven 
months, said the green slime and raw effluent run¬ 
ning in ditches in her neighborhood (Wesley Road) 
“horrified me.” 

She told aldermen that her worst fears about pol¬ 
lution of the ditches running into the ocean had been 
confirmed by Capital Region public health director Dr. 
Allan Arneil. 

In Arneil’s own words the coliform count in Cordova 
Bay is “off the scale” regarding health hazard, she said. 

“My most pressing concern now, then, is that with 
the recent influx of a refugee population, with exist¬ 
ing substantiated cases of infectious hepatitis on Maxine 
Lane, and with the present attitude and understanding of 
the area resident*, we could be an epidemic waiting for a 
time to happen.” 

Mrs. Grant said that at a beach area Monday she 
saw a young child playing in a “cesspool” formed in 
the sand in a well-marked “polluted area.” 

She wondered how many other parents were un¬ 
knowingly gambling with their family’s health by al¬ 
lowing them to play in “a slimy mess.” 

She said in an interview that a spell of hot weather 
could result in an explosive health hazard. 

“When you have a pollution problem like the one 
that exists here, then you have a crisis situation,” 
she warned. 

“Many people have been unaccountably suffering 
vague symptoms of what could be the first stage of 
hepatitis.” 

A small pocket of the community had already been 
affected, “and the whole Ridge may be simmering,” she 
said. 

The incidence of an epidemic until sewers were 
installed could be avoided by taking commonsense 
measures, Mrs. Berry said, suggesting a campaign 
among parents and children to raise the aware¬ 
ness that pollution exists. 

She also urged care with garden produce which 
could be contaminated by raw sewage, noting that 
watercress sold loyally was “collected from roadside 
ditches, near Panama Flats, for example.” 

Audrey Waugh, 5059 Del Monte, told the committee 
that provincial health staff had taken samples from a 
ditch near her home and “warned me not to let my 
children go anywhere near the ditches.” 

She said the ministry refused to confirm whether 
the pollution came from a poultry farm or the Clare¬ 
mont secondary school.

Street-kid 
help team 
on the way

Victoria city police and the human resources 
ministry will combine forces to tackle the street- 
children problem, it was learned Wednesday. 

Starting Aug. 1, a police officer and a 
streetworker will be stationed in downtown Victoria 
to help street children. 

Their mandate will be to assess the magnitude 
and nature of the prob¬ 
lem, deal with individ¬ 
ual hardship cases and 
refer them to existing 
services. 

They will also examine 
the weaknesses in the deliv¬ 
er of social and police ser¬ 
vices. 

The program will initial¬ 
ly be in effect for a six- 
month period. If success¬ 
ful, it will be continued. 

The pilot project, to be 
operated under the aus¬ 
pices of the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club of Victoria, was 
announced following a 
meeting Wednesday of pro¬ 
vincial and city officials, 
police chief William Snowdon and a Boys’ and Girls’ 
Club representative. 

“To my knowledge, no other city has ever tried to 
send a social worker and a police officer into the field 
together,” Snowdon said. 

He said the policy officer had not yet been selected. 

“We have three or four in mind and I think it will be 
an exciting experience for the police officer, too,” he 
said. 

Snowdon said he believed the program could achieve 
good results. 

“The team will be able to deal with the kids on u 
one-to-one basis. It isn’t as if we had thousands of 
them down there,” he said. 

Aid. Robin Blencoe, who first aired the street chil¬ 
dren problem more than a year ago, said he was ex¬ 
tremely pleased that something was finally happen 
ing. 

“And without the help of the new police chief, it 
wouldn’t have been possible. That’s really the im 
PQrtant point. He believes in preventive policing and a 
team approach to social and police problems,” Blencoe 
said. 

Aid. Gretchen Brewin, responsible for city invol¬ 
vement in social problems, said she was convinced that 
the program would be effective. 

“It doesn’t take very much time or money to deal with 
the problem of the street kids. Often, all it takes is 
someone who cares,” she said. 

Brewin also said that Human Resources Minister 
Grace McCarthy was interested in the program and had 
asked to be kept up to date on its effectiveness. 

It was a little more than a year ago that Blencoe first 
brought the plight of Victoria’s street children to public 
attention. 

He said many of the youngsters hanging out in 
the downtown area had no place to live, except the 
street, and that Something had to be done to help 
them. <. 


AIRCRAFT PILOT 
WILL FACE RAP

Snarls grow on Victoria-Seattle run 


The B.C. Steamship Company's trou¬ 
bled Seattle-Victoria service was hit by a 
triple barrage Wednesday. 

ITEM: It was forced to charter an 
aircraft to ferry nine persons to Victoria 
on Tuesday after agents both in Victoria 
and Seattle booked them on the non-ex¬ 
istent Tuesday afternoon run from Seat- 
tle. a 

ITEM: Passengers carried during 
June were down 10,000 from last year’s 
total. 

ITEM: A Seattle radio station repeated 
complaints that the company over booked 
the station’s annual jaunt to Victoria 
late last month—after a similar episode 
last year. 

Elizabeth-Ann Pap, of 7044 West Coast 
Road, said she was enraged to discov¬ 
er a snafu when she arrived at the ter¬ 
minal in Seattle on Tuesday afternoon 
with her two children to catch the Victoria 
Princess back to Victoria, only to find 
there was no such service. 

The summer sailing schedule now in 
effect sees the Victoria Princess sail 
from Victoria daily except Tuesdays at 
12:30 p.m. and 11 p.m. The ship leaves 
Seattle for Victoria at 7:30 a m. and 6 


p.m. 


On Tuesdays, the ship leaves Seattle at 


7:30 a.m. and leaves Victoria at 6 p.m. 

“It’s a waste of taxpayers’ money,” 
said Mrs. Pap Wednesday night, adding 
that apart from the nine who were flown 
back, several other passengers agreed to 
overnight in Seattle or take a bus to 
Vancouver and a B.C. ferry to Victoria. 

Company officials were unavailable 
for comment on the mixup. 

THE COMBINED efforts of the Flying 
Princess and the Victoria Princess car¬ 
ried 25,000 passengers in June, a drop of 
10,000 from the same month in 1979 
when the Princess Marguerite was on the 
run. 

But Transportation Minister Alex 
Fraser said Wednesday that the 30-per¬ 
cent drop was not due to rejection of the 
service by the travelling public. 

“It is a fact that the passenger load 
was down 30 per cent,” he said. “It is 
also a fact that the occupancy of hotels 
and motels in Seattle is down 30 per 
cent. 

“There are many factors involved 
here. A slowdown in the American econ¬ 
omy, Mount St. Helens, poor weather. 
They must all be considered.” 

Fraser made the statement in re¬ 
sponse to questions by Chqrles Barber 


(NDP—Victoria) during debate on 
Fraser’s estimates. 

SEATTLE RADIO station KMPS says 
it was attacked by an angry mob last year 
when B.C. Steamship Co. overbooked on 
the station's annual one-day ferry junket 
to Victoria. 

The station now says the steamship 
company did it again this year on KMPS’s 
outing June 22, prompting a letter of 
protest from program director Ron Nor¬ 
wood to B.C. Tourism Minister Pat Jor¬ 
dan. 

Norwood says his station reserved the 
entire passenger capacity of the Victoria 
Princess for the outing but later discover¬ 
ed the steamship company’s Seattle of¬ 
fice had also sold 60 seats to a charter 
group. 

The result was 30 frustrated ticket- 
holders left behind on the dock in Seat¬ 
tle. 

Last year, 224 ticket-holders were left 
behind because of overbooking. 

“To add to our problems,” Norwood 
said, “some members of the Seattle 
(BCSC) staff told the people left behind 
that KMPS had oversold the ship and as a 
result of this over 100 angry persons 
stormed and vandalized the radio station 


threatening bodily harm to station per 
sonnel.” 

He said B.C. Steamship’s Seattle office 
did the same this year, telling coni 
plainers the station was responsible for 
overbooking. 

In his letter, Norwood asks Jordan to 
look into the matter rfnd prevent it from 
happening again. 

An official in the minister’s office said 
Norwood’s letter had not yet arrived. 

IN A FOURTH development, Barber 
questioned Fraser on “crew reports” that 
the Victoria Princess (formerly the 
Queen of Prince Rupert) was constantly 
running on the “red line” apd usjng far 
more oil than had been estimated. He 
suggested that “running on the red line” 
would result in high maintenance costs 
and possible breakdown. 

Fraser said he would obtain an official 
report on the vessel which is making 
two round trips a day between Victoria 
and Seattle. 

“But I doubt if the owners, the B.C. 
Ferry Corp., would permit her to be run 
on the red-line as he says, for too long,” 
Fraser said. “She is too good a vessel for 
them to permit her to be run down deli¬ 
berately.”

The Kings 
and Vancouver Canucks, 
who will train in Duncan, 
have played exhibition 
games here for several 
seasons and the Canucks 
and Colorado Rockies are 
also scheduled to play 
here. 

The training camp an¬ 
nouncement was made in 


Los Angeles by team owner 
Jerry Buss, who also de- 
tailed several other 
changes in the club. 

Ralph Backstrom, who 
played 15 years in the NHL, 
12 with Montreal, and 
Parker MacDonald, a for¬ 
mer NHLer and more re¬ 
cently general manager 
and coach with New Haven 
in the American Hockey 
League, were named assis¬ 
tants to coach Bob Berry. 

Wren Blair, who had 
been general manager of 
Minnesota North Stars and 
Pittsburgh Penguins, was 
named director of player 
personnel.

Capitals. 

Carter was obtained on 
waivers and Buffalo gen¬ 
eral manager Scotty Bow¬ 
man said he regards the 
youngster as an outstand¬ 
ing prospect. Carter will be 
assigned to Rochester 
Americans, the Sabres’ 
farm team in the American 
Hockey League. 

Carter, 22, a native of 
Montreal, played for Hous¬ 
ton in the Central Hockey 
League last season where 
he scored 40 goals and 
added 30 assists. 

Pronovost, who spent 10 
years with Pittsburgh and 
two with the Atlanta-based 


Flames before they shifted 
their operation to Calgary, 
was acquired for undis¬ 
closed considerations. 

Capitals general man¬ 
ager Max McNab called 
Pronovost “an outstanding 
winger with several good 
years left and the experi¬ 
ence needed for our club.”

Chynoweth president 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. — Ed 
Chynoweth is back at the 
helm of the Western Hock¬ 
ey League after a one-sea¬ 
son stint as general man¬ 
ager and part-owner of the 
Calgary Wranglers. 

The announcement was 
made Wednesday at the 
conclusion of the league’s 
annual meeting. 

Chynoweth, who served 
as commissioner and presi¬ 
dent for six years in the 
1970s, owned 30 per cent of 
the Wranglers and sold his 
share when new owners 
Nelson Skalbania of Van¬ 
couver, who has 49 per 
cent, and Pat Shimbashi of 
Lethbridge, bought out ma¬ 
jority shareholder Jim 
Morley last month. 

The board of governors 
earlier approved a licence 
allowing Skalbania to own 
49 per cent of the Wran¬ 
glers. 

The Vancouver financier 
had purchased New West¬ 
minster Bruins, but Chyn¬ 
oweth said the second ap¬ 
plication does not ask for a 
controlling interest in the 
Wranglers, and therefore 
does not violate league 
rules allowing a controlling 
interest in only one team at 
a time. 


In other developments, 
Spokane Flyers and Winni¬ 
peg Warriors were official¬ 
ly added to the Western and 
Eastern Divisions respec¬ 
tively, giving the major ju¬ 
nior league a record 13 en¬ 
tries; and the playoff 
structure was altered. 

Spokane joins Victoria 
Cougars, Portland Winter 
Hawks, Seattle Breakers 
and New Westminster in 
the Western Division. 

The controversial round- 
robin elimination series in 
all rounds of the playoffs 
was abolished and four of 
the five Western Division 
teams and six of eight East¬ 
ern Division clubs qualify 
for post-season plav. 

The 72-game schedule 
was retained and it will be a 
balanced lineup for West¬ 
ern Division teams, who 
will play each other 10 
times — five home and five 
away — and each of the 
eight Eastern Division 
clubs four times — two 
home and two away. 

A vote to reduce the in¬ 
ter-division play to two 
games per club was defeat¬ 
ed by a 7-6 margin. 

The Cougars will play 19 


of their 36 home games on 
Saturday nights with Tues¬ 
days (15) and Thursdays 
(2) as secondary dates. 

The league begins play 
Saturday, Sept. 26 and con¬ 
tinues until March 25. 


Pronovost became only 
the 15th player in NHL his¬ 
tory to score 50 or more 
goals in one season when he 
scored 52 during the 1975-76 
season. 

However, he scored only 
24 goals in 80 games along 
with 19 assists for 43 points 
last season. It was the first 
time since the 1972-73 sea¬ 
son he had not scored 30 
. goals or more.

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British runners snap mile, 1,000m record 



Ovett 


OSLO, Norway (AP) — 
Sebastian Coe won one and 
lost one Tuesday — much to 
the delight of Steve Ovett. 

The two Britons turned 
an international track and 
field meet into something 
more memorable as Coe 
shattered the world record 
in the 1,000-metre race and 
then stood and watched as 
Ovett broke Coe’s year-old 
standard in the mile. 

“It tastes terrific,” said 
Ovett after covering the 
mile on the lightning-fast 


Bislett track in three 
minutes, 48.8 seconds — 
two tenths of a second fas¬ 
ter than the mark Coe set 
on this same track last 
year. “One of my big goals 
this year was to take the 
record from Coe.” 

Coe wasn’t thinking the 
same thing about Rick 
Wohlhuter or the record the 
American set in 1976. 

“1 had no plans of trying 
to beat the-world record,” 
said Coe. “My aim was to 
beat (Willi) Wuhlbeek.” 


But those thoughts 
changed about 200 metres 
from the finish line. 


“When I passed the 800 
metre mark in 1:44.4 (2.4 
seconds ahead of Wohl- 
huter’s pace in 1976) I rea¬ 
lized I could do it,” the 
22-year-old student ex¬ 
plained. 


Wuhlbeek of West Ger¬ 
many finished second in 
2:14.53, a national record, 
while Olympic 1,500-metre 
champion John Walker of 
New Zealand was third in 
2:16.57, also a national 
standard. 


As the crowd of 22,500 
stood to applaud Coe, Ovett 
began his quest in the 
mile. 


And he did, crossing the 
finish line in 2:13.40 to bet 
ter Wohlhuter’s standard 
of 2:13.90. 


The 24-year-old from 
Brighton passed the 800 


metre mark in 1:52.8, the 
1,000-metre mark in 2:22.8 
and turned the 1,500 in 
3:32.7. 

The victory in the 1-2-3 
British sweep was Ovett’s 
42nd straight Stephen 
Cram finished second in 
3:53.8 and Graham Wil¬ 
liamson was third in 3:56.4. 


Coe and Ovett are not 
considered the best of 
friends, and have con¬ 
sciously avoided facing 
each other before the Mos- 


cow Olympic Games, 
which are just three weeks 
away. 

Their meeting in Moscow 
may well have been worth 
the wait. 

In other major events. 
Irishman Eamonn Coghlan 
captured the 3,000 metres 
in 7:37.6; American Renal- 
do Nehemiah edged coun¬ 
tryman Rod Milbum in the 
110-metre hurdles and Mac 
Wilkins of the U.S. won the 
discus with a toss of 67.056 
metres.

‘a great loss’ 



Palestinian talks just a hurdle away 


LONDON (AP) — Britain’s literary 
and political world paid tribute Wed¬ 
nesday to C.P. Snow, the celebrated 
writer, physicist and government offi¬ 
cial who died Tuesday in his London 
home at 74. 

Funeral arrangements were incom¬ 
plete and the cause of Snow’s death 
was not announced. 

Snow was the author of 21 works of 
fiction and non-fiction as well as five 
plays and numerous articles. He had 
just started a new book about the scien¬ 
tists of the early 20th century when he 
died. It was not known how much of the 
book was completed. 

His most recent book, A Coat of Var¬ 
nish , was published last year. Like his 
first. Death Under Sail , published in 
1932, it is a murder mystery. 

Former prime minister Harold Mac¬ 
millan, president of the family-run pub¬ 
lishing firm, called Snow’s death “a great 
loss to English literature.” 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
and Labor party leader James Callaghan 
sent messages of condolence to Snow’s 
widow, novelist Pamela Hansford John¬ 
son. and his son, Philip, 28. 

Snow was born Oct. 15, 1905 in the 
industrial town of Leicester. He was 
the son of a shoe factory clerk—a talented 
organist who became a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Organists. 

Snow attended a local grammar school 
and went to Leicester University on a 
scholarship. He graduated with honors in 
chemistry in 1927 and three years later 
earned a degree in physics from Cam¬ 
bridge. 


Snow was a fellow of Christ’s Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, when he began pub¬ 
lishing scientific papers and develop¬ 
ing his interest in creative writing. After 
the success of his second novel, The 
Search, in 1934, he turned away from 
science, and in 1940 began his acclaimed 
Strangers and Brothers series that result¬ 
ed in 11 novels about 20th century British 
academic and government life. 

The 11 novels mirror Snow’s own 
career and deal with a wide spectrum of 
British society including college rivalries, 
the crisis of conscience for scientists in 
the atomic age, and national politics with 
nuclear-age overtones. 

His literary career was interrupted 
by the Second World War. He acted as 
technical director for the labor min¬ 
istry from 1940 to 1944 and as civil ser¬ 
vice commissioner between 1945 and 
1960. 

In 1964, Prime Minister Harold Wil¬ 
son appointed him parliamentary sec¬ 
retary to the technology minister, the 
No. 2 post in the ministry. The appoint¬ 
ment was in keeping with Snow’s belief 
in the need to bridge gaps between the 
arts and science and the industrial and 
developing worlds. 

He was made a life peer in 1964 and 
took the title Lord Snow of Leicester. 
He then fashioned a coat of arms without 
the customary eagles, lions, bears and 
ringing mottoes. 

Instead, the coat of arms showed 
snow crystals, a telescope between 
crossed pens and his wife’s school motto: 
“If you Don’t Find A Way, Make One.” 


WASHINGTON (CP) — 
Israeli, Egyptian and U.S. 
negotiators are expected to 
announce today that they 
will resume their Palestin¬ 
ian autonomy talks later 
this month, Israeli sources 
said Wednesday. 

The sources said the ne¬ 
gotiations, broken off by 
President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt in May, would prob¬ 
ably rotate between Cairo 
and an Israeli coastal re¬ 
sort, with the first meeting 
in Cairo. 

The two delegations, in¬ 


terrupting their talks brief¬ 
ly Wednesday to visit the 
White House, were urged 
by President Carter to 
make every effort to break 
the deadlock. Carter 
pledged he would do every¬ 
thing he could to ensure 
their success, the sources 
said. 

The White House meet¬ 
ing was also attended by 
Vice-President Walter 
Mondale and U.S. State 
Secretary Edmund Mus- 
kic. 

The sources said a few 


details remained to be 
ironed out in the expected 
final statement, defining a 
schedule for resumed ne¬ 
gotiations. But they ex¬ 
pressed confidence the 
statement would be ready 
by this afternoon. 

U.S. Ambassador Sol 
Linowitz began discussions 
with Egyptian and Israeli 
negotiators Wednesday, 
shortly after the Egyptian 
parliament condemned 
moves by the Knesset (Is¬ 
rael’s parliament) to per¬ 


petuate Israel’s control 
over east Jerusalem. 

Israeli spokesman Dan 
Pattir countered that “We 
don't think Jerusalem is 
central to the negotia¬ 
tions.” 

Israel believes the aim of 
the negotiations is to reach 
an understanding with 
Egypt on how to achieve 
autonomy for the 1.2 mil¬ 
lion Palestinian Arabs liv¬ 
ing under Israeli control, 
he said in an interivew. 

The autonomy talks were 
broken off by Sadat, at 


least partly because of dif¬ 
ferences* over Jerusalem. 

Egypt wants Arab so¬ 
vereignty asserted over the 
eastern sector of the city 
held by Jordan from 1918 
until Israel gained control 
in the 1967 Mideast war. 
Israel has vowed to retain 
the capital undivided. 

The Egyptian parliament 
declared Wednesday that 
Jerusalem was part of the 
West Bank and must be the 
headquarters of the Pales¬ 
tinian self-rule authority.

Richard Pryor successfully underwent a second 
skin graft at a hoppital in Sherman Oaks, Calif., 
Wednesday, and doctors said it might be the last 
operation the 39-year-old comedian would need to re¬ 
cover from the near-fatal bums he suffered three 
weeks ago. 

Terry Fox interrupted his cross-country marathon to 
fight cancer for a brief meeting with Prime Minister 
Trudeau in Ottawa Wednesday. “I asked if he’d come out 
to run but he said he didn’t know if he’d have time,” said 
the 21-year-old university student from Port Coquitlam 
whose right leg was amputated three years ago to 
arrest the spread of bone cancer.

In Bridgeport, Conn., CBS 60 Minutes correspon¬ 
dent llarry Reasoner filed for divorce from his wife of 
31 years, Kathleen, maintaining that their marriage 
had “broken down irretrievably.”

Cross, the 13-year-old daughter of Don Cross, president of 
the Calgary Stampede, with intent to hold her for ransom. 
David Allan Boulton, 27, Lindsay Andrew McRory, 22, 
both of Calgary, and Antonio Joseph Tavares, 28, of no 
fixed address were arrested by the RCMP last week 
but the RCMP did not make the announcement until 
Wednesday. 

Ed Nicholson said it was “horrible” to hear on the 
radio that his wife was leaving him to marry con¬ 
demned killer Jack Potts. Diane Nicholson, who had 
been married to the heating and air-conditioning con¬ 
tractor for three years, announced in Atlanta Tues¬ 
day she had left home and would seek a divorce to 
marry Potts, a former boy-friend, who is appealing a 
death sentence.

‘Ole Sassy’ 
does it again 
at Carnegie 

NEW YORK (AP) — Sarah Vaughan dominates 
any stage she’s on. And she did it again Tuesday 
night at Carnegie Hall. 

Never mind the trifling banter, dr the some¬ 
times mechanical way she delivers a song, or the 
continual references to the buckets of sweat that 
seem to cascade down her ample frame. 

None of that rpatters when a song stylist can take any 
tune—whether a Duke Ellington standard or a little ditty 
from Sesame Street—and pound, pummel and caress it 
into an electric moment. 


OLE SASSY IS A TRADITION by now at the Newport 
Jazz Festival and she attracts an audience as diverse as 
New York in summertime—young, old, American, for¬ 
eign. They gave her a standing ovation even before she 
began singing her first song, Fascinatin’ Rhythm. 

By the time she fini^ljed teasing them with a brief 
encounter of all those upper and lower registers she 
travels to with ease, the audience let out a collective 
breath. And more applause. 

She slid into East of the Sun, a song she recorded in the 
10s with Dizzy Gillespie and Billy Eckstine, sustaining 
notes during her soft singing and often moving the 
microphone away from her to facilitate natural project¬ 
ion. 


ELLINGTON’S SOPHISTICATED LADY was moody 
but strong. Miss Vaughan confessed that she did not know 
the lyrics. 

“I’ve never done it until now,’’ she said, having fun 
with her audience. “This could be my first and last 
time—it's not an easy song to sing, if you hear me 
falter—HELP.’’ 

She didn’t.

the rest Grant plays it 
straight when it’s needed 
but most often he brings a 
wonderful arch quality to 
the production.

Economical dining 
with touch of glamor 


Budget entertaining—artichoke as separate course

Robert Carrier is an 
American whose name is 
synonymous with elegant 
dining—especially in Lon¬ 
don, where he runs a res¬ 
taurant so fine the Queen 
Mother chose it as the one 
place she would dine out in 
half a century. 

His restaurants are so 
good that even the French 
give them honors. His cook¬ 
books have been published 
in 10 languages, and his 
handsomely designed pots 
and pans are marketed in 
five countries. Carrier’s 
second restaurant is in a 
grand manor house in Suf¬ 
folk, a day’s trip outside 
London. 

The noted restauranteur 
and cook is said to have 
done more than anyone else 
to change the eating habits 
of the people of England, 
and now lie is becoming 
more familiar to North 
American cooks. 

He has written for sev¬ 
eral top English publica 
tions, and now he is food 
editor of House Beautiful 
magazine. A book on enter¬ 
taining, published in Eng¬ 
land in 1977, has been pub¬ 
lished in New York City. 

His approach to food is 
somewhat that of a show¬ 
man. but his credo is that 
cooking should be a plea¬ 
sure, “not so highbrow and 
esoteric as to be unrealis¬ 
tic.” 

At his London restau¬ 
rant, Princess Anne, who 
always drops in unan¬ 
nounced, and Princess 
Margaret, who always 
makes a reservation, are 
regulars. 

When the Queen Mother 
came to Carrier’s, he want¬ 
ed to create a special menu 
for the occasion, but Her 
Majesty let him know she’d 
much rather choose from 
the menu. Then, when the 
time came, she turned to 
him with a smile and said, 
“It’s all too exciting, Mr. 
Carrier, you must choose 
forme.” He did. 


He chose Brandade of 
Smoked Trout, Saffron 
Soup with Fresh Herbs, 
Lamb in Greek Pastry with 
au Gratin of Rice, and a 
special sweet created just 
for the evening, Fresh 
Raspberry Corbetiere. 

I first met Carrier in Los 
Angeles when he was 
speaker at a dinner meet¬ 
ing for food editors at the 
L’Orangerie Restaurant. 
We dined on a Country 
Page, Rice Pilaf, Stuffed 
Artichoke, Chicken au Vin- 
aigre, fresh California 
vegetables and La Tarte au 
Citron Orangcric. 

The menu demonstrated 
one of Carrier’s secrets of 
economical entertaining: 
Make one dish the “star” of 
the meal, featuring it as a 
special preparation in a 
separate course. This 
“star” was the California 
artichoke, stuffed with a 
fragrant rice pilaf. It can 
be served hot or cool (room 
temperature). 


Carrier has studied and 
experienced cuisines all 
over the world. 

His books include The 
Robert Carrier Cook¬ 
book, The Robert Carrier 
Cookery Course, and Cook 
ing For You. His latest is 
Robert Carrier’s Enter¬ 
taining (A&W Publishers, 
New York). 

The knack of adding 
glamor to good food is one 
of Carrier’s abilities, and 
he does it at the beginning 
of his book, suggesting 
dishes for the young work¬ 
ing woman or man who 
hasn't cooked much and 
wants something easy and 
inexpensive but rather spe¬ 
cial. 

Easy Beef Stroganoff 
and Spaghetti Parmesan 
are his suggestions. Beef 
Stroganoff is as easy to 
serve to a lot of people as it 
is to two. Spaghetti Parme¬ 
san is one of Carrier’s fa¬ 
vorite pasta dishes. It 
never fails him on week¬ 


ends in the country, he 

says. 

SPAGHETTI PARMESAN 

3 to 4 quarts boiling 
salted water 

1 pound spaghetti 

4 tablespoons butter 
4 egg yolks 

*4 cup cream 

Freshly ground black 
pepper 

Pinch of nutmeg 

Bring salted water to boil 
in large saucepan. Add spa¬ 
ghetti, cooking 12 to 15 
minutes, or until tender. 
The pasta should still be 
firm—al dente, as the Ital¬ 
ians say —firm enough to 
bite comfortably but not so 
soft that it’s mushy. 

Melt butter in large 
saucepan. Drain spaghetti 
and while still hot, toss it in 
the butter. 

Beat egg yolks and com¬ 
bine with cream, then pour 
over spaghetti. Add salt, 


pepper and nutmeg. Stir 
for a minute; remove from 
heat and add a bit more 
butter. Sauce and eggs 
should not begin to solid- 
ify. 

Serve with a salad of let¬ 
tuce leaves dressed with 
the following dressing. 

SALAD CARRIER 

1 or 2 heads lettuce 

1 chopped hard-boiled 
egg 

€ to 8 tablespoons olive 
oil 

2 tablespoons wine 
vinegar 

A pinch of dry mustard 
Salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 
A couple of squeezes of 
lemon juice 
Finely chopped 
parsley 

Scallion or chives, 
chopped 

1 small clove garlic, 
finely chopped 
(optional) 

Wash lettuce leaves in a 
large quantity of water. 
They should be left whole, 
never cut. Drain well and 
dry thoroughly. 

To make dressing, com¬ 
bine all ingredients, in 
order given. Pour dressing 
over lettuce just before 
serving and toss until each 
leaf is glistening. 

Here’s Carrier’s recipe 
for Stuffed Artichokes:

1 clove garlic, mashed 

2 tablespoons vegetable 
oil 

1% teaspoons salt

SLIM Gourmet- 

When it rains on cookout, 
‘charbroil’ chicken inside

It's bad enough when it rains on your parade, 
but it’s even worse when it rains on your cookout. 
How can you make charcoal-broiled chicken in¬ 
doors? 

Answer: with yogurt, in a very hot oven. 

Before you dismiss this ash weird idea, let me 
explain what happens when you coat chicken with 
seasoned yogurt and bake it in a really hot oven. The 
creamy yogurt coating seals in the moisture and 
keeps the chicken meat moist. But the chicken fat 
in the skin (and the chicken fat calories) melt away. 
The moisture in the yogurt evajjorates and the milk 
sugars carmelize into a crispy coating that’s as 
close to “charcoal-broiled” as you can get. . . with¬ 
out charcoal or broiling. All this happens with no 
attention from you. Without turning, watching, 
basting or fussing, the chicken is perfectly done in 
about 15 minutes, more or less, depending on the cut 
up chicken pieces used. Two other points about this 
method should bo mentioned: There is no “yo- 
gurty” taste to chicken cooked in this manner, so 
even if you don’t like yogurt, this is a trick to try. 
The other important point is that this technique re¬ 
sults in a chicken dish that’s very low-calorie. 

To minimize clean-up, use a pan lined with foil 
that can be discarded. 

OVEN-BAKED, NO-TEND 
( IIARBROILFD’ CHICKEN 
2 pounds cut up fry chicken parts 
% cup plain low-fat yogurt 

1 to 2 teaspoons seasoned salt 

Trsm fringe fat from chicken pieces. Stir yogurt 
and seasoning together. Spray a non-stick baking 
pan well with cooking spray. Roll chicken pieces 
in seasoned yogurt to coat liberally; place skin-side 
up in a single layer on the baking tray, pieces not 
touching each other. Place uncovered in an unseat¬ 
ed oven. Set temperature control at 425 degrees and 
timer for 45 minutes. Bake uncovered without 
opening oven door. When timer rings, chicken 
pieces should be crisp and brown; add another 10 
minutes cooking time if needed. Makes four serv¬ 
ings, approximately 220 calories each. 

OVEN-BAKED INDIAN 
CH ARBROILED' CHICKEN 
(Chicken and yogurt, Tandoori-style) 

2 pounds cut up frying chicken parts 
% cup plain low-fat yogurt 

*4 cup lime juice or lemon juice 
2 to 3 teaspoons mild or hot curry powder 
2 teaspoons paprika 
1 teaspoon garlic salt (or plain salt) 

Trim fringe fat from chicken. Stir yogurt with 
remaining ingredients. Follow direction* in pre¬ 


ceding recipe. Makes four servings, approximately 
215 calories each. j 

(HARBROILFI) CHICKEN 
IN THE JAPANESE STYLE 
(MOCK TORI TERIYAKI FOR 2) 

Vi cup low-fat lemon yogurt 
Va cup Japanese-style soy sauce 

1 teaspoon ground ginger 
optional: minced clove garlic 
frying chicken breast, split 
(about three-quarters of a pound) 

Stir lemon yogurt, soy, ginger and garlic to¬ 
gether in a dish. Trim fringe fat from chicken. Turn 
chicken pieces in mixture to coat completely. Ar¬ 
range chicken, skin-side up, in a foil-lined pan 
sprayed with cooking spray. Place in a cold oven. 
Set the temperature to 425 degrees and timer to 45 
minutes. Bake uncovered ami undisturbed until 
crisp and “charcoal-broiled.” (Double or triple the 
recipe to serve four or six.) Makes two servings, 
approximately 225 calories each. 

SUGAR-FREE VERSION: Substitute plain low- 
fat yogurt plus 2 tablespoons lemon juice for 
lemon yogurt. Approximately 215 calories per 
serving. 

If it doesn’t rain on your cookout, you might like 
to use yogurt as a barbecue baste. Here’s a $500 
recipe that took first place in this year’s Delmarva 
Chicken Cooking Contest, developed by Joan 
McCormick of Tabb, Va. 

GRILLED YOGURT LEMON CHICKEN 

2 pounds cut up broiler-fryer chicken parts 
8 ounces plain low-fat yogurt 

Va cup wine vinegar 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 teaspoon ground coriander 
l teaspoon powdered mustard 
*4 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 
*4 teaspoon ground ginger 
% teaspoon ground cloves 
5 drops Tabasco sauce 

Trim fringe fat from chicken. In large bowl, 
mix together yogurt, vinegar, lemon juice, garlic, 
coriander, mustard, pepper, ginger, cloves and 
Tabasco sauce. Add chicken, turning to coat; mari¬ 
nate in refrigerator about 1*4 hours; reserve 
marinade. Place chicken, skin-side up, on grill over 
hot coals about 7 inches from heat. Cook, turning, 
and basting with reserved marinade, about 1 hour or 
until fork can be inserted in chicken with ease. 
Makes four servings, approximately 230 calories 
each.

DEAR SOS: A reader, Grace, asked about a 
yeast bread using cornmeal. I had this recipe for 
years and find It delicious. — Marianne 

DEAR MARIANNE: What a treat. Thank you. 
COLOSSAL CORN 
BREAD 

1 package dry yeast 
<4 cap warm water 

2 caps milk, scalded 
% cap sugar 

V4 cop shortening 

1 tablespoon salt 

7 caps sifted floor, about 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 cup yellow cornmeal 

Sprinkle yeast into warm water and stir until 
dissolved. Combine milk, sugar, shortening and salt 
and stir in 3 cups flour until blended. Add eggs, yeast 
mixture and cornmeal and gradually stir in remain¬ 
ing 4 cups flour. On lightly floured board knead com 
bread dough 10 minutes, adding more flour if neces¬ 
sary to prevent sticking, until smooth and elastic. 

Place com bread dough in large greased bowl, 
turning it to grease all sides. Then cover and let 
rise in warm place until doubled, about 1% hours. 
Punch down and divide dough in 3 portions. Form 
each portion into a loaf and place in 3 well-greased 8- 
by 4-inch loaf pans, seam side down. Let bread rise 
again in warm place until doubled and bake at 375 
degrees 35 to 45 minutes until golden. Turn out on 
side on wire rack to cool. Makes 3 loaves. 

DEAR SOS: Do you have a recipe for chocolate 
souffle.— Charlotte 

DEAR CHARLOTTE: We can do. 

CHOCOLATE 

SOUFFLE 

5 egg yolks 
% cup sugar 
4 drops vanilla 

1 cup flour 

2 cups milk 

2 ounce unsweetened chocolate, melted 

8 egg whites 
Powdered sugar 
Sweetened whipped cream 

Beat egg yolks with % cup sugar and vanilla 
until light and fluffy. Gradually beat in flour until a 
paste is formed. Meanwhile, bring milk to a boil. 
Add egg mixture all at once to milk. Bring again to a 
boil and with a wire whisk, quickly and vigorously 
beat until paste is well incorporated into milk and is 
smooth. Continue to stir with wooden spoon until 
mixture is thick as light choux paste or pastry 
cream. Add melted chocolate and stir until blended. 
Cool. 

Gradually add remaining sugar to egg whites 
beaten in three stages: beat 3 egg whites, then add 
another 3 egg whites and finally 2 egg whites until 
stiff and shiny but not dry. Egg whites should not 
slide if bowl is tipped. Fold egg whites into 
souffle batter. Pipe or spoon almost to rim into 12 
greased and sugared 2-inch souffle dishes or custard 
cups or 2 (5-inch) souffle dishes and bake at 350 de¬ 
grees 30 minutes for Individual souffles or 1 hour or 
longer for larger souffles. Dust with powdered 
sugar and serve topped with whipped cream. Makes 
12 servings.

It is a frustrat¬ 
ing problem dating back to 
the 18th century, when 
clerks who didn’t like their 
jobs had to stand at a desk 
all day and fill out ledgers.

Philippine cooking 
traits are intriguing 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Philippine cooking has in¬ 
triguing traits that are 
marked by a range of sour 
and salty tastes, a predilec¬ 
tion for frying with garlic 
and onions and a tendency 
to cook several different 
kinds of foods together. 

“Our cooking is sauteed 
rather than stir-fried,” 
says Emma Mamisao- 
Isaac, who moved from the 
Philippines to Vancouver 
,nine years ago. 

“When we have meat, it’s 
more of a saucy meat. Our 
dinners begin with a soup of 
meat or fish and vege¬ 
tables, followed by fried 
fish or meat with steamed 
rice, and end with fresh 
fruit.” 

The Philippines have ab¬ 
sorbed three cultures and 
cuisines—Asian, Spanish 
and American. 

With its 7,000 islands, the 
country is a Malay land.

of Spanish rule and 50 years 
of U.S. occupation. 

All have left their stamp 
on the taste buds of the 
people. 

Of the Eastern countries, 
it’s the only one that 
doesn’t use chopsticks. 
Most native dishes are 
cooked in broth and require 
a spoon or fork.

Camping menu easy with planning 


Even the best cooks will 
acknowledge that cooking 
on a camping trip takes 
special skills and advance 
planning 

First of all, the menu is 
not left to chance. It is 
carefully designed to be 
simple yet satisfying and to 
require a minimum of 
cooking utensils and fuel. 
Obviously, it also should 
require as few ingredients 
as possible and result in 
food to appease ferocious 
but fussy appetities.

The secret is in 
canned chunky soup which 
provides advantages such 
as great flavor and al¬ 
ready-prepared vege¬ 
tables. 

Cheddar cheese shred¬ 


ded ahead of time and car¬ 
ried in a plastic bag will 
simplify Sundown Special. 
The elbow macaroni also 
may be cooked in advance, 
but it doesn’t have to be. 
Cook it as a first step, pour 
off the water and add the 
remaining ingredients:

It’s ‘lemon of the north’ 


MONCTON, N.B. (CP) 
— Why pay good money for 
imported citrus fruits when 
“the lemon of the north” 
may be growing in your 
own backyard? 

That’s the message of 
Anne Ottow, a Berry Mills, 
N.B., environmentalist 
who happens to be big on 
rhubarb. 

Mrs. Ottow said rhubarb 
could become a lucrative 
industry for New Bruns¬ 
wick and a good deal for 
smart consumers. 

She recommends many 
uses for rhubarb but is par¬ 
ticularly keen on rhubarb 
juice—a taste treat she 
said she “invented” 12 or 11 
years ago. 

Since then she has of¬ 
fered the tart and tasty 
drink to notables such as 
Premier Richard Hatfield 
and Agriculture Minister 
Malcolm MacLeod in an 
effort to draw attention to 
the juice. 


Mrs. Ottow said gallons 
of the drink were sold at the 
recent First Alternate En¬ 
ergy Fair here and proved 
to be a crowd-pleaser. 

“It’s such a natural fruit 
for juice . . . it’s a tremen¬ 
dously juicy plant.” 

Rhubarb is about 95 per 
cent water, Mrs. Ottow 
said. It is also a high source 
of calcium, potassium and 
vitamins A and C. 

Mrs. Ottow said the juice 
is easy to make. She chops 
fresh rhubarb and freezes 
it for at least 24 hours. She 
then places it in a colander 
over a large mixing bowl 
and lets the liquid drain 
through until only residue 
remains. 

The concentrate is later 
sweetned with sugar or 


honey and thinned with 
water. 

Mrs. Ottow said the juice 
can be used alone as a drink 
or mixed half-and-half with 
orange juice. It also peps 
up apple juice or other f ruit 
drinks. 

Rhubarb juice can be 
used as a substitute for 
lemon in any recipe. This 
includes use in salads and 
alcoholic or carbonated 
drinks. Rhubarb juice is 
especially good with gin. 

The juice can also be 
used to replace lemon in 
sherbet or lemon meringue 
pie. 

Mrs. Ottow says rhubarb 
can be used as a substitute 
for vinegar or as an ingre¬ 
dient in home-made clean¬ 
ing solutions. Mixed with 


salt, it is an excellent clean¬ 
er for items such as chop¬ 
ping blocks. 

The juice is a good fruit 
extender in jams and jel¬ 
lies. 

It can be used as a special 
festive drink. The red ends 
should be saved for a pink 
juice and the green ends for 
a green juice for the Christ¬ 
mas season. 

Mrs. Ottow says the juice 
is a good basis for rhubarb 
wine. 

What’s more the fruit it¬ 
self is simple to grow. 
“Anyone that has a bit of a 
yard can put in at least two 
plants. And if they are 
looked after and well ferti¬ 
lized they will furnish a 
crop from May to Octo¬ 
ber.”

after 20 to 30 minutes of 
rest, the ice should be ap¬ 
plied again. This should he 
done as often as possible. 
The leg should then be kept 
elevated and a snug (hut 
not tight) wrap should he 
applied from the toe to 
above the calf. A heel lift 
for a very short period af¬ 
terward should help ease 
the pain, which can last for 
weeks. When the leg no 
longer hurts, you can begin 
gradually building up the 
muscle again with mild ex¬ 
ercise. “L.J.” should be 
able to return to the courts 
in due time. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 

an older female, and take a 
potent calcium pill every 
day. It contains 1,000 milli¬ 
grams of calcium. They 
say that as one gets older 
you need more calcium. 
Yet, I find that my legs 
ache when I take it. Can 
you comment? — Mrs. 
H.H. 

The usual daily recom¬ 
mended amount of calcium 
is 800 milligrams. In an 
adult the excess is not ab¬ 
sorbed by the body, but 
eliminated in the stool. 
Your 1,000 milligrams a 
day is not much in excess. I 
cannot relate your muscle 
pain to the calcium. Very 
high levels might cause 
muscle weakness, since 
calcium is involved in the 
contraction of muscles. 

Yet, the best test of 
whether or not a medicine 
is a cause of symptoms lies 
with the patient and what 
he or she reports. If you 
stop taking the calcium and 
don’t have the aching, that 
is good enough evidence 
that the calcium is some¬ 
how involved. Then if you 
take it again and have the 
aches, that’s even stronger 
evidence. 

I wonder why you are 
taking the supplements. 
There are plenty of natural 
sources of calcium. Milk 
and other dairy products 
are a few. Sardines and 
cornmeal are also good 
sources. Increased cal¬ 
cium and vitamin D arc 
suggested by some author¬ 
ities for women who have 
osteoporosis.

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Falcon flies again 
after near scrape 


WAINWRIGHT, Alla. 
(CP) — After a close brush 
with extinction, the pere¬ 
grine falcon is once again 
off and flying. 

Ten years ago there were 
only about 20 breeding 
pairs of the elegant anatum 
species of the peregrine 
falcon throughout Canada 
and only one pair known to 
be mating in Alberta. 

But this summer more 
than 100 young anatum 
peregrines will be turned 


loose across the country as 
flying proof of the success 
of a special captive breed¬ 
ing program for the endan¬ 
gered bird. 

The 1980 release will 
roughly double the number 
of wild peregrines breeding 
in Canada. 

“In 1970 the anatum 
peregrines were virtually 
gone in North America,” 
says Richard Fyfe, the Ca¬ 
nadian wildlife service su¬ 
pervisor of the federal-pro¬ 
vincial breeding project. 


The peregrine is best 
known for its role in the 
medieval sport of falconry, 
incredible hunting skills, 
sight and ability to dive at 
more than 380 kilometres 
an hour. 

It survived the smog of 
the industrial revolution 
and deliberate attempts to 
kill it off during the Second 
World War. 

But DDT was its worst 
enemy, and the falcon 
slowly disappeared from 
the skies in all but the most 
isolated nesting areas as 
the poison worked its way 
through the food chain. 

To save the bird, the 
wildlife service collected 12 
young members of the rare 
species in 1970 and started 
a captive breeding pro¬ 
gram in a remote corner of 
Canadian Forces Base 
Wainwright in eastern Al¬ 
berta. 

Defying the predictions 
of many conservationists 
who said the birds couldn’t 
be bred in captivity, two 
peregrines were hatched in 
1974. 

It was a world first, and 
the Canadian government 
issued a special stamp to 
commemorate the Wain¬ 
wright success. 


Show is off until 
dolphins get care 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
The popular dolphin show 
at the Montreal Aquarium 
will stay closed until the 
city has an agreement with 
blue collar workers guar¬ 
anteeing the dolphins will 
still be cared for in the 
event of another strike. 

The decision follows a 
ruling by the Marine Mam 
mal Commission, a U.S.- 
based supervisory body, 
not to approve any fur¬ 
ther sales of dolphins to the 


aquarium until the agree¬ 
ment is signed. 

Four of the aquarium’s 
six dolphins died this 
spring after their handlers, 
blue collar workers, went 
on strike and the mam¬ 
mals refused food from 
everyone else. The two sur¬ 
viving dolphins are now in 
U.S. aquariums. 

The dolphin show may 
be replaced this summer 
by non-performing seals 
and giant tortoises.

Judge says no 
to $550,000 
home in will

TORONTO (CP) — The will written by Sonya : 
Kahn, 82, leaving a $550,000 house to her husband of 
four years, John Arthur, 36, was declared invalid 
Friday by Mr. Justice Donald Keith of the Ontario 
Supreme Court in a prompt oral judgment which he 
said he would back up with written reasons later in 
the summer. 

‘‘The final result cannot be in doubt. The will and 
the gifts and the documents and papers must be set , 
aside, and they will be,” Mr. Justice Keith said. 

Testimony during the trial showed that Arthur first ! 
went to work for Mrs. Kahn as her houseboy for 
$90 a week and progressively assumed a larger role in J 
her life until they were married in 1974 in a ^pr?- 
mony witnessed by Mrs. Kahn’s hairdresser. 

A year after the marriage, Mrs. Kahn changed 
her will leaving her Toronto house, valued at $500,000, 
to her husband. She died in 1978. 

Ruth Rashkis, daughter of the late Mrs^ Kahn, con¬ 
tested the will in a long and bitter trial. 

Her lawyer, Hyliard Chappell, described Arthur as an 
opportunist who weakened his aged wife’s mind by giving 
her marijuana, then inveigled himself into her affection 
and into her will for his own personal gain. 

Arthur’s lawyer, Rodney Hull, told Keith in his state¬ 
ment Friday that however difficult it was to under¬ 
stand, there was a loving marriage between the cou¬ 
ple and Arthur devoted himself to caring for his 
wife, despite their age difference. 

The house in which Mrs. Kahn lived was sold and the 
proceeds frozen until the lawsuits are resolved. Chappell 
was asking the judge to invalidate the will and leave the 
resolution of the estate to another trial.

Six-packs 
of beer 
rising 150 

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The price of a six-pack of 
domestic bottled beer 
jumped 15 cents to $3.10 
Wednesday as part of the 
B.C. Liquor Distribution 
Branch’s monthly price ad¬ 
justment. 

A branch spokesman 
said the increase reflected 
the breweries’ higher 
packaging and handling 
cost of the 20 products af¬ 
fected. 

The cost of a dozen beer 
remains unchanged at 
$5.90. It was adjusted April 
23 to include the higher fed¬ 
eral tax on liquor products. 

Also showing a marked 
increase is the cost of a 
six-pack of Schliiz— up 
$1.25 to $5.10. 

Of the 144 product adjust¬ 
ments, 42 decreased in 
price, including 10 of 26 
white wines whose prices 
were changed. 

The decreases reflect 
change in the market and 
exchange rates, she said.

An appeal court ruling 
has overturned a Victoria 
County Court decision in¬ 
volving some $27,000 worth 
of equipment seized by the 
crown and denied for three 
years to its owners, an 
amateur football club. 

Although the case arose 
originally from a smug¬ 
gling matter that has since 
been disposed of, the fed¬ 
eral revenue ministry has 
insisted the items in ques¬ 
tion may not be released 
until duties and charges 
amounting to $13,000, plus 
the dutiable value of the 
goods, are paid. 

Oak Bay Invaders Foot¬ 
ball Club offered to pay the 
duty but not the value, 
which was not accepted by 
the crown, said counsel J. 
Michael Hutchison. 

“They.had no concern 
about what they might be 
doing to an amateur sports 
organization. The equip¬ 
ment is no use to anyone— 
unless it’s auctioned off,” 
Hutchisorfsaid. 

In the meantime the club 
has had to make do with 
borrowed equipment and 
gear supplied by the play¬ 
ers themselves. 

Hutchison said it was an 
example of a blind ap¬ 
proach by Ottawa. “They 
couldn't see beyond the 
fact that somebody smug¬ 
gled something. They could 
have let the stuff go in the 
custody of the (club) prop¬ 
erty manager.” 

Hutchison said the mat¬ 
ter began when Elizabeth 
M. Sinclare, formerly of 
Victoria, was stopped at 
the U S. border at Douglas 
and was found to have $1,- 
000 worth of undeclared 
football equipment in the 
trunk of her car. 

She had bought the gear 
in Seattle for the Oak Bay 
Invaders, of which she and 
her husband Dr. Ross Sin- 
dare were active sup¬ 
porters. 

Customs officers seized 
equipment and car, later 


returning the auto but for¬ 
feiting a deposit represent¬ 
ing its value. 

A day or so later the 
RCMP acting for the cus¬ 
toms branch conducted a 
search of the Sinclare 
home and found all the 
club’s equipment stored 
there. They seized more 
articles suspected of hav¬ 
ing been imported without 
duty paid, some of which 
had been used for several 
seasons. 

All seized equipment was 
assessed for customs 
value. The Sinclares took 
responsibility since the 
club had not authorized the 
purchases. 

Then the club asked for a 
declaration that its inter¬ 
ests had been affected and 
that it should have the use 
of the equipment. 

The request was turned 
down by Ottawa although 
the county court granted 
the application. 

B.C. Appeal Court 
agreed with Judge M.L.T. 
Drake that B.C. rules 
should apply to the applica¬ 
tion, but that he was wrong 
in not hearing the crown at 
the time on the technical 
ground that it had not for¬ 
mally joined in the applica¬ 
tion. 

Appeal court judges'also 
ruled against Drake’s ac¬ 
tion in allowing what 
amounted to two proceed¬ 
ings to be joined. They or¬ 
dered new hearings to be 
held, one in the county of 
New Westminster for the 
gear seized at the border 
point, and one here for the 
equipment taken from the 
Sinclare home. 

Hutchison acted on be 
half of the Sinclares and 
club manager Peter Wil¬ 
liams, representing the In¬ 
vaders. David Frankel, of 
Vancouver, was counsel 
for the deputy minister of 
national revenue. 

Appeal judges were Mr.

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Youth jailed for striking Mountie 


An 1H year old Colwood 
youth who struck an RCMP 
officer three times in the 
face Monday night was 
given a 15-day jail sentence 
Wednesday in Victoria pro¬ 
vincial court. 

Darren John Carter, of 21 
Atkins, pleaded guilty to 
assaulting Constable Ro¬ 
bert George Miller of the 
Colwood RCMP detach¬ 
ment. 

Crown counsel Wayne 
Smith told Judge Blake 
Allan the incident began 
about 8 p.m. Monday when 
police were called to Thetis 
Lake Park by a lifeguard 
having problems with 
youths. 

Smith said that when 
officers arrived, Carter 
was on a lawn area trying 
to start a fight at a picnic 


table with two men who 
wanted no part of it When 
requested to leave. Carter 
continued to invite the men 
to fight and refused to 
leave. 

Miller placed Carter 
under arrest for being 
drunk in a public place and 
placed a hand on Carter's 
shoulder to escort him 
away. The youth then chal¬ 
lenged the officer to a fight 
and, when touched again, 
began grappling with the 
officer. 

Both fell into a shallow 
ditch and Carter broke free 
for a short time before 
being caught. He then hit 
Miller three times in the 
face, giving him a cut bot¬ 
tom lip and bruised left 
eye. Carter also pulled 
Miller's hair and tried 
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Provincial Court 


twice to get the officer's 
bolstered revolver. 

Carter was also struck in 
the face but continued 
screaming. Miller even¬ 
tually was able to get on 
Carter's back while the 
youth was lying on the 
ground, but the youth was 
so strong he got up and 
flipped Miller over him. 
Another officer arrived to 
help and the two of them 
finally handcuffed Carter, 
who continued struggling 
and threatening everyone 
in the area. 

Smith said the youth con¬ 
tinued to be belligerent and 
abusive at the police de¬ 
tachment. 

JUDGE LORNE Pearce 
handed a 30-year-old man a 
nine-month jail term on 
five counts of using a stolen 
credit card. 

Karel Krai, also known 
as Ronald Zahara, of no 
fixed address, was given 
the sentence 10 days after 
his companion, 28-year-old 
Jackie Dorothy Horwood, 
received a three-month jail 
term from the same judge 
for 16 counts of the same 
offence and one count of 
impersonation. 

The stolen credit card 
was part of the contents in 
a wallet taken June 6 in a 
cabaret at Nat Bailey’s 
Villa in Nanaimo. 

The couple was arrested 
six days later at Murray 
Goldman Ltd., a men’s 
store at 1316 Douglas, while 
purchasing a suit and shirt 
valued at $215.28 with the 
stolen credit card. 

Further investigation by 


Victoria police resulted in 
uncovering 15 previous oc¬ 
casions when the card was 
used. Krai also admitted 
using the card at Smitty’s 
Pancake House, the Raths¬ 
keller, Wong’s Restuarant, 
and at an unspecified shop 
where a digital watch, later 
pawned for $20, was pur¬ 
chased for $50. 

Krai had previous crimi¬ 
nal convictions for break¬ 
ing and entering, failing to 
remain at the scene of an 
accident, dangerous driv¬ 
ing, impaired driving, brib¬ 
ing a peace officer, breach 
of probation, possession of 
stolen property, attempted 
false pretences, false pre¬ 
tences, attempted uttering 
of forged documents, ut¬ 
tering forged documents, 
theft, and escaping lawful 
custody. 

FRANK PETER ELLIS, 

who holds the unofficial 
record for convictions in 
Victoria provincial court, 
was given another 30-day 
jail sentence after he 
pleaded guilty to wilful 
damage. 

The 62-year-old Ellis, 
who owns a 17-page crimi¬ 
nal record which is seldom 
read in full in court, told 
Allan he didn’t remember 
much about the Monday 
night incident. 

Court was told Ellis was 
at Nootka Court about 7 
p.m. and kicked over a 
flower display at Lee’s Un- 
limited, breaking two 
vases and causing about 
$15 damage. 

He had been convicted 


twice earlier this year of 
causing a disturbance by 
being drunk, the last time 
on April 9 when he received 
a 60-day jail sentence. 

Both Allan and Smith, 
who called it encouraging, 
expressed pleasant sur¬ 
prise that Ellis had been 
able to keep out of trouble 
for about a month this 
time. 

A 52-YEAR-OLD man 
who frightened an elderly 
woman June 20 by banging 
on her door and shouting at 
2:30 a m. was given a $300 
fine by Allan. 

Gordon Hugh Roberts, of 
1905 Jerome, pleaded 
guilty to loitering at night. 

Smith said the woman, 
who lives on Goldstream, 
was awakened by the loud 
banging and shouting at 
her back door and called 
Colwood RCMP. 


Officers arrived about 
five minutes later and 
found Roberts hiding be¬ 
hind a tree in the front 
yard. He told police he had 
been drinking at the Six 
Mile and Westwind beer 
parlors earlier that eve¬ 
ning. 

Robert said in court that 
the combination of alcohol, 
his first in years, and 
292’s accounted for “not 
knowing what I was 
doing.” 

FINED FOR drinking- 
driving offences were: 
Gary Keefe Bluett, 22, of 
2721 Forbes, $450; Robert 
MacLeod Donnelly, 31, of 
2300 Canoe Cove, $400; and 
Douglas Howard Sanders, 
63, of 1184 Esquimalt, $300.

Soviet boycott 

MIND YOUR LANGUAGE 
—IT MAY BE AMERICAN 

MOSCOW (AP) — One of the Soviet Union’s biggest 
imports from the West doesn’t figure in statistics or 
boycotts, but it has changed the language of Russia. 

Mother Russia’s tongue has soaked up a flood of 
foreign words, most of them from the U.S., since the 
Second World War. 

A “sportsmen” can set a “rekord” or even win the 
“chempionat” if he wins his “match.” 

A woman athlete, however, is not a “sportsvoomen” 
or even a “sportspyerson,” she’s a “sportsmennka.” For, 
the imports are embellished with the Russian language’s'] 
rich repertory of prefixes, endings and declensions. J 

Witness the saga of “meeting,” or “miting.” Tc/ 
participate at one became “mitingovats.” “Mitingovyir 
made it an adjective, thus creating the post of HuitiagO; 
vyi speeker,” or speaker. 

The linguistic foundations of communism are import¬ 
ed. The political bureau—the politburo—of the central 
committee of the Communist Party is the Politburo 
Tsentralnogo Komiteta Kommunisti-Cheskoi Partii, 
which battles tirelessly with aggressia, kapitalism ^nd 
impirialism. 

An English-speaking tourist often finds that a basic 
knowledge of the Cyrillic script takes him a long way way 
around Moscow, He can ride in a “taksi,” eat at a 
‘'restoran” and relieve himself in a “tualet.” 

The official reaction to the invasion ranges from 
cautious approval to downright displeasure. 

The Great Soviet Encyclopedia says: “The specia¬ 
lized vocabulary has become a most important source for 
the expansion of Russian, but the influx of foreign words 
must be wisely limited/’ 

Vladimir Vasilyev, chief of the arts department of the 
newspaper Komsomolskaya Pravda, took a different line. 
The “great, powerful, true and free” Russian language, 
he wrote, is being turned into a “thin, clinched and 
faceless language.” 

• The import of Western words began in the reign of 
Peter the Great, the Westernizing czar—a Russification 
of caesar—at the start of the lHth century. The primary 
sources then were Germany and France. 

The Germans supplied Peter’s military technology, 
hence such military ranks as feldfebel for sergeant and 
junker for cadet. Peter’s preoccupation with Europeaniz¬ 
ing the Russian nobility also brought in the parikmakher, 
from the German for wig-maker or barber, and the frak, 
or evening coat. 
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Eskimos hunting power 


GODTHAAB, Greenland 
(AP) — Eskimos living in 
Canada will reach agree¬ 
ment with Ottawa within a 
year for an Eskimo-con¬ 
trolled area covering about 
75 per cent of the North¬ 
west Territories, an Eski¬ 
mo leader said Monday. 

Emphasizing a demand 
for political power, John 
Amagoalik said: “We want 
more than money and 
land. 

“We are looking at terri¬ 
torial status for the first 10 
or 15 years and then getting 
provincial status. I believe 
it is possible to reach 
agreement in about a 
year’s time.”

Amagoalik is vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Inuit Tapirisat, 
an organization represent¬ 
ing 25,000 Eskimos In Can¬ 
ada. He is one of the dele¬ 
gates attending the Inuit 
Circumpolar Conference of 
Eskimos from Canada, 
Greenland and the United 
States. 

He said in an interview 
that Eskimo—Inuit—lead¬ 
ers of the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories are to reopen nego¬ 
tiations in August with the 
federal government on 
land and financial settle¬ 
ments. In recent years 
there has been an upsurge 
in exploration in the area 
for oil and minerals. 


Amagoalik said previous 
negotiations faltered be¬ 
cause Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau’s government re¬ 
stricted talks to land and 
money claims, ignoring the 
Eskimo demands for politi- 
. cal status. 

Among Canada’s Eski¬ 
mos, only 4,000 in northern 
Quebec have reached a set¬ 
tlement involving land and 
money with Ottawa. 

Amagoalik said Ottawa’s 
commitment to some type 
of constitutional change for 
the predominantly French- 
speaking Quebec has given 
urgency to the Eskimos’ 
efforts in the Northwest 
Territories. 


“We are afraid that if we 
don’t latch on right away, 
there is a strong possibility 
we are going to be Ignored 
and brushed aside by the 
Canadian government,” he 
said. 

Amagoalik envisages the 
bulk of the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories becoming an Eski¬ 
mo province with both Inuit 
and English as official lan¬ 
guages. 

There are 17,000 Eskimos 
and 2,000 non-Eskimos liv¬ 
ing in the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories, but Amagoalik said 
the sparse population is no 
obstacle.

Thatcher mind offers sharp, 
clear views about world’s ills 


has been dismissed or the 
owners have paid any fine 
—the minimum is $25. 

The authorities say that 
the campaign has just 
begun and point out that 
those summer months with 
the maximum auditory ag¬ 
gression are still ahead. 
They are hopeful that even 
a few confiscations of 
radios may have a large 
effect on a phenomenon 
that has caused increasing 
irritation to New Yorkers 
already beset by loud horns 
and sirens. 

The new confiscation 
policy, promulgated in an 
operations order dated 
May 6, is not mandatory. 
According to the order, 
officers issuing summon¬ 
ses to those accused of 
creating “unnecessary 
noise” with “any sound-re¬ 
production device” may 
seize the device as evi¬ 
dence that it was operable 
and to demonstrate the vol¬ 
ume at which it was being 
played at the time of the 
complaint. 


LONDON — Margaret 
Thatcher’s strength is that 
she knows her own mind 
very well. She says what 
she thinks quite directly, 
and it doesn’t bother her in 
the least to keep repeating 
it. Although her accent is 
very British and she chops 
out her words to get maxi¬ 
mum emphasis from sim¬ 
ple phrases, in some ways 
she sounds more like an 
American politician than a 
successor in the line of elo¬ 
quent, verbally agile Brit¬ 
ish prime ministers. 

SHE WAS talking about 
how close the British feel to 
America, and how much 
she thinks the language and 
historical relation still 
matter. Obviously, she 
doesn’t subscribe to G.B. 
Shaw’s quip that the two 
countries are “divided by a 
common language.” 

“That’s just a witti¬ 
cism,” she said with a 
whiff of impatience. 
“Never let your life be do¬ 
minated by witticisms. It 
should be dominated by 
fundamental feelings.” 

THE COMMENT re¬ 
flects both her style and 
her earnest passion for 
what she considers the 
right, practical stand on 
big issues, however com¬ 
plex. There are no notice¬ 


able layers In her personal¬ 
ity and her approach. In the 
vegetable garden of lead¬ 
ers, she is not an onion but a 
potato. 

Her remark in Venice 
about looking forward to 
“seeing you all next year” 
at the summit in Canada 
was taken as a sly re¬ 
minder that she can be con¬ 
fident of at least four more 
years in power while other 
Big Seven leaders face stri¬ 
dent election campaigns. 
But she said she didn’t 
mean it that way, only that 
the same journalists keep 
following the leaders 
around. It’s believable. She 
doesn’t use subtlety. 

THE CLARITY and so¬ 
lidity have a virtue. She 
rejects technigabble and 
chooses her words with 
care. She doesn’t like peo¬ 
ple to refer to the Afghan 
“resistance fighters” as 
“rebels” because she says 
everyone must keep in 
mind that they are fighting 
against the occupation of 
their own country, and the 
world must never get used 
to the occupation and ac¬ 
cept it, even though she 
doesn’t see how the Rus¬ 
sians are going to be made 
to withdraw. 

NONE OF THE Western 
governments have had a 


chance to hear the fighters’ 
views, she points out, and 
in any case, they couldn’t 
saddle a government on the 
Afghans. 

Her approach to the Mid¬ 
dle East conflict is basic¬ 
ally similar. There’s been a 
lot of vague talk about Pa 
lestinian rights to a home¬ 
land and self-determina¬ 
tion, but the people 
involved have never been 
asked directly to spell out 
their concrete options. For 
Mrs. Thatcher, that is the 
aim of the European group 
to be dispatched to the area 
this summer on what she 
calls a reconnaissance 
mission. 

SHE CLEARLY doesn’t 
expect much to come of 
this intiative either, but 
considers just keeping the 
diplomacy going a useful 
contribution to maintain¬ 
ing calm and giving more 
time to the Camp David 
process. Nor is Mrs. 
Thatcher attracted to the 
Brandt Commission's idea 
of a “mini-summit” to try 
to bring OPEC into an or¬ 
ganized effort to stabilize 
the oil market and bail out 
the poorest countries from 
bankruptcy. Only ardent 
persuasion through a vast 
series of contacts can lead 
the main oil producers to 
see it is against their inter¬ 
ests to disrupt the world 


economy and drive the pov¬ 
erty-stricken to utter de¬ 
spair. 

HER GREATEST con 
cem, of course, is the Brit¬ 
ish economy and she is re- 
lentless in her 
determination to squeeze 
out inflation and become 
effectively competitive, no 
matter how much it hurts. 
It is hurting a lot, and she 
knows it. In ail of these 
painfully intricate issues, 
she has identified what she 
thinks are the central 
points and taken a firm 
stand, disdaining ambigu¬ 
ity or the temptation to 
make gestures appear as a 


substitute for deeds 
Maybe it will work, and 
maybe not. She has pro^ 
voked some angry opposi¬ 
tion in Britain as unem 
ployment mounts and 
businesses go bankrupt. 

But the British have re¬ 
sponded heroically before 
to bad news and straight 
talk. She doesn’t offer con¬ 
soling slogans, gimmicky 
solutions, or extravagant 
promises. 

It is refreshing, and de¬ 
spite the lack of rhetori 
cal elegance or humor, not 
much like the current 
American politicians after 
all. 


Parachute club plane 
crashes in U.K., 6 die 

LYMPNE, England (UPI) — A light aircraft taking 
parachute enthusiasts on a training run crashed and burst 
into flames Wednesday, killing all six people on board, po¬ 
lice said. 

Police said the plane carrying members of the Eagle 
Parachute club went down in a field after taking 
off from the small Lympne airfield, 10 miles from 
Dover on the sooth England coast. 

Debris was found about half a mile from the end of 
the runway. 

Only the plane’s pilot has been positively identified. 
Police would not give a name and said identifica¬ 
tion of the other bodies was proving difficult because 
the corpses had been badly burned. 

“As far as I know there was no radio communica¬ 
tion with the airfield from the plane saying it was in 
trouble,” a police spokesman said.

Squamish excel 
in alien economy 


VANCOUVER (CP) - On one side of 
the eastern boundary of the Squamish 
Indian band’s Capilano reserve is the 
Indian village. On the other is the North 
Vancouver subdivision of Norgate. 

One is a collection of about 40 homes 
clustered behind a screen of evergreens, 
away from the revenue properties further 
west on the reserve that have made the 
band one of the biggest landlords on the 
North Shore opposite Vancouver. 

The other is a neat grid of “suburbi”. 

But there is a world of difference in life 
on opposite sides of the boundary. 

“Norgate is a fine subdivision and we 
consider the people good neighbors,” 
says Joe Mathias, one of four chiefs of the 
Squamish band and its housing adminis¬ 
trator. 

“BUT IT’S ... impersonal. On our 
side, we’re all related.” 

The Squamish, making it in tlie white 
man’s world of property values, startled a 
lot of their good neighbors five years ago 
when they stopped traffic at the north 
end of the Lions’ Gate Bridge and chanted 
with tom-toms to demonstrate their claim 
to lands snatched from the reserve in the 
days of B.C.’s early development. 

They outraged many others two years 
ago when they laid claim to the fish¬ 
ery resource of the Capilano, Seymour 
and Squamish Rivers, posting “no tres¬ 
passing” signs to keep sports fishermen 
out. 

That claim has been challenged in 
court by the federal fisheries depart¬ 
ment. 

THE SQUAMISH AND 14 other bands 
also are suing the government for lands 


carved out of their reserves years ago. 

The paradox is that cultural roots hold 
tight on reserves. 

Traditional activities such as totem- 
carving and spirit dancing have had a 
higher profile since Indians began press¬ 
ing their claims in recent years. 

The Squamish men work at jobs on the 
docks, in construction and logging. 

But much of the pride among the 1,300 
Squamish comes from their success at 
grappling with the white man’s economy. 

THE BAND HAS 24 reserves on the 
North Shore and up Howe Sound—six of 
them containing residential communi¬ 
ties—and an extensive housing program 
funded largely by lease revenues. 

Lease revenues total $1.5 million a 
year from the Park Royal shopping 
centre, three Park Royal Tower apart¬ 
ment blocks, the International Plaza 
Hotel and other reserve lands. 

Lease revenues produce two-thirds of 
the money spent on maintaining reserve 
services and projects, leaving only $1 in 
every $3 spent for the federal Indian 
affairs department to put up. 

THE DEPARTMENT—and taxpay¬ 
ers—pay 88 cents of every dollar spent to 
maintain the average reserve in B.C. 

The housing project that gives the 
band most pride is a 120-unit townhou.se 
which provides a home for 600 band 
members on the Mission reserve. 

Three years ago, the band and the 
department had a joint urban design 
study done of the Capilano reserve with a 
view to developing a 2,000-unit hous¬ 
ing park, but that has been deferred 
for reassessment.

Key U.S. fighter wing 
flunks readiness test 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The U.S. Air Force’s pres¬ 
tigious First Tactical 
Fighter Wing has flunked a 
test to determine its com¬ 
bat readiness in the event it 
must be deployed to the 
Middle East, the Washing¬ 
ton Star reported. 

The unit, based at Lang¬ 
ley air station in Virginia, 
had only 23 of its 66 F-15 
fighters “mission capable” 
during a test last month, 
the newspaper said. 

An air force spokesman 
said the military branch 
was not prepared to com¬ 
ment immediately on the 
Star report. 

Inspectors from the air 


force’s Tactical Air Com¬ 
mand said they found a 
lack of experienced man¬ 
power and a shortage of 
spare parts to keep the so¬ 
phisticated aircraft com¬ 
bat ready. 

The newspaper said that 
later in the mobilization 
test, which began June 7,14 
more of the fighters were 
readied, but by the time 
they were functioning, the 
deadline had passed for a 
simulated rapid deploy¬ 
ment to the Middle East. 

Air force inspectors told 
the newspaper the wing’s 
performance was so bad 
during the five-day readi¬ 
ness test that the whole 


operation collapsed in con¬ 
fusion and the inspectors 
gave up after the second 
day. 

“That was extremely 
.rare,” Brig. Gen. Albert 
Rogers, deputy chief of 
TAC’s headquarter’s staff, 
was quoted as saying. “It’s 
probably the first time it’s 
happened in our corporate 
memory.” 

McDonnell Douglas, 
manufacturers of the F-15, 
have advertised the air¬ 
craft as “ready for flight 
more often than any other 
U.S. Air Force fighter be¬ 
cause it is easy to maintain 
and support.’’

Coin puts shroud 
in 30 AD period 


CHICAGO (AP) — 
The Shroud of Turin, a 
cloth which some be¬ 
lieve was used to wrap 
the body of Jesus Christ 
for burial, can be traced 
to the time Jesus was 
crucified, a Loyola Uni¬ 
versity researcher 
says. 

Tiny marks on the shroud 
have been identified al¬ 
most positively as the im 
pression of a coin minted 
during the reign of Pontius 
Pilate, Rev. Francis Filas, 
a professor of theology, 
said in a copyright article 
he released this week. 

Pilate was the Roman 
governor of Palestine 
around 30 AD, the time 
when biblical scholars be¬ 
lieve Christ was crucified. 
Filas said his evidence on 
the shroud's authenticity 
was as conclusive as any 
that scientific tests could 
produce. 

“I don’t see any hole in 
the evidence,” Filas said. 

The shroud, which is 
about 4.2 metres long and 
1.5 metres wide, has been 
kept in a cathedral in 
Turin, Italy, since 1578. It 
bears the sepia-colored 
outline of a man and what 
appear to be blood stains 
near the figure's head, 
side, hands and feet. 

Filas said photographic 
negatives of the shroud 
show, over the figure's 
right eye, marks resem¬ 
bling a small staff and four 
Greek letters that are part 
of the inscription “Of Ti¬ 
berias Caesar.” Coin ex¬ 
perts say the staff, called a 
lituus, appears only on 
coins minted during Pi¬ 
late’s reign. 


Route 
loser 
CP Air 
lops 30 


TORONTO (CP) — CP 
Air has cancelled all ser¬ 
vice to Halifax and laid off 
30 employees in the city 
because of a federal cabi¬ 
net decision to award East¬ 
ern Provincial Airways 
non-stop service between 
Halifax and Toronto. 

E. W. Ogden, CP Air’s 
vice-president for Eastern 
Canada, said the airline's 
officials were “absolutely 
shocked” by last Friday’s 
announcement of the cabi¬ 
net decision, which re¬ 
versed a Canadian Trans¬ 
port Commission ruling 
and took away CP Air’s 
non-stop service between 
Halifax and Toronto. 

The cabinet decision, de¬ 
scribed by Transport Min¬ 
ister Jean-Luc Pepin as a 
compromise, granted CP 
Air the right to provide 
non-stop service between 
Halifax and Montreal and 
Halifax and Ottawa. But 
Ogden said the company 
has no plans to fly either 
route. 

The cabinet made the 
ruling after Eastern Pro¬ 
vincial Airways appealed 
an April 9 transport com¬ 
mission decision awarding 
CP Air the Halifax-Toronto 
service, which it planned to 
start July 7. 

Cancellation of the CP 
Air service means more 
than 4,000 passengers al¬ 
ready booked for the Hali¬ 
fax-Toronto flights will 
have to make other travel 
arrangements. 

Ogden said CP Air spent 
“hundreds of thousands” 
of dollars in start-up costs 
for the abortiveservice. He 
declined to say whether CP 
Air would appeal the cabi¬ 
net ruling.

Filas said he discovered 
the marks accidentally in 
August, 1979, while exa¬ 
mining an enlargement of 
the figure’s face. With the 
help of a Chicago area coin 
dealer, Filas matched the 
markings on the shroud 
with a type of coin minted 
only between 30 AD and 32 
AD. 

Asked whether someone 
might have saved the coins 
and used them for a burial 
later than Christ’s, Filas 
said that is very unlikely 
because the coins went out 
of circulation after Pilate’s 
reign ended in 36 AD. 

Filas said it was virtually 
impossible that the marks 
are the result of chance 
deviation in. the cloth’s 
weave. He speculated that 
the coins were placed over 


the body’s eyes to keep 
them closed in death. 

He said his theory also is 
supported by the findings 
of a group of scientists who 
reported that two three-di- 
mensional buttons ap¬ 
peared to have been placed 
over the eyes of the body 
that was wrapped in 
shroud. 

The scientists, seeking to 
end a controversy about the 
shround’s authenticity, 
conducted a series of tests 
on the cloth in 1978. 

In their report, published 
in the June issue of Nation¬ 
al Geographic magazine, 
the scientists concluded 
that the imprint on the 
cloth was the impression of 
a three-dimensional figure 
which had been wrapped in 
the cloth.

Better trade 
*.must be fair’ 


GREAT FALLS, Mont. (AP) — Kenneth Curtis, U.S. 
ambassador to Canada, says he would like to see 
trade expanded between the two countries. 

But any trade liberalization must bring mutual bene 
fits and must be reasonably proportioned so both coun¬ 
tries would receive a fair share, Curtis said. 

He spoke to about 170 people from both countries 
attending a trade and tourism conference sponsored by v 
Montana Democratic Senator Max Baucus. 

Curtis said the greatest competition between the 
United States and Canada was in the grain trade. He said 
that between them, the two countries produce about 70 per 
cent of the world trade in food grains. 

J. Allen Adair, Alberta’s tourism and small business 
minister, spoke of the province’s energy resources. 
He said Alberta had 85 per cent of Canada’s oil reserves, 
80 per cent of its economically-recoverable natural gas, 
and sand deposits estimated to contain a trillion barrels of 
oil. 

Adair and Robert Herzstein, a trade officials in the 
U.S. commerce department, agreed that Canada and the 
United States were moving closer to free trade between 
the two countries. 

They said U.S.-Canadian trade amounts to more than 
$70 billion a year and was climbing steadily.

One point that meat-and potatoes 
type eaten and gourmets will often 
agree on Is that roast beef just isn’t 
roast beef without a touch of horse¬ 
radish on the side of the plate. But 
while the prepared stuff we buy in 
the supermarkets isn't all bad eating, 
you haven’t really lived until you 
have tasted the creamy white condi¬ 
ment freshly grated from your own 
home-grown roots. 

And at today’s prices, a standing 
rib roast deserves the best accom¬ 
paniments you can give it, having 
brazened a third mortgage in order 
to wrest it from the butcher’s vault. 
Because it will grow anywhere— 
even in the lawn if it gets the chance 
—horseradish usually gets the short 
end of the stick in our gardening 
operations. In fact, judging by my 
mail, most gardeners are more con¬ 
cerned with how to get rid of it rather 
than how to grow it. 

Actually, this neglect is a mistake 
for when it is left to go its own way, 
horseradish develops rapidly into a 
weedy mat, invading other parts of 
the garden and producing twisted, 
distorted roots which are stringy in 
texture and bitter in flavor. 

But properly cared for, horserad¬ 
ish will grow stout, straight roots 
which are easy to grate or put through 
the grinder and its flavor is sweet and

palatable, in spite of Its pungent 

Annual overhauling should be the 
rule with horseradish for in this way 
It doesn’t escape to become a nui¬ 
sance In other parts of the garden, 
justifying the conventional wisdom 
that a weed is simply any plant 
growing where It Isn’t wanted. 

And since the roots are complete¬ 
ly hardy, it’s a job that you can safely 
leave undl late summer or early fall, 
leaving the plants enough time to get 
themselves nicely established and 
settled down before the arrival of 
colder weather. 

However, necessity may demand 
its relocation now. Taken up while 
the soil is a bit on the dry side and 
nicely workable, the roots come up 
clean and whole—important, because 
if you leave even as much as one tiny 
bit of root unlifted, it will go on 
sprouting in all directions much like 
our old arch-enemy, couch grass. 

Once the horseradish plants are 
out of the ground, they can be divided 
into pieces with single crowns. Select 
the vigorous, youngish portions, dis¬ 
carding the old, tough veterans. 

If more than one “eye” or growth 
bud can be seen in the top of a piece 
to be replanted, dig out the excess 
buds with the point of a pocket knife 
to encourage the production of thick, 
straight sticks. 


Remember too that you can’t 
duce palatable, well-flavored roots 
from poor soil, so while the roots }re 
out of the ground, you’d better get in 
a few licks on the bed so fertility JrJII 
be maintained, whether you’re put¬ 
ting them back into the same situ or 
removing them to another neighbor 
hood in your garden. 

One bucketful of mellow old rot 
ted manure plus half a cupful of 
chemical fertilizer per square yard 
will work wonders but it must be 
mixed intimately with the soil all the 
way down to the full depth of your 
spade. On no account should fresh 
manure be used as this produces 
forked and distorted roots—it must 
be so well rotted that it looks aliQost 
like earth. 

With the soil so enriched, the!bed 
should be trodden for horseradish 
detests loose soil. After raking,‘"the 
roots may be planted, right en<bup, 
vertically in the soil, spaced 12 inanes 
(30 cm) apart each way, and witlQwo 
inches (5 cm) of soil over the top of 
the root. 

If most of the roots dug up are 
needed for grating or grinding,.ithe 
pieces selected for replanting cafl be 
made to go further by splitting them 
lengthwise before setting them ifcthe 
soil. Better mark the strips in some 
way so you won’t go planting tSem 
upside down. 

And enjoy that standing rib. •

We’ve grown all too ac¬ 
customed to the idea that 
Johnny can’t read. A Time 
cover story has just docu¬ 
mented another gloomy 
slogan: “Teacher can’t 
teach.” But are we really 
ready for the latest bad 
news? According to a study 
sponsored by the American 
Association of Advertising 
Agencies, Johnny and 
teacher and practically 
everybody else in the coun¬ 
try lack even the compe¬ 
tence to grasp what they 
see and hear on television. 

In 12 major U.S. cities, 
2,700 people were shown 
two 30-second videotapes. 
Sometimes the subject was 
a commercial. Sometimes 
it was a news clip. Some¬ 
times it was a scene from 
programs like Charlie's 
Angels or Bamaby Jones. 
The viewers then were 
asked six simple true-and- 
false questions about each 
tape. 

Nearly 30 per cent of a 
total of 32,400 questions 
were answered incorrect¬ 
ly. Only 3.5 per cent of the 
test-takers got all the an¬ 
swers right. Your average 
responder misunderstood 
one-quarter to one-third of 
what he or she saw. 

And this occurred when 
everybody, presumably, 
was paying attention.

The National Assess¬ 
ment of Education 
Progress tells us that the 
achievements of 17-year- 
olds in writing, in mathe¬ 
matics, in history have 
been declining steadily 
over the past 10 years. A 
New York Times headline 
of a week or so ago casually 
announced: “25 per cent in 
sophomore year at City U. 
fail a basic-skills testing 
program.” One hears rou¬ 
tinely of high school gradu¬ 
ates—and indeed college 
graduates—who are judged 
to be functionally illiter¬ 
ate. 

What does all this have to 
do with the fact that we do 
not seem to be vei^ good at 
receiving audio-visual 
messages either? The truth 
is, television has an effect 
on the way all of us grasp— 
comprehend—everything. 
Television is turned on in 
the typical American 
household more than six 
hours a day. By the time 
American children reach 
18 they have watched an 
average of 15,000 hours of 
television—far more hours 
than they have spent in the 
classroom. 

Television has become 
the prevailing form of com¬ 
munication. We log in all 
this practice at it. And still 


we don’t get it. The mes¬ 
sages fly past us. 

Writing in New York 
magazine, William Wolf 
observes that television 
has produced a different 
breed of moviegoers; the 
viewers who chat as if they 
were watching the tube in 
their own living room. 
What kind of readers, then, 
does it produce? 

There is something fa 
mously half-attentive— 
lotus-land—about the way 
we watch TV. Semi-reclin¬ 
ing, one pseudo-watches, 
one pseudo-listens, and one 
drifts. Images float over 
one’s passive conscious¬ 
ness like a green sea. 

Television can be the 
nearest thing to sleep. 

Do we carry our habits of 
perception (and our lax 
muscles) from the TV 
room to the classroom—to 
life? Does our low-level ef¬ 
fort at comprehension- 
dim as a night light—fin¬ 
ally fall below even the 
mental requirements of 
television entertainment? 
Like teeth grown used to 
soft food, must we be fed 
ever softer food in a declin¬ 
ing cycle toward mush? 

There is no single expla¬ 
nation, of course, for the 
flagging of a certain alert 
ness—for our increasing 
failure to catch on. But 


maybe we should eonsjjier 
the possibility that we ean 
not get things straight^ 
cause we cannot find>4he 
words—a predicament that 
audio-visual aids and com¬ 
puters stuffed with irifor 
mation may only mgke 
worse. 

As Richard Mitchel 
(“The Underground Gram 
marian”) has pointed out 
in his book, Less Tflan 
Words Can Say. 

“A line runs from the 
meditations of the heart to 
the words of the mouth. 
The meditations are not 
clear to us until the mouth 
utters its words. If what the 
mouth utters is unclear or 
foolish or mendacious, it 
must be that the medita 
tions are the same. Butrjhe 
line runs both ways, the 
word of the mouth ^ill 
become the meditation? of 
the heart, and the habit of 
loose talk loosens the tes 
tenings of our understand 
ing.’* : 

This is why the medttat 
ing heart sinks § little when 
a commentator on fhe 
scores of the television test 
pronounces them to'be 
“overhwelming evidence 
of built-in errors in the 
comprehensive process.” 

That says—or rather, 
doesn’t say—it all. 



They are moving desks and cabi¬ 
nets around in the large room next to 
my cubbyhole, getting ready to wel¬ 
come a new radio and TV critic, who 
has came over to my local paper with 
a roll of drums and a flourish of 
trumpets. If I gave him anything, it 
would be a hand-crocheted icepack 
for his burning eyes and aching 
head. 

Some of the older hands on the staff 
were heard to grumble lowly about 
the new fellow’s reputed contract and 
salary, as compared with theirs, but 
they have not thought the whole 
thing out clearly. Someone who is 
contractually forced to watch TV 
night and day, all week and all year 
long, deserves unstinted salary, ad¬ 
miration, and even awe. 

You could not pay me a million 
dollars to sit in front of that tube and 
make mashed potatoes out of my 
brains by staring at an unending 
procession of inanities, vulgarities, 
grotesqueries, and downright insults 
to human intelligence that masquer-

ade as entertainment on commer¬ 
cial TV. 

And for a man to have to do this for 
a living, to take it seriously, to squan¬ 
der his mental powers and emo¬ 
tional resources in so relentless a 
fashion, surely rivals those heroic 
figures who skip blithely along the 
top girders of a skyscraper. Lord 
knows, they are both worth every 
penny they can get, for as long as they 
can stick to the job. 

Consider that here is a man who, in 
prime time every evening and for 
much of the weekend, has to keep his 
head in front of a TV screen, taking 
notes, making invidious compari¬ 
sons, watching thousands of com¬ 
mercials (how many times can you go 
to the bathroom?), listening to fatu¬ 
ous news commentators and self-sa¬ 
tisfied game-show conductors, while 
pretending that any of this is fulfill¬ 
ing some consequential task in the 
functioning of society. 

Other kinds of critics have it rela¬ 
tively easy. As a drama critic for 


some 35 years, 1 ambled to the the¬ 
ater once a week, rarely more. Mtisic 
and art and dance crities have about 
the same unstrenuous schedule* un 
less they are gluttons for punishment, 
as some are. But a radio-TV critiShas 
no more personal freedom thflh a 
prisoner on Death Row. 

This young fellow has to be sflirth 
his money, no matter how he turns 
out. Most of it, if he is sn&rt. 
ought to go into a trust fund for 
restoring his sanity at the end of his 
contract: something like a year of 
total isolation in a Swiss sanatorium 
with nothing but flowers, good tooks 
and Mozart chamber music wtfted 
into his sealed room. 

Just a half hour of morbid fascina¬ 
tion, watching Barbara Waited in¬ 
terview three show biz females al»out 
their silly love lives and stupid ca¬ 
reers, gave me a heightened appre¬ 
ciation of what a TV criticjias 
to endure. He ought to get more dough 
than a basketball centre.

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MP Skelly urges Canadian merchant marine 


COURTENAY — Adoption of a four-point 
program to create a Canadian merchant marine 
fleet has been called for by Ray Skelly, MP for 
Comox-Powell River. 

The New Democratic Party member said in a 
letter to Transport Minister Jean-Luc Pepin that 
if effective legislation was introduced, an esti¬ 
mated 40,000 jobs in shipping and related indus¬ 
tries would be created and a significant portion of 


the $3.5 billion annually lost by this coun¬ 
try through use of vessels registered outside 
would make an important difference in the 
balance of payments. 

Skelly called for repatriation of Canadian 
ships now operating under foreign flags to form 
the nucleus of a Canadian fleet, adoption of the 
United Nations conference on trade and develop¬ 


ment regulations for trading partners, insuring 
that at least 40 per cent of Canadian goods are 
carried on Canadian ships, restrictions on Cana¬ 
dian coastal and intercoastal trade to Canadian 
flag ships built in this country and guarantees 
that all minerals, petroleum and associated 
services in the Arctic are carried on Cana¬ 
dian-registered ships. 

Skelly said that “Canada has a deepsea fleet 


of 185 ships, of which 11 sail under foreign flags of 
convenience.” 

“In fact, Canada has only four ships regis¬ 
tered here that are now fully dedicated to deep- 
sea shipping. 

“Ships registered outside the country are 
generally built outside the country and do not pay 
Canadian taxes or employ Canadian crews.” 


Brief 
urges 
Grade 1 
changes 

PARKSVILLE — Pri¬ 
mary teachers want to see 
a phased in program and a 
shortened day over the full 
term for Grade 1 students 
in the fall. 

The Parksville-Qualicum 
Primary Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation recently presented 
a brief at a recent educa¬ 
tion meeting, stating its 
proposal. 

The brief called for a 
I'^-hour day, excluding 
lunch hour, for the Grade 1 
students to help the chil¬ 
dren adjust to the transi¬ 
tion from kindergarten. 

The teachers felt the 
change from a 2^-hour, ac¬ 
tivity-filled kindergarten 
program to a five-hour day 
in Grade 1 ”is too ex¬ 
treme.” 

They pointed out many 
children are physically un¬ 
able to cope with a five- 
hour day. 

The teachers also offered 
two methods for a phased- 
in program. 

In the first, all students 
would attend the first day 
for half a day, then only 
five to eight students would 
come for the next two days. 

On the fourth day. an¬ 
other group of five to eight 
would bo added, and fin¬ 
ally, on the sixth day, all 
remaining students would 
be there. 

In the second scenario, 
students would be split into 
two groups. 

Both groups would attend 
for the first day, with only 
the first group coming the 
next two days. 

Then the second group 
would attend for the fourth 
and fifth days. On the sixth 
day, all students would be 
in class. 

The teachers said these 
examples of the phase-in 
would provide “a more 
realistic and relaxed intro¬ 
duction” for the children. 

The school board will 
consider the proposal. 

Also at the education 
meeting, held at the Parks- 
ville elementary, reports 
on two pilot projects in¬ 
volving local schools were 
heard. 

Members were briefed 
on the progress of the gift- 
ed-enriched project, and on 
the “protected” Grade 1 
class. 


Deadline 
on taxes 
passes 

Municipal halls in Vic¬ 
toria, Saanich and Esqui¬ 
mau were busy Wednesday 
as property owners hurried 
to beat the deadline and 
avoid paying the taxman a 
five per cent late-payment 
penalty.

Minimum set in Cordova Bay 


A policy establishing a minimum 10,000-square- 
foot lot size for single-family dwellings in Cordova 
Bay was adopted by Saanich council’s committee-of- 
the whole at a public meeting Wednesday. 

However, aldermen rejected an amendment which 
would increase the population to 7,200 by 1996. Council 
agreed at an earlier meeting to limit growth in the next 16 
years to 6,500. 

A MAJORITY of the committee argued that setting 
the minimum 10,000-square-foot lot size would tend to 
look after population growth. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said he favored a housing 
mix in each Saanich community but agreed that the 


topography of a considerable area of Cordova Bay would 
not allow lots as small as 10,000 square feet, “and that 
should free up some population capacity and allow us to do 
a better job of creating lifestyle alternatives.” 

POPULATION COULD be limited by the zoning map 
and by planning staff reorganizing a density map included 
in the local area plan, said Aid. Howard Sturrock. 

Aid. Geoffrey Vantreight urged the committee to en¬ 
dorse the motion creating a 10.000-square-foot mini¬ 
mum and called for support of the 7.200 population 
limit. 

“I’m definitely opposed to smaller lot sizes in Cor¬ 
dova Bay because of the topography,” he said. 


Cowichan region , B.C. 
clash on zoning change

DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley Regional District 
and the municipal affairs ministry are at logger- 
heads concerning CVRD’s proposed zoning amend¬ 
ments to the Shawnigan Settlement Plan. 

The conflict arose concerning a proposed 
change in zoning from R-3 and A-2 to R-2, which 
would permit Burnum Developments, owners of a 
mobile home site at Shawnigan, Northgate Roads, 
near the Bamberton haulout road, to develop one- 
acre lots for single-family dwellings. ' 

Planner Dave Paras said the R-3 to R-2 pro¬ 
posed move was actually downzoning, but a small 
area of the land in question was A-2 and this would 
be upzoning. 

“But as most of the property is currently zoned 
for mobile home sites, the over all zoning, including 
that area in A-2, would be a downzoning.” 

Municipal Affairs’ Assistant Deputy Minister 
Chris Woodward, in a letter to the CVRD, noted that 
“the CVRD had only adopted the settlement plan on 
March 26, 1980, and was now requesting a substan¬ 
tial amendment.” 

He pointed out to CVRD that “settlement plans 
are an amalgam of provincial and regional district 
goals, objectives, policies and interests.” 

“It follows that both the regional district and the 
province have an interest in seeing that as much 
as possible of the plan is upheld for as long as pos¬ 
sible. 

“Settlement plans are required to consider the 
amount, type and location of land needed for 
housing over at least five years." 

He said before the ministry could approve such 
an amendment that would bring a “substantial 
amount of land into housing,” so soon after the 
adoption of the plan, the CVRD would have to 
“justify its request” before the ministry culd give it 
further consideration. 

Woodward said the ministry would ajso like to 
know how much vacant land there is in the area 
within the urban and suburban residential designa¬ 
tion in the plan. 

Also, the ministry would like to know how long 
this supply would last at the rate of usage for 
housing construction recently experienced in this 
area. 

“If there are a number of years’ supply, how 
does the board justify an amendment of this size?” 
he asked. 

Woodward said the ministry is also interested in 
knowing why the board denied two other similar ap¬ 


plications for residential purposes in the same area 
in favor of this application. 

Director Dick Stephenson said that “all of 
Woodward’s questions have already been answered, 
except for how much land is available.” 

“The two subdivisions mentioned are complete¬ 
ly irrelevant. 

“The ministry has been misinformed, but cer¬ 
tainly not by this regional district.” 

Director Leo Kuta said that “Woodward has ob¬ 
viously not read our letter sent to him May 22. We 
wiir'have to send him another letter.” 

When director Lome Campbell was advised by 
regional planner Howard Schesser that the zoning 
amendment had been turned down by the Techni¬ 
cal Planning Committee, composed mostly of pro¬ 
vincial government civil servants, he said: 

“We should ask the municipal affairs minister 
if he wants the TPC to run this regional district. If 
so, he should so inform us and we can all resign and 
let them run the district.” 

The CVRD unanimously agreed to write the 
municipal affairs minister, enclosing a copy of the 
Technical Planning Committee’s minutes concern¬ 
ing the proposed zoning amendment. 

Meanwhile, the board moved to set up a subcom¬ 
mittee of public works to advise the board on 
various pesticides and herbicides commonly used 
by industry, agriculture, commerce and private 
householders. 

The board made this decision after learning 
from director Hazel Beech that she had received 
complaints that B.C. Forest Products was spraying 
in the area of Skutz Falls. 

She said: “It’s time the government realized the 
damage caused by using any type of chemical 
spray.” 

Director Buddy Russell said he was not in favor 
of spraying “but some methods were better than 
others and we should stress what methods we are 
against and what should be used.” 

Director Rex Hollett was more cautious, saying 
that “we have to be very careful. How can we say 
don’t use this when we don’t know what they are 
using.” 

“If we don’t know what its effect is, then it 
shouldn’t be used.” 

Director Kuta said that “I don’t know why we in¬ 
volve ourselves with something we actually know 
nothing about. Just to say at every meeting that we 
are against something is ridiculous.” 

“If it’s important, then let’s have subcommittee 
of public works to deal with herbicides and insecti¬ 
cides and their uses, characteristics and effects." 


Log boom shift 
urged to save 
Nanaimo fish 


Canadian Prm 

Seventy-five per cent of 
the once prolific Nanaimo 
River estuary — a major 
contributor to the Georgia 
Strait salmon fishery — 
could be returned to near 
historic fish production 
levels just by changing log 
and tugboat activities, says 
a federal-provincial re¬ 
port. 

With improvements to 
the estuary and parts of the 
river itself the salmon re¬ 
source of the Nanaimo 
Rivercould “approach 340,- 
000 fish representing an an¬ 
nual commercial and sport 
net value (1978) of $1 mil¬ 
lion,” says the two-year 
fish habitat and log man¬ 
agement study of the Nan¬ 
aimo harbor. 

Roughly 2,100 hectares, 
or 73 per cent of the es¬ 
tuary, is used by three 
major forest firms to store 
about 184 million cunits of 
logs, the equivalent of al¬ 
most 181 million telephone 
poles. 

While the estuary, with 
its combination of fresh 
and salt water, is vital for 
salmon it also is important 
to the forest industry be¬ 
cause approximately 13 per 
cent of the total wood 
logged on coastal B.C. is 
processed at Nanaimo. 

The study says that juve¬ 
nile chinook and chum sal¬ 
mon in particular, have a 
high dependency on the es¬ 
tuary where they feed from 
February through July, 
growing and adapting from 
a freshwater to a marine 
environment. 

It notes that since the 
mid-1930’s, juvenile sal¬ 
mon production in the area 
has steadily declined — 


probably starting with in¬ 
land logging practices — 
but has accelerated since 
log storage leases began in 
1950. 

The study says it is “es¬ 
sential that the estuarine 
rearing system be main¬ 
tained at a high level to 
ensure that the fry pro¬ 
duced in the freshwater 
portion of the system have 
a good chance of survival.” 

“Otherwise it is pointless 
to manage the fishery to 
increase the escapement 
for it is not likely to in¬ 
crease the retaining popu¬ 
lation.” 

To bring back the fish¬ 


ery, the researchers rec¬ 
ommend that log storage 
be moved away from the 
Duke Point half of the es¬ 
tuary to the Petroglyph 
Park side where log stor¬ 
age could even be in¬ 
creased. 

This, and a ban on tug¬ 
boat activity in a more than 
960-hectare area, would 
protect the important fish- 
habitat part of the estuary. 

The result, the study 
says, “will permit about 75 
per cent recovery of highly 
productive fish habitat in 
the Nanaimo River estuary 
which is presently impact¬ 
ed by log storage activi 
ties”. 


Sewage protest: 
What’s option? 

Environmentalists want to make sure that sewage is 
not spewed out into the ocean but are not prepared 
to offer alternatives, Victoria Aid. Bob Wright told 
members of the Capital Region Sewage committee 
Wednesday. 

Directors were considering objections from local 
residents to a proposed sewage composting site in the 
Hartland Road area. 

The objections came in reaction to the fourth site 
proposal put forward by regional officials 

Wright noted that the region has been stymied in 
every endeavor to find an acceptable site for eight to 
10 truckloads a day of septic tank effluent 

“These same people who recommend that we should 
not dump into the ocean should come and tell us 
exactly where we should put effluent on the land,” 
said Wright. 

Saanich Aid. Howard Sturrock said llartlanit Road 
residents were bothered by the garbage falling off trucks 
on the way up to Hartland Hoad. They did not want to see 
trucks loaded with the contents of septic tanks added to 
the procession up the road. 

A petition from local residents was recieved by 
directors and will be considered at a later date.

Thousands of people 
swarmed to Parliament Hill 
for the nation’s 113th birthday 
bash Tuesday as Canadians 
from coast to coast celebrated 
the Canada Day holiday with 
bonfires, citizenship ceremon¬ 
ies, sporting events, songs, 
parades and concerts. 

Because of a reduced budget, 
organizers of the national festivi¬ 
ties in Ottawa—dampened by omi¬ 
nous clouds and thunder rum¬ 
blings—had said they were 
attempting to turn the event back 
to the people as a giant sing-song. 

And as it turned out the crowd, 
keyed up for a good display of 
fireworks, was in a fine mood for 
being divided into groups to com¬ 
pete for the distinction of being 
the loudest in song. 

The Travellers, a group specia¬ 
lizing in nationalist songs such as 
This Land is Your Land , were the 
first to egg the thousands into 
song and onto their feet. 

Even the dignitaries and others 
seated in a cordoned-off ringside 
area got up and into the swing of 
things, although self-consciously. 


The exception was Governor-Gen¬ 
eral Edward Schreyer, who re¬ 
mained in his chair despite a prod 
from his wife, Lily. 

But he showed his enthusiasm 
later after country singer Wayne 
Kostad sang about a liquor-crazed 
man pursuing a grizzly bear 
through area mountains and into 
the kitchens of the governor-gen¬ 
eral’s official residence. 

Schreyer nipped backstage to 
pick up a Rostad record while rock 
singer Robert Paquette took the 
platform. 

The two-hour $500,000 show also 
featured the Neighborhood Kids, 
the bluegrass band Cody and a 
group of Quebec folk dancers and 
fiddlers called LaTurlutaine. 

Organizers of the nationwide 
celebrations had to work with a 
$2 million budget, slashed from 
$3.8 million the year before. But 
festivities like the Ottawa show got 
added impetus from the breaking 
in of O Canada as the country’s of¬ 
ficial anthem. 

A colorful proclamation cere*, 
mony was held on Parliament Hillf 
at noon as Canadians from coast to* 
coast were supposed to drop what¬ 
ever they were doing to sing the 
anthem. 


And people at local events in 
numerous cities did just that. 

Radio stations, airlines, train 
stations played the anthem to pas¬ 
sengers or listeners. In Halifax, a 
group gathered by the harbor to 
sing O Canada. 

And in Toronto, CBC radio went 
right into its noon newscast, draw¬ 
ing fire later for its actions in a 
Globe and Mai/editorial. 

Daytime activites in Toronto 
were low-key but the entertain¬ 
ment centres along the waterfront 
—notably Ontario Place and Har- 
borfront—organized what they 
billed as their biggest and best 
fireworks displays. 

The provincial government 
threw its annual party at Queen’s 
Park, attended by the Muppets’ 
Miss Piggy in her wedding rega¬ 
lia. 

Members of the Queen’s Own 
Rifles, the guard of honor for re¬ 
tiring Lt.-Gov. Pauline McGibbon, 
put on a display of infantry and 
weapons drills typical of the 
1860s. 

In Montreal, there was a five-ki¬ 
lometre parade, street-dancing, 
bonfires, fireworks and a citizen¬ 
ship ceremony but the crowds 
were by no means large. 


In the Maritimes, the activities 
ranged from oxen pulling contests 
to fiddling concerts to ecumenical 
church services. 

The 13 permanent residents of 
Sable Island, an isolated sandspit 
off the Nova Scotia coast, had one 
of the smaller celebrations. 

The Canadian Folk Arts Council 
flew in party decorations. The 
residents ate cake and sang Happy 
Birthday rather than O Canada. 

In Newfoundland, a knot of 100 
persons gathered on the steps of 
the Confederation building in St. 
John’s and sang O Canada and 
Happy Birthday before a flag fly¬ 
ing at half-mast. 

The flag always flies in mourn 
ing on July 1 in that province in 
memory of 800 members of the 
Royal Newfoundland Regiment 
who were slaughtered trying to 
take a French village in the First 
World War. 

In Vancouver, 30,000 persons 
jammed Gastown for a 21-gun sa¬ 
lute, parade and citizenship court. 
After the ceremony, 113 new Cana 
dians and their families devoured 
a gigantic 10-tiered cake repre¬ 
senting Confederation.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Yukon government fears it 
will miss out on lucrative 
oil and gas development off 
its northern coast if the 
federal government honors 
a tentative land claim 
agreement with natives in 
the neighboring Northwest 
Territories. 

It has mounted a vigor¬ 
ous lobby to try to stop 
Ottawa from following 
through on its commitment 
in the agreement to carve 
an 8.000-square-kilometre 
park out of the northern 
Yukon, effectively block¬ 
ing access to the resource- 
rich Beaufort Sea. 

“This leaves the Yukon 
with none of its coastline,” 
the Yukon government 
says in a series of informa¬ 
tion pamphlets being dis¬ 
tributed here. 

“Any significant oil and 
gas fields discovered in 
these northern waters will 
privide a potential source 
of large-scale royalty reve¬ 
nue which at some future 
point might well transform 
the territory's financial 
situation.”

Overture explosive 
but show must go on 


WINDSOR, Ont. (CP) — The show 
must go on—despite injuries—says the 
man who was holding the baton when 
Tchaikovsky’s 1812 Overture had an 
unusually explosive finale Monday 
night. 

Forty-six people attending an out¬ 
door concert received minor injuries 
when explosive charges, a regular 
prop for the masterpiece’s climax, 
misfired, spraying the audience with 
pieces of wire and cardboard. 

The injured were taken to two city 
hospitals and released after treatment 
for cuts and bruises. 

But former Victoria Symphony Or¬ 
chestra conductor Laszlo Gati, who 
was conductor of the Windsor Sym¬ 
phony, said Tuesday the injuries 
should not prevent explosives from 
being used in the show. 

“We have never had such a great 
crowd,” Gati said. He estimated 150,- 
000 were within listening distence of 
the performance. The symphony 
played along the Detroit River in 
downtown Windsor as part of the In¬ 
ternational Freedom Festival, cele¬ 
brated annually in Windsor and De¬ 
troit. 

Gati blamed the crowd for creating 
its own problems. 

“I warned the audience five or six 


times not to stand close to the enclo¬ 
sure (a snow fence surrounding the 
charges),” he said. “The problem was 
simply that people were too close, 
or maybe the enclosure was too small. 

‘‘We learned a lesson. We must 
make the enclosure larger and keep the 
people farther back.” 

The cause of the accident was still 
unknown a day after it happened. 

Harry Hicks, an Ancaster, Ont., ex¬ 
plosives expert who set up the charges, 
was unavailable for comment. Wind¬ 
sor police said they had also been 
unable to contact Hicks, a retired ex¬ 
plosives inspector for the City of 
Hamilton who left Windsor on Tuesday 
morning. 

A .45-kilogram charge of explosives 
was placed in each of the 16 cardboard 
cannisters used to house the charges. 
The explosives were detonated elec¬ 
tronically by a member of the sym¬ 
phony, but not all were set off. 

“It’s like a firecracker," said Gati. 
‘‘There’s no metal involved except for 
a bit of wire.” 

Festival director Lyn Van Austin 
said no decision had been made on the 
concert’s future. 

Festival officials estimate 750,000 
people lined the banks of the river to, 
watch a 45-minute fireworks display' 
following the symphony performance.

The call for a moratori¬ 
um was made last week at 
a meeting of Inuit from 
Canada. Alaska and Green¬ 
land. 

Munro said negotiations 
on Indian land claims are to 
start in August and he ex¬ 
pects an agreement can be 
reached w ithin a year.

External affairs officer 
Harry Jay, Canada’s chief 
air negotiator said the sec¬ 
ond round of the current 
series of air talks held in 
Ottawa adjourned June 19 
to meet again in the United 
Kingdom on July 14 for the 
third round. 

“It begins to look hope¬ 
ful. I am optimistic be¬ 
cause the British have 
made an offer but at this 
stage I cannot go into the 
details.” He said in an in¬ 
terview Wednesday. 

The British last April 
gave notice that Air Can¬ 
ada’s right to fly directly 
from some western cities 
to England and Scotland is 
in jeopardy unless some 
settlement comes out of the 
current series of talks 
which are scheduled to 
carry on into July and prob¬ 
ably be completed with a 
meeting back in Ottawa in 
the fall. The British want 
the right for British Air¬ 
ways to land in Winnipeg, 
Edmonton, Calgary and 
Vancouver. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment has pointed out that 
this is a major concession 
and that it expects some¬ 
thing major in return from 
the British. This could con¬ 
ceivably involve the right 
for Air Canada to fly from 
western Canada to Eng¬ 
land and Scotland and pick 
up passengers there to fly 
on into European or Asian 
centres. 

Air Canada non-stop 
flights between Winnipeg 
and Britain would not be 
affected if the British can¬ 
celled a 1966 agreement 
that gives Air Canada the 
right to fly directly be¬ 
tween some western cities 
and the U.K. The flights 
from Winnipeg are covered 
by a separate agreement. 


The 1966 agreement applies 
to Vancouver, Calgary and 
Edmonton. 

Jay said, “We went into 
these talks with no inten¬ 
tion of keeping the Brit¬ 
ish out of the west. We are 
negotiating on the basis of 
their entry sometime in the 
future.” 

“We have taken the posi¬ 
tion that it is difficult to see 
just how the British can 
compensate us for the right 
to fly into the western trad¬ 
ing centres. After all, the

At the April round of 
talks the British made no 
offers other than the right 
to fly to other centres in 
Britain. But that was dis¬ 
missed by the Canadian 
side as not comparable to 
the right to fly into western 
Canada. It was not an equal 
trade-off. 

“We on our side want 
Canadian airlines to have 


routes that provide growth 
for the future,” said Jay. 

At the Ottawa talks in 
June the British indicated 
they were prepared to 
make more concessions in 
return for the right of entry 
into western Canada. 

In the talks held last 
month the British recog 
nized for the first time that 
some compensation was 
due the Canadian side if the 
Canadians permitted Brit¬ 
ish Airways the right of 
entry into western Canada.

Olympics devour workforce 


MOSCOW (UPI) — It 
looks as though every¬ 
thing is ready for the 
Olympics. But the view 
from the outside is mis¬ 
leading. 

Hundreds of Soviet citizens 
are being pulled off their 
regular jobs to take care of 
the final details of Olympic 
construction, planning, and 
preparation. 

For almost a year now, 
engineering students at 
Moscow State University 
have been foregoing stu¬ 
dies to work on building 
crews for various Olympic 
facilities. One Westerner 
who was an exchange stu¬ 
dent at the school said 
many of his Soviet friends 
were losing a full year of 
school. 

But with less than a 
month before the opening 
ceremonies at Lenin Sta¬ 
dium, manpower shortages 
are forcing the Olympic or¬ 
ganizers to reach into near¬ 
ly every section of the 
economy to find help. 

Some such transfers af¬ 
fect the diplomatic com¬ 
munity. 

The new U.S. embassy 
being constructed in Mos¬ 
cow uses mostly Soviet 
workers, as part of the con¬ 
tractual arrangement. But 
recently, sources at the 
embassy say, fewer and 


fewer workers have been 
turning up. 

The reason? The sources 
believe the workers are 
being diverted to work on 
the Olympic Press Centre, 
which is still a beehive of 
activity in its partially fin¬ 
ished interior. 

A correspondent who 
asked a lunching worker at 
the embassy construction 
site where his collegaues 
were got a shrug and a 
laconic “ Olympiads . ” 

“Tellers at the State 
Bank for Foreign Trade 


have warned customers 
that there will be long lines 
in the next weeks. Em¬ 
ployees are being assigned 
Olympics-related desk 
jobs. 

Inside the press centre, a 
square building of rough- 
hewn marble on one of Mos¬ 
cow’s main streets, Soviet 
soldiers stripped to the 
waist—but still becapped— 
heft heavy boxes of furni¬ 
ture, machinery and prefa¬ 
bricated doors. 

One such soldier-worker, 
in his teens, was so loaded 


down he could not see the 
approaching group of visi¬ 
tors coming down the cor¬ 
ridor. When the collision 
occurred, his reflexes took 
over and he did what any 
soldier would in the same 
situation—he stood ramrod 
straight and saluted. 

The jewel of the new 
Moscow edifices is the 
Olympic village where ath¬ 
letes will be quartered. It 
apparently was good 
enough to show off to Soviet 
President Leonid Brezh 
nev, who led a cavalcade of 


top Soviet politicians 
through the city to inspect 
the premises. 

A week ago, Brezhnev 
officially declared the 
Olympic preparations 
completed and said Mos¬ 
cow was ready to receive 
the Games and the gaze of 
the world. 

He congratulated all 
workers on a job well done. 

No doubt they will appre¬ 
ciate his kind words, as 
soon as they get a free 
moment. 


Old school tie binds Laborite 


LONDON (AP) — Left- 
wing MP Kevin McNamara 
has two sons enrolled at 
Ampleworth, a private 
school in northern Eng¬ 
land. 

McNamara, an avowedly 
ardent socialist and mem¬ 
ber of the Labor party, 
pays $5,300 a yearjn school 
fees, but he may also end 
up paying with his seat in 
Parliament. 

Labor has a longstanding 
— and long unfulfilled- 
commitment to get rid of 
the private schools, re¬ 
garded by many Labor 
MPs as bastions of privi¬ 
lege and the class divisions 


in British society. 

The local Labor party 
council in McNamara’s 
Hull constituency is so out¬ 
raged it voted recently to 
hold a “reselection” con¬ 
ference before choosing its 
candidate for the next gen¬ 
eral election, and con¬ 
demned “public figures 
with double standards in 
education.” 

There’s nothing trivial 
about the row over where 
McNamara’s sons—Julian, 
15, and Edwin, 14—go to 
school. It reflects an age- 
old national argument that 
has education at its start¬ 
ing point, and politics. 


prestige and power at its 
centre. 

Each Conservative party 
administration—including 
the current one—is domin¬ 
ated by the country’s five 
per cent who wear the old 
school tie. 

“Hooray, the chaps are 
back,” sneered the left- 
wing Sunday Mirror when 
state-educated Prime Min¬ 
ister Margaret Thatcher, a 
grocer’s daughter, assem¬ 
bled her cabinet after oust¬ 
ing Labor 13 months ago. 

Of the 22 current minis¬ 
ters, only one, apart from 
Thatcher, went to a state 
school. 


Among the 339 Tory legis¬ 
lators, 204 are from private 
schools, including 50 from 
Eton. 

Even now, Labor—with 
21 private school graduates 
out of 268 legislators—is 
polishing another of its 
blueprints to eliminate, or 
at least make life difficult 
for, the private schools. 

This plan aims to inte¬ 
grate the 2,400 schools into 
the free state system. Pen¬ 
alties for refusal would in¬ 
clude steep university fees 
for students from private 
schools and an end to the 
schools’ tax-free status.

U.K. offers Ulster 
plan on home rule 


LONDON (AP) — The 
British government un¬ 
veiled a plan Wednesday to 
give up some of its political 
control over Northern Ire¬ 
land in a bid for peace, and 
appealed to the people of 
the violence-plagued re¬ 
gion to see it as a “con¬ 
structive approach.” 

As expected. Prime Min¬ 
ister Margaret Thatcher’s 
proposal to set up an 80- 
member assembly in place 
of direct control from Lon¬ 
don—the arrangement for 
the last six years—re¬ 
ceived a mixed reaction in 
Northern Ireland and the 
Irish republic. The plan 
does not address the cru¬ 
cial problem of how the 
Homan Catholic minority 
would share in governing 
Northern Ireland alongside 
the Protestant majority. 

In Northern Ireland, both 
the Social Democratic and 
Labor parties—which rep¬ 
resent the Catholic minor¬ 
ity—and the middle-of-the- 
road Alliance party said 
they were "carefully con¬ 
sidering” the plan. 

But in the Irish Republic, 
Prime Minister Charles 
Haughey and his cabinet 
made it clear the British 
proposals did not go far 
enough. Haughey asked for 
a role in deciding the future 
of Northern Ireland. 

“We are ready to play a 
constructive part in any 
program of discussion that 
may be proposed,” he said. 

Haughey and his ad¬ 
visers were reported to 
want a stronger declara¬ 
tion by Britain encouraging 
Irish unity if Northern Ire¬ 
land consented. 


Mrs. Thatcher’s proposal 
is the latest in a long line of 
attempts to restore politi¬ 
cal stability in Northern 
Ireland. Guerrillas of the 
largely Roman Catholic 
Irish Republican Army 
have been fighting to unite 
the region with the predo¬ 
minantly Catholic Irish Re¬ 
public to the south. 

Every effort by earlier 
governments has failed to 
end the sectarian blood¬ 


shed, which began almost 
11 years ago and has taken 
more than 2,000 lives. 

There was “as much 
chance of a settlement in 
Northern Ireland as Bel¬ 
fast becoming the Vatican 
City,” said Labor party 
lawmaker Lord Leonard 
after the Conservative 
party’s long-awaited dis¬ 
cussion paper on Northern 
Ireland was announced.

Iran raps Soviet ‘spying’ 


TEHRAN (CP) — Ira¬ 
nian Foreign Minister Sa- 
degh Ghotbzadch on Wed¬ 
nesday attacked the Soviet 
Union for espionage activi¬ 
ties and declared that in the 
future the number of Soviet 
and Iranian diplomats in 
each other’s capitals 
should be equal.

The relentless heat wave 
baking the Southwest with 
sizzling 40-degree-plus 
weather for the past 10 
days has contributed to 
nearly 120 deaths, forced 
water rationing in some 
areas, disfigured roads and 
destroyed crops in five 
states, authorities said 
Wednesday. 

Some 450,000 chickens 
were virtually broiled in a 
henhouse near Stilwell, 
Okla., when the fans mal¬ 
functioned—killing them 
all in 10 to 15 minutes—and 
officials in the state 
'♦blamed the heat for the 
deaths of several hogs and 
a. horse. Dust pneumonia 
blamed on the hot, dry 
weather afflicted Texas 
cattle. Meterologists said 
they believed the three mil- 
lion residents of the 
sprawling Dallas-Fort 
Worth area had suffered 
the longest, hottest period 
of any metropolitan area 
that large in American his¬ 
tory. 

The temperature in 
Wichita Falls, Texas, rose 
to 45.5 Celsius, breaking 
the 1969 record of 40. In 
Dallas-Fort Worth, the 
thermometer hit a high of 
43, breaking the 1978 record 
of 40. It was the 10th con¬ 
secutive day the area’s rec¬ 
ord highs were shattered. 

In the Southwest states of 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Missouri and Arkansas, at 
least 119 deaths were linked 
directly or indirectly to the 
heat. Sixty-five of the heat- 
related deaths occurred in 
Dallas-Fort Worth. 

In Missouri, thunder¬ 
storms packing 128-kilo- 
metre-an-hour winds 
spawned at least five tor¬ 
nadoes that unroofed build¬ 
ings and damaged a hospi¬ 
tal. 

At Osage Beach, an 
eight-year-old boy was se¬ 
riously injured when wind 
tore the roof off a wing of 
his parents’ motel and 
dropped it on him. 


Widespread heat damage 
to crops was reported in all 
five states and caused cat¬ 
tle-feeding problems in 
Texas. 

The first signs of a water 
shortage prompted offi¬ 
cials to begin phasing in 
water rationing in Tulsa, 
Okla; Shannon Hills, Ark.; 
Liberty, Mo.; and Sher¬ 
man, Tex.

Deprogramming purely political? 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Friends 
describe Susan Wirth as committed. Her 
parents say she is obsessed. 

Police have been working on her case 
since June 21, when a fellow-teacher 
reported seelhg Miss Wirth dragged 
screaming into a van by two men. Offi¬ 
cials said the van had been rented by her 
mother. 

Dorothy Ehrlich, executive director of 
the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California, said the case was the 
firs^in,memory that might involve the 


abduction of a person for deprogramming 
for political reasons. 

Miss Wirth is a 35-year-old with a PhD 
in Spanish, a widely travelled teacher of 
English as a second language and an 
activist in leftist political causes. She 
is head of the Coalition to Fight the Death 
Penalty and a member yf the Afri¬ 
can People’s Solidarity Committee. 

FRIENDS DESCRIBE her as a 
“warm, dynamic, enthusiastic, deeply 
committed and hard-working woman.” 

Her father, Clifford Wirth of Lans- 


downe, Pa., says she is a member of 
“political cults.” 

Friends and police believe that by now, 
Miss Wirth is in the hands of a depro 
grammer, a person who commonly works 
with families whose children have be¬ 
come involved in religious sects. 

Their methods are'controversial, and 
almost all work underground. 

“This is an extension of what we con¬ 
sider to be a very dangerous practice,” 
Ehrlich said. “You can’t take action into 
your ow n hands.” 

Said Sgt. Al Matteoni, working on the 
case, “She's 35 years old. She’s got a 


PhD. You can’t say she’s incompetent. 
That is kidnapping.” 

POLICE SAY they are unsure whether 
Miss Wirth is still in the area. Wirth, 60, 
says he hasn’t heard from his wife in 
about two weeks. He said his wife, 
Maria, had been distraught over her 
daughter’s "personality change” and had 
hired deprogrammers. 

He said his daughter was obsessed. 

“She was beginning to get a myopic 
viewpoint and trying to sell this stuff, on 
the fringe of fadical, to anyone who would 
listen,” said Wirth. 
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MP Skelly urges Canadian merchant marine fleet 


COURTENAY — Adoption of a four-point 
program to create a Canadian merchant marine 
fleet has been called for by Ray Skelly, MP for 
Comox-Powell River. 

The New Democratic Party member said in a 
letter to Transport Minister Jean-Luc Pepin that 
if effective legislation was introduced, an esti¬ 
mated 40,000 jobs in shipping and related indus¬ 
tries would be created and a significant portion of 


the $3.5 billion annually lost by this coun¬ 
try through use of vessels registered outside 
would make an important difference in the 
balance of payments. 

Skelly called for repatriation of Canadian 
ships now operating under foreign flags to form 
the nucleus of a Canadian fleet, adoption of the 
United Nations conference on trade and develop¬ 


ment regulations for trading partners, insuring 
that at least 40 per cent of Canadian goods are 
carried on Canadian ships, restrictions on Cana¬ 
dian coastal and intercoastal trade to Canadian 
flag ships built in this country and guarantees 
that all minerals, petroleum and associated 
services in the Arctic are carried on Cana¬ 
dian-registered ships. 

Skelly said that “Canada has a deepsea fleet 


of 185 ships, of which 11 sail under foreign flags of 
convenience.” 

“In fact, Canada has only four ships regis¬ 
tered here that are now fully dedicated to deep- 
sea shipping. 

“Ships registered outside the country are 
generally built outside the country and do not pay 
Canadian taxes or employ Canadian crews.” 


Brief 
urges 
Grade 1 
changes 

PARKSVILLE - Pri¬ 
mary teachers want to see 
a phased-in program and a 
shortened day over the full 
term for Grade 1 students 
ip the fall. 

The Parksville-Qualicum 
Primary Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation recently presented 
a brief at a recent educa¬ 
tion meeting, stating its 
proposal. 

The brief called for a 
4^-hour day, excluding 
lunch hour, for the Grade 1 
students to help the chil¬ 
dren adjust to the transi¬ 
tion from kindergarten. 

The teachers felt the 
change from a 2 l ^-hour, ac¬ 
tivity-filled kindergarten 
program to a five-hour day 
in Grade 1 “Is too ex¬ 
treme.” 

They pointed out many 
children are physically un¬ 
able to cope with a five- 
hourday. 

The teachers also offered 
two methods for a phased- 
in program. 

In the first, all students 
would attend the first day 
for half a day. then only- 
five to eight students would 
come for the next two days. 

On the fourth day, an¬ 
other group of five to eight 
would be added, and fin¬ 
ally, on the sixth day, all 
remaining students would 
be there. 

In the second scenario, 
students would be split into 
two groups. 

Both groups would attend 
for the first day, with only 
the first group coming the 
next two days. 

Then the second group 
would attend for the fourth 
and fifth days. On the sixth 
day, all students would be 
in class. 

The teachers said these 
examples of the phase-in 
would provide ”a more 
realistic and relaxed intro¬ 
duction” for the children. 

The school board will 
consider the proposal. 

Also at the education 
meeting, held at the Parks- 
ville elementary, reports 
on two pilot projects in¬ 
volving local schools were 
heard. 

Members were briefed 
on the progress of the gift- 
ed-enriched project, and on 
the “protected” Grade 1 
class.

Cowichan region , B.C 
clash on zoning chang

DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley Regional District 
and the municipal affairs ministry are at logger¬ 
heads concerning CVRD’s proposed zoning amend¬ 
ments to the Shawnigan Settlement Plan. 

The conflict arose concerning a proposed 
change in zoning from R-3 and A-2 to R-2, which 
jvould permit Bumum Developments, owners of a 
mobile home site at Shawnigan, Northgate Roads, 
near the Bamberton haulout road, to develop one- 
acre lots for single-family dwellings. 

Planner Dave Paras said the R-3 to R-2 pro¬ 
posed move was actually downzoning, but a small 
area of the land in question was A-2 and this would 
be upzoning. 

“But as most of the property is currently zoned 
for mobile home sites, the over all zoning, including 
that area in A-2, would be a downzoning.” 

Municipal Affairs’ Assistant Deputy Minister 
Chris Woodward, in a letter to the CVRD, noted that 
“the CVRD had only adopted the settlement plan on 
March 26, 1980, and was now requesting a substan¬ 
tial amendment.” 

He pointed out to CVRD that “settlement plans 
are an amalgam of provincial and regional district 
goals, objectives, policies and interests.” 

“It follows that both the regional district and the 
province have an interest in seeing that as much 
as possible of the plan is upheld for as long as pos¬ 
sible. J 

“Settlement plans ^re required to consider the 
amount, type and location of land needed for 
housing over at least five years.” 

He said before the ministry could approve such 
an amendment that would bring a “substantial 
amount of land into housing,” so soon after the 
adoption of the plan, the CVRD would have to 
‘‘justify its request” before the ministry culd give it 
further consideration. 

Woodward said the ministry would also like to 
know how much vacant land there is in the area 
within the urban and suburban residential designa¬ 
tion in the plan. 

Also, the ministry would like to know how long 
this supply would last at the rate of usage for 
housing construction recently experienced in this 
area. 

“If there are a number of years’ supply, how 
does the board justify an amendment of this size?” 
he asked. 

Woodward said the ministry is also interested in 
knowing why the board denied two other similar ap¬ 


plications for residential purposes in the same area 
in favor of this application. 

Director Dick Stephenson said that “all of 
Woodward’s questions have already been answered, 
except for how much land is available.” 

“The two subdivisions mentioned are complete¬ 
ly irrelevant. 

“The ministry has been misinformed, but cer¬ 
tainly not by this regional district.” 

Director Leo Kuta said that “Woodward has ob¬ 
viously not read our letter sent to him May 22. We 
will have to send him another letter.” 

When director Lome Campbell was advised by 
regional planner Howard Schesser that the zoning 
amendment had been turned down by the Techni¬ 
cal Planning Committee, composed mostly of pro¬ 
vincial government civil servants, he said: 

“We should ask the municipal affairs minister 
jj he wants the TPC to run this regional district. If 
so, he should so inform us and we can all resign and 
let them run the district.” 

The CVRD unanimously agreed to write the 
municipal affairs minister, enclosing a copy of the 
Technical Planning Committee’s minutes concern¬ 
ing the proposed zoning amendment. 

Meanwhile, the board moved to set up a subcom¬ 
mittee of public works to advise the board on 
various pesticides and herbicides commonly used 
by industry, agriculture, commerce and private 
householders. 

The board made this decision after learning 
from director Hazel Beech that she had received 
complaints that B.C. Forest Products was spraying 
in the area of Skutz Falls. 

She said: “It’s time the government realized the 
damage caused by using any type of chemical 
spray.” 

Director Buddy Russell said he was not in favor 
of spraying “but some methods were better than 
others and we should stress what methods we are 
against and what should be used.” 

Director Rex Hollett was more cautious, saying 
that “we have to be very careful. How can we say 
don’t use this when we don’t know what they are 
using.” 

“If we don’t know what its effect is, then it 
shouldn’t be used.” 

Director Kuta said that “I don’t know why we in¬ 
volve ourselves with something we actually know 
nothing about. Just to say at every meeting that we 
are against something is ridiculous.” 

“If it’s important, then let’s have subcommittee 
of public works to deal with herbicides and insecti¬ 
cides and their uses, characteristics and effects.”

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Youth jailed for striking Mountie 


An IH-yrar-old Colwood 
youth who struck an RCMP 
officer three times in the 
face Monday night was 
given a 15-day jail sentence 
Wednesday in Victoria pro¬ 
vincial court 

Darren John Carter, of 21 
Atkins, pleaded guilty to 
assaulting Constable Ro¬ 
bert George Miller of the 
Colwood RCMP detach¬ 
ment. 

Crown counsel Wayne 
Smith told Judge Blake 
Allan the incident began 
about 8 p.m. Monday when 
police were called to Thetis 
Lake Park by a lifeguard 
having problems with 
youths. 

Smith said that when 
officers arrived, Carter 
was on a lawn area trying 
to start a fight at a picnic 


table with two men who 
wanted no part of it. When 
requested to leave, Carter 
continued to invite the men 
to fight and refused to 
leave. 

Miller placed Carter 
under arrest for being 
drunk in a public place and 
placed a hand on Carter’s 
shoulder to escort him 
away. The youth then chal 
lenged the officer to a fight 
and. when touched again, 
began grappling with the 
officer. 

Both fell into a shallow 
ditch and Carter broke free 
for a short time before 
being caught. He then hit 
Miller three times in the 
face, giving him a cut bot¬ 
tom lip and bruised left 
eye.

bolstered revolver.

JUDGE LORNF Pearce 
handed a 30-year-old man a 
nine-month jail term on 
five counts of using a stolen 
credit card. 

.Karel Krai, also known 
as Ronald Zahara, of no 
fixed address, was given 
the sentence 10 days after 
his companion, 28-year-old 
Jackie Dorothy Horwood, 
received a three-month jail 
term from the same judge 
for 16 counts of the same 
offence and one count of 
impersonation. 

The stolen credit card 
was part of the contents in 
a wallet taken June 6 in a 
cabaret at Nat Bailey’s 
Villa in Nanaimo.

record for convictions in 
Victoria provincial court, 
was given another 30-day 
jail sentence after he 
pleaded guilty to wilful 
damage.

On Friday, July 11, 
Premier Peter Lough- 
eed and 18 of his 29- 
member cabinet will 
come to Victoria for a 
full day’s- session with 
the 20-member B.C. 
cabinet to “discuss mat¬ 
ters of mutual inter¬ 
est.” 

Premier Bennett made 
the announcement in a 
brief statement to the 
Legislature Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon, then dodged fur¬ 
ther questions. 

In Alberta, a full press 


conference was called to 
make the announcement. 

It was stated in Edmon¬ 
ton that energy matters 
would be high on the agen¬ 
da for what Bennett de¬ 
scribed as “a historic, 
first-time-in-history joint 
cabinet meeting.” 

The meeting will be held 
at Victoria’s Government 
House. 

In recent months, Alber¬ 
ta has been fighting Ottawa 


on oil-pricing issues while 
B.C. has been hinting at 
federal interference in nat 
ural gas export prices and 
the development of north¬ 
eastern B.C. coal re¬ 
sources.

U.K. offers Ulster 
plan on home rule 


LONDON (AP) — The 
British government un 
veiled a plan Wednesday to 
give up some of its political 
control over Northern Ire¬ 
land in a bid for peace, and 
appealed to the people of 
the violence-plagued re¬ 
gion to see it as a “con¬ 
structive approach.” 

As expected. Prime Min¬ 
ister Margaret Thatcher’s 
proposal to set up an 80- 
member assembly in place 
of direct control from Lon¬ 
don—the arrangement for 
the last six years—re¬ 
ceived a mixed reaction in 
Northern Ireland and the 
Irish republic. The plan 
does not address the cru¬ 
cial problem of how the 
Roman Catholic minority 
would share in governing 
Northern Ireland alongside 
the Protestant majority. 

In Northern Ireland, both 
the Social Democratic and 
Labor parties—which rep¬ 
resent the Catholic minor¬ 
ity—and the middle-of-the- 
road Alliance party said 
they were “carefully con¬ 
sidering" the plan. 

But in the Irish republic, 
Priirte Minister Charles 
Ilaughey and his cabinet 
made it clear the British 
proposals did not go far 
enough. Ilaughey asked for 
a role in deciding the future 
of Northern Ireland. 

“We are ready to play a 
constructive part in any 
program of discussion that 
may be proposed,” he said. 

Ilaughey and his ad¬ 
visers were reported to 
want a stronger declara¬ 
tion by Britain encouraging 
Irish unity if Northern Ire¬ 
land consented. 


Mrs. Thatcher's proposal 
is the latest in a long line of 
attempts to restore politi¬ 
cal stability in Northern 
Ireland. Guerrillas of the 
largely Roman Catholic 
Irish Republican Army 
have been fighting to unite 
the region with the predo¬ 
minantly Catholic Irish re¬ 
public to the south. 

Every effort by earlier 
governments has failed to 
end the sectarian blood¬ 


shed, which began almost 
11 years ago and has taken 
more than 2.000 lives. 

There was “as much 
chance of a settlement in 
Northern Ireland as Bel¬ 
fast becoming the Vatican 
City,’’ said Lalbor party 
lawmaker Lord Leonard 
after the Conservative 
party’s long-awaited dis¬ 
cussion paper on Northern 
Ireland was announced.

Iran raps Soviet ‘spying’ 


TEHRAN (CP) — Ira¬ 
nian Foreign Minister Sa- 
degh Ghotbzadeh on Wed¬ 
nesday attacked the Soviet 
Union for espionage activi¬ 
ties and declared that in the 
future the number of Soviet 
and Iranian diplomats in 
each other’s capitals 
should be equal.

The relentless heat wave 
baking the Southwest with 
sizzling 10-degree-plus 
weather for the past 10 
days has contributed to 
nearly 120 deaths, forced 
water rationing in some 
areas, disfigured roads and 
destroyed crops in five 
states, authorities said 
Wednesday. 

Some 450.000 chickens 
were virtually broiled in a 
henhouse near Stilwell, 
Okla., when the fans mal¬ 
functioned—killing them 
all in 10 to 15 minutes—and 
officials in the state 
blamed the heat for the 
deaths of several hogs and 
a horse. Dust pneumonia 
blamed on the hot. dry 
weather afflicted Texas 
cattle. Meterologists said 
they believed the three mil 
lion residents of the 
sprawling Dallas-Fort 
Worth area had suffered 
the longest, hottest period 
of any metropolitan area 
that large in American his¬ 
tory. 

The temperature in 
Wichita Falls. Texas, rose 
to 45.5 Celsius, breaking 
the 1909 record of 40. In 
Dallas-Fort Worth, the 
thermometer hit a high of 
43, breaking the 1978 record 
of 40. It was the 10th con¬ 
secutive day the area’s rec¬ 
ord highs were shattered. 

In the Southwest states of 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas. 
Missouri and Arkansas, at 
least 119 deaths were linked 
directly or indirectly to the 
heat. Sixty-five of the heat- 
related deaths occurred in 
Dallas-Fort Worth. 

In Missouri, thunder¬ 
storms packing 128-kilo- 
met re-an-hour winds 
spawned at least five tor¬ 
nadoes that unroofed build

Deprogramming purely political? 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Friends 
describe Susan Wirth as committed. Her 
parents say she is obsessed. 

Police have been working on her case 
since June 24, when a fellow-teacher 
reported seeing Miss Wirth dragged 
screaming into a van by two men. Offi¬ 
cials said the van had been rented by her 
mother. 

Dorothy Ehrlich, executive director of 
the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California, said the case was the 
first in memory that might involve the 


abduction of a person for deprogramming 
for political reasons. 

Miss Wirth is a 35 year old with u PhD 
in Spanish, a widely travelled teacher of 
English as a second language and an 
activist in leftist political causes. She 
is head of. the Coalition to Fight the Death 
Penalty and a member of the Afri¬ 
can People’s Solidarity Committee. 

FRIENDS DESCRIBE Jier as a 
“warm, dynamic, enthusiastic, deeply 
committed and hard-working woman.” 

Her father, Clifford Wirth of Lans- 


downe, Pa., says she is a member of 
“political cults.” 

Friends and police believe that by now, 
Miss Wirth is in the hands of a depro¬ 
grammer, a person who commonly works 
with families whose children have be¬ 
come involved in religious sects. 

Their methods are controversial, and 
almost all work underground. 

“This is aiy^xtension of what we con¬ 
sider to be afvery dangerous practice,” 
Ehrlich said, y^fou can't take action into 
your own hands.” 

Said Sgt. Al Matteoni, working on the 
case, "She’s 35 years old. She’s got a

That is kidnapping.” 

POLICE SAY they are unsure whether 
Miss Wirth is still in the area. Wirth, 60, 
says he hasn’t heard from his wife in 
about two weeks. He said his wife, 
Maria, had been distraught over her 
daughter’s “personality change” and had 
hired deprogrammers.

Disease risk 
‘horrible’ 
at Cordova 

.Substantiated cases of hepatitis exist in one part 
of Cordova Bay and an outbreak of the infectious dis¬ 
ease many be simmering in many other areas of the 
community, Saanich council’s committee-of-the whole 
was told Wednesday. (Anotherstory. Page 57.) 

Marilyn Berry Grant, former head of the bacteri¬ 
ology department at Victoria General Hospital, said she 
was prepared to camp on Mayor Mel Couvelier’s doorstep 
until steps were taken to rectify “this horrible situa¬ 
tion." 

The possibility of what could happen “really scares 
me,” she told a public meeting discussing the Cordova 
Bay local area plan. 

Mrs. Grant, resident of the community for seven 
months, said the green slime and raw effluent run¬ 
ning in ditches in her neighborhood (Wesley Hoad) 
“horrified me.” 

She told aldermen that her worst fears about pol¬ 
lution of the ditches running into the ocean had been 
confirmed by Capital Region public health director Dr. 
Allan Arneil. 

In Ameil’s own words the coliform count in Cordova 
Bay is “off the scale” regarding health hazard, she said. 

“My most pressing concern now, then, is that with 
the recent influx of a refugee population, with exist¬ 
ing substantiated cases of infectious hepatitis on Maxine 
Lane, and with the present attitude and understanding of 
the area residents, we could be an epidemic waiting for a 
time to happen.” 

Mrs. Grant said that at a beach area Monday she 
saw a young child playing in a “cesspool” formed in 
the sand in a well-marked “polluted area.” 

She wondered how many other parents were un¬ 
knowingly gambling with their family’s health by al¬ 
lowing them to play in “a slimy mess.” 

She said in an interview that a spell of hot weather 
could result in an explosive health hazard. 

“When you have a pollution problem like the one. 
that exists here, then you have a crisis situation,” 
she warned. 

“Many people have been unaccountably suffering 
vague symptoms of what could be the first stage of 
hepatitis.” 

A small pocket of the community had already been 
affected, “and the whole Ridge may be simmering,’’ she 
said. 

The incidence of an epidemic until sewers were 
installed could be avoided by taking eommonsense 
measures, Mrs. Berry said, suggesting a campaign 
among parents and children to raise the aware¬ 
ness that pollution exists. 

She also urged care with garden produce which 
could be contaminated by raw sewage, noting that 
watercress sold locally was “collected from roadside 
ditches, near Panama Flats, for example.” 

Audrey Waugh, 5059 Del Monte, told the committee 
that provincial health staff had taken samples from a 
ditch near her home and “warned me not to let my 
children go anywhere near the ditches.” 

She said the ministry refused to confirm whether 
the pollution .came from a poultry farm or the Clare¬ 
mont secondary school.

Street-kid 
help team 
on the way

Victoria city police and the human resources 
ministry will combine forces to tackle the street- 
children problem, it was learned Wednesday. 

Starting Aug. 1, a police officer and a 
streetworker will be stationed in downtown Victoria 
to help street children. 

Their mandate will be to assess the magnitude 
and nature of the prob¬ 
lem, deal with individ¬ 
ual hardship cases and 
refer them to existing 
services. 

They will also examine 
the weaknesses in the deliv¬ 
ery of social and police ser¬ 
vices. 

The program will initial¬ 
ly be in effect for a six- 
month period. If success¬ 
ful, it will be continued. 

The pilot project, to be 
operated under the aus¬ 
pices of the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club of Victoria, was 
announced following a Blencoe 

meeting Wednesday of pro- n . A acod 

vincial and city officials, -pieasea 

police chief William Snowdon and a Boys’ and Girls’ 
Club representative. 

“To my knowledge, no other city has ever tried to 
send a social worker and a police officer into the field 
together,” Snowdon said. 

He said the police officer had not yet been selected. 

“We have three or four in mind and I think it will be 
an exciting experience for the police officer, too,” he 
said. 

Snowdon said he believed the program could achieve 
good results. 

“The team will be able to deal with the kids on a 
one-to-one basis. It isn’t as if we had thousands of 
them down there,” he said. 

Aid. Robin Blencoe, who first aired the street chil¬ 
dren problem more than a year ago, said he was ex¬ 
tremely pleased that something was finally happen 
ing. 

“And without the help of the new police chief, it 
wouldn’t have been possible. That’s really the im 
portant point. He believes in preventive policing and a 
team approach to social and police problems,” Blencoe 
said. 

Aid. Gretchen Brewin, responsible for city invol¬ 
vement in social problems, said she was convinced that 
the program would be effective. 

“It doesn’t take very much time or money to deal with 
the problem of the street kids. Often, all it takes is 
someone who cares,” she said. 

Brewin also said that Human Resources Minister 
Grace McCarthy was interested in the program and had 
asked to be kept up to date on its effectiveness. 

It was a little more than a year ago that Blencoe first 
brought the plight of Victoria’s street children to public- 
attention. 

He said many of the youngsters hanging out in 
the downtown area had no place to live, except the 
street, and that something had to be done to help 
them. 


AIRCRAFT PILOT 
WILL FACE RAP 

A small aircraft towing a commerical sign intruded 
into restricted air space during Tuesday’s air show 
in Victoria. 

A spokesman at Canadian Forces Base Esqui¬ 
malt confirmed Wednesday that a warning had been 
issued by the transport ministry that low-flying aircraft 
would be engaged in a low flypast over Victoria Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The small plane intruded into restricted air space 
but at no time was there any danger to the Vooodoo 
jets or the Argus aircraft involved in the flypast, the 
spokesman said. 

However, ministry officials will be talking to the pilot 
about violating restricted air space. 


Snarls grow on Victoria-Seattle run 


The B.C. Steamship Company's trou¬ 
bled Seattle-Victoria service was hit by a 
triple barrage Wednesday. 

ITEM: It was forced to charter an 
aircraft to ferry nine persons to Victoria 
on Tuesday after agents both in Victoria 
and Seattle booked them on the non-ex¬ 
istent Tuesday afternoon run from Seat¬ 
tle. 

ITEM: Passengers carried during 
June were down 10,000 from last year’s 
total. 

ITEM: A Seattle radio station repeated 
complaints that the company over booked 
the station’s annual jaunt to Victoria 
late last month—after a similar episode 
last year. 

Elizabeth Ann Pap, of 7014 West Coast 
Road, said she was enraged to discov¬ 
er a snafu when she arrived at the ter¬ 
minal in Seattle on Tuesday afternoon 
with her two children to catch the Victoria 
Princess back to Victoria, only to find 
there was no such service. 

The summer sailing schedule now in 
effect sees the Victoria Princess sail 
from Victoria daily except Tuesdays at 
12:30 p.m. and 11 p.m. The ship leaves 
Seattle for Victoria at 7:30 a.m. and 6 
p.m. 

On Tuesdays, the ship leaves Seattle at 


7:30 a.m. and leaves Victoria at 6 p.m. 

“It's a waste of taxpayers’ money,” 
said Mrs. Pap Wednesday night, adding 
that apart from the nine who were flown 
back, several other passengers agreed to 
overnight in Seattle or take a bus to 
Vancouver and a B.C. ferry to Victoria. 

Company officials were unavailable 
for comment on the mixup. 

THE COMBINED efforts of the Flying 
Princess and the Victoria Princess car¬ 
ried 25,000 passengers in June, a drop of 
10,000 from the same month in 1979 
when the Princess Marguerite was on the 
run. 

But Transportation Minister Alex 
Fraser said Wednesday that the 30-per¬ 
cent drop was not due to rejection of the 
service by the travelling public. 

“It is a fact that the passenger load 
was down 30 per cent,” he said. “It is 
also a fact that the occupancy of hotels 
and motels in Seattle is down 30 per 
cent. 

“There are many factors involved 
here. A slowdown in the American econ¬ 
omy, Mount St. Helens, poor weather. 
They must all be considered.” 

Fraser made the statement in re¬ 
sponse,to questions by Charles Barber 


(NDP—Victoria) during debate on 
Fraser’s estimates. 

SEATTLE RADIO station KMPS says 
it was attacked by an angry mob last year 
when B.C. Steamship Co. overbooked on 
*the station’s annual one-day ferry junket 
to Victoria. 

The station now says the steamship 
company did it again this year on KMPS’s 
outing June 22, prompting a letter of 
protest from program director Ron Nor¬ 
wood to B.C. Tourism Minister Pat Jor¬ 
dan. 

Norwood says his station reserved the 
entire passenger capacity of the Victoria 
Princess for the outing but later discover¬ 
ed the steamship company’s Seattle of¬ 
fice had also sold 60 seats to a charter 
group. 

The result was 30 frustrated ticket- 
holders left behind on the dock in Seat¬ 
tle. 

Last year, 224 ticket-holders were left 
behind because of overbooking. 

“To add to our problems,” Norwood 
said, “some members of the Seattle 
(BCSC) staff told the people left behind 
that KMPS had oversold the ship and as a 
result of this over 100 angry persons 
stormed and vandalized the radio station 


threatening bodily harm to station per¬ 
sonnel.” 

He said B.C. Steamship’s Seattle office 
did the same this year, telling com 
plainers the station was responsible for 
overbooking. 

In his letter, Norwood asks Jordan to 
look into the matter and prevent it from 
happening again. 

An official in the minister’s office said 
Norwood’s letter had not yet arrived. 

IN A FOURTH development. Barber 
questioned Fraser on “crew reports” that 
the Victoria Princess (formerly the 
Queen of Prince Rupert) was constantly 
running on the “red line” and using far 
more oil than had been estimated. He 
suggested that “running on the red line" 
would result in high maintenance costs 
and possible breakdown. 

Fraser said he would obtain an official 
report on the vessel which is making 
two round trips a day between Victoria 
and Seattle. 

“But I doubt if the owners, the B.C. 
Ferry Corp., would permit her to be run 
on the,red-line as he says, for too long,” 
Fraser said. “She is too good a vessel for 
them to permit her to be run down deli 
berately.”
